in itfelf, that it rather procures my prefent La-

S I intend to write fuch medicinal Obfer- 

vations, as are neceflary to know and 

7 form a right Eftimate of Difeafes, fo I 
* think it expedient, for the Sake of Or- 

der and Accuracy, to begin with thofe Diforders, 
which affect the whole Body. Among thefe, 
the moft frequent and fatal to Mankind is a Fewer, 
without which, asfome Authors have afferted, no 


Perfon ever loft his Life, unlefs he had the Misfor- 
fane to be cut off, by a fudden and violent Death. 
I fhall therefore trace this Subject from its Origin, 
beginning with that Species of Fever, which, be- 
caufe it is terminated in one Day, is called a Diary 
_ Fever, which is difcovered by the following Signs

are overloaded with Wine, is diffus’d over the 
whole Body. A Diar ry Fever has alfo this Peculiar 
to it, that the Pulfe is at firft large ; but as it af- 
terwards becomes moderately quick and frequent, 
fo ’tis equal, foft, and regular, as in a natural 
State; the Urine undergoes little or no Change, 
nor is the Diforder preceded by a Loathing of 
Food, a fpontaneous Laffitude of the Body, di- 
ftarb’d Sleep, preternatural Yawnings, or Horrors 3 
but it feizes the Patient fuddenly, and afflicts him 
with no other Symptoms, than a Pain of the Head 
and Stomach, a Naufea, Heat, and Reftlefinefs. It 
is fometimes ‘imperceptibly terminated without, any 
fenfible Evacuation, but more frequently by copi- 
ous Exhalations thro’ the Skin, a moift Diapho- 
relis, or by gentle and not very profufe Sweats. 

Tis alfo to be obferved, that a Diary Fever, is al- 
molt conftantly produc’ db y evident Caufes; fuch - 
as Watchings, Anxiety, Grief, Anger, the Heat 
of the Sun, “Wearinels, Drinking. to Excefs, Hun- 
ger, and other Circumflances ofa fimular. Nature. 


“Tho? it generally terminates in one Day, yet if it 


exceeds this Period, and continues beyond the third, 
it ceafes to be a Diary, and degenerates into a putrid 
Fever; in this Cafe if the Patient’ s Habit isexcef- 
lively dry, a Heétic Fever is alfo to be dreaded. It. 
is easier to cure, than really to know and diftinguith 
every Fever of the Diary Kind; for which Rea-. 
fon. it generally hanpenn that this $ Species of Fe-. 
ver, proves injurious. to the Patient, before it can 
be diltinguifhed for the Difeafe it really is. ‘This 
Ditorder is not only moft generally incident, but. 
alfo moft dangerous to Perfons of bilious Habits, 
and fuch as,are > engaged. i in. much Bufinefs. 

The Fever which next prefents itfelf to our-Con-. 
fideration, is that, which retaining the Nature of 
the Diary Kind, by Means of the mteufe Heat of 
the Blood, as not yet putrified, excites a violent

called, a Continent Fever not of the putrid Kind. It ae not

nent F ever, tho’ the former are fomewhat lefs evi- 
dent than the latter: In that Species of continent Fe - 
ver which is not of the putrid Kind, the Patient is af- 
fitted with a Pain or Heavingefs of the Head, an im- 
aoe Heat and Rednefs of the whole Body, and 
efpecially-of the Face, accompanied with a pro- 
found Sleep ; a violent Pulfation of the temporal 
Arteries; a great, full, frequent, and quick Pulfe, 
attended with a Sluggithnels, and a Kind of Lath- 
tude ofthe whole Body. 

I now proceed to treat of thofe Fevers which ate 
-accompanied witha Putrefaction of the Humours, 
beginning with that which arifes from a putri ified. 
State of the Blood. ‘This Species of Fewer is called, 
a Continent putrid Fever, which is known by the 
fame Signs with the other ; tho’ thofe accompany- 
Ing the putrid Kind are more manifeft: ‘Thus forin- 
fiance, the Heat is more intenfe, the Throat and 
«Parts adjacent fwell, and burn with Heat, fo as to 
“produce an Impediment inthe: Patient’s Speech. 
-The Eyes are alfo fall of shot Tears, and the 
Abdomen fometimes fwells, fo as to found like a 
Drum when firuck; the Pulfe is great, flrong, 
‘{wift, and frequent, as in the continent Fever, 
not of the putrid Kind; but in this it is alfo 
unequal, though not fo in the former ; the Urine 
is thick, red, turbid and without Sediment; on the 
Surface of the Body frequently appear exanthem2- 
tous Eruptions, which are moft commonly livid 
or black, and fometimes of other Colours. This 
‘Diforder generally terminates on the fourth Day, 
and if it conftantly increafes, may endanger the 
Patient’s Life, elpecially if the Tongue is rough 
and black, if the Eyes.avoid the Light, and if the 
Urine ref fembles black Wine. When thefe Symp » 
toms do not appear, but the Fever gradually de- 
creafes, the Patient feems to be in a’ fafe Condi-

It is alfo to be obferved, that 
both thefe Species of Fever generally happen to 
Perfons of a temperate Life, ofa fiefhy Habit, 


and abounding with no bad Blood ; and that the 


‘Tranfition is eafy from a non-putrid to a putrid 
Synochus, and from this to a continual 'Tertian. 
We now proceed to treat of that Species of pu- 
trid Fever, which is called, a Continual Fever. this 
refembles the putrid Synochus, with Refpe& to the 
Continuation of its Paroxyfms, but differs from it 
if this, that it proceeds from either of the * Biles, or 
from Phlegm, and has its Perieds according to the 


, Natures and Motions of thefe Humours, in which 
| tho’ it does not totally ceafe, it yet remits and 


gives the Patient fome Intervals of Eafe. But a 
Syfiochus arifes from a putrified Blood, and affords 
no Remiffion ’till the Time of the Crifis. But to 
proceed, a Continual Fever is not preceded’ by 
a Rigor, Horror, or Coldnefs, but fuddenly feizes 
the Patient, all at once with an Heat, tho’ per- 
haps the corrupted Humour about the Precordia, 
may fometimes excite a Rigor or Horror, for a 
fhort Time, *till it be overcome and fubdued by 
the Fever ; the Heat is always intenfe, efpecially 
when the Acceffion increafes, and is at its Height. 
‘The Refpiration and Pulfe are unequal, and im 
this latter, the Syftole is perceived to be quick, 
whereas the Diaitole is flow. The Pulfe is alfo 


fometimes quick, fometimes flow, fometimes ftrong, 


and at others weak ; particularly in the Begin- 
ning of the Fit or Paroxyfm it is quick and fmall ; 
whereas in its Height it is not only quick, but al- 
fo remarkably great. The Urine in the Begin-

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hing, isthick and turbid, and has neither Cloud, 
Enzorema, nor Sediment; fometimesit is thin, but 
red and notat all tranfparent. Ali the Excretions 
Gihepgistahes bo Sindh! UrlonoF Seeds Tere | 
nerally a.rank and_offenfive Smell. Continual 
Fevers, whether of the Quotidian or Quartan Kind, 
are generally. very irregular ; fo as in one Day to 
have two or three. Exacerbations, and another, but 
‘one or perhaps none at all. A continual Quartan 
is very rare, but a Quotidian-is far nore frequent! 

But the moft frequent of all is that Species of Ardent Fe- 
Tertian, called an Ardent Fever, which is known 7 

by thefe Signs. An intenfe Heat of the whole Body, 
which however is greater internally than exter- 
nally; an obftinate Watching, and fometimes 
a profound Sleep. The Tongue is alfo dry, 
thick, rough, blackifh and perceives a Kind of | 
bitter Tafte. ‘The Breathing is difficult, the Stomach | 
begins to feel a pungent Pain, the Appetite is: loft, 
and an infatiable Thirft and Heat of the Pre. 


ee 


cordia afflict the Patient. In fome the Body is {o- | 
luble, whilft others labour under Coftivenefs. The | 
Patient at laft becomes fo reftlefs, that he fupports | 
the Difeafe with the greateft Difficulty, and is fre- | 
quently feized with a Delirium. As this Species of 
Fever is very violent, itis foon terminated; for if it 
appears with laudable ;Signs from the Beginning, 
it is with moft Patients terminated on the fourth 
Day, and with none remains after the Seventh. It 
ends either by aVomiting and Purging, an wniverfal 
Sweat, or an Hemorrhage from the Nofe. “As 
this Diforder is not very incident to old Perfons, 
fo *tis highly dangerous when ‘it feizes therm, but 
it is lefs dangerous in young Perfons, tho’ thefe lat- 
ter are more fubjeét to it than the former. “An ar- 
dent Fever frequently terminates in an Inflamma- 
tion of the Lungs, in which Cafe a f{peedy Death 
pits an End to the Patient’s deplorable State. 
Both in this and other continual Fevers great 
Danger is indicated when a Jaundice appears a

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the feventh Day; when the Patient is feized with 
a Horror before the Concoétion of the febrile Mat- 
ter, efpecially if the Strength is much exhautted; 
when after the Rigor, the Patient does not become 
warm; when the Watching, Drowfinefs or the 
Delisun are continual ; when the Voice is inter- 
cepted, the Hearing rendered dull, or the Neck 
afflicted with a violent Pain, efpecially in Patients 
difpofed to a Delirium ; when the Patient is about 
to take any Thing, his Hands tremble; when 
there is an infatiable Thirft, and a fqualid State 
of the Body ; when the Tongue is blackifh, and 
the whole Mouth exceffively dry without any pre- 
ternatural Thirft, when the Mouth has an exceifively 
bad Smell, and when the Patient is feized with an 
Hiccup, efpecially after going to Stool, or after an 


-immoderate Difcharge of Blood; when young Per- 


fons have neither Sleep nor a Difcharge of Excre- 


ments, but often change Colours and weep incef- 


antly, for this State is fucceeded by Convulfions ; 
when with an intenfe Pain of the Head the Precor- 
dia are drawn inwards, without a fubfequent He- 
morrhage from the Nofe, or when this Cafe is nei- 
ther accompanied nor remov’d, by bilious Stools, 
Gripes, ora Pain of the. Thighs or Knees; when 
there is a Pain of the Vifcera and Convulfions, for” 
then a Delirium quickly approaches; when the Pra- 


‘cordia aré afflicted with Pain; the Sleep is profound; 


the Stomach feized with a violent Heat, or an un- 
eafy Gnawing; and when in this State the Stools are — 
of the bilious Kind ; when the Excrements are to- 


tally retained, and a continual Head-Ach afflicts the 


Patient ; and when the Urine refembles Water, 
fince at this Time a Delirium generally accompa- 
aiés the Difordéf"Befidés if fuch a Condition of 
the Urine is long continued, it prognofticates Death. 
Jt is alfo a dangerous Sign when the Urine is 


xed, thick, turbid, fetid, difcharged with Difficulty, 


in {mall Quantities, at fhort Intervals, againft the 
Patient’s Will, or when it is concoéted without 
au 
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an apparent Caufe; when the Violence of the Fe- 
_ ver is not felt by the Patient, on account of his 
Delirium; when upon the firft Acceflion of the 
Fever a copious Sweat breaks out, or the Patient 
begins to grow delirious, or has any Part of his 


Body rendered paralytic ; and laftly, when the Ac-_ 


ceflion is violently augmented every third Day. _ 
We now come to lay down thofe Signs which 
In acute Fevers prognoiticate certain Death, which 
may be difcovered to be very near, when under a 
violent Degree of the Difeafe there is a great 
Weaknefs and Lofs of Strength, efpecially if at 
fach a'Time there is a Delirium or a Rigor, or 
if the Delirium is accompanied with a Taciturnity, 
provided the Patient is on no other Account de- 
priv’d of the Ufe of his Speech ; when during an 
exceflive Weaknefs, the Lips, Eyebrows, Eyes and 
Noftrils are diftorted; when at this Juncture, the 
Patient neither fees nor hears; or if when his 
- Speech is loft, he lies with his Eyes winking with- 
out an Hemorrhage from the Nofe, or a Vomiting 
in order to carry off the Diforder. ‘The Danger 1s 
alfo the greater if the Patient breaths with the 
utmof Dificulty; nor is his Fate lefs deplorable 
if the Tears trickle from his Eyes; if they are

The Medicinal Obfervations 
other. To thefe we may add, that the Danger 
is unavoidable, when one of the Ears is feized 
with an acute Pain, which Symptom ‘generally 
proves mortal in feven Days, efpecially if the Pa- 
tient is- young. But old Patients, becaufe their 
Pain and Fever are not fo infenfe, are generally 
thought to be in a fafer State. | 
Death is alfo prognofticated, if in Confequence 
the Fever, there is a Grinding of the Teeth; if 
thefe appear black, livid and extremely dry ; and 
if at the famé Time in the Beginning of the Dif- 
eafe, the Tongue is firft dry, then rough, and af- 
terwards black and foul; if the Patient lies with 
/ his Mouth gaping and fleeps continually; or if he 
' feems as if he would be fuddenly fuffocated ; if he 
can neither drink nor fwallow his Saliva, tho’ at 
the fame Time there are are no Tubercles in his 
Fauces ; if he turns his Neck with great Difficul- 
ty, or if itis fo diftorted as to render his Deglutition 
uneafy; if his Breath is cold, and his Pulfe thick, 
obfcure, and interrupted ; if his'Thirft, which was 
| before great, is remov’d, whilft at the fame Time: 
‘his Fever is equally violent, and his ‘Tongue equally 
\dry and black ; ifa Vomiting of Blood happens, 
or a Vomiting of various fetid Subfances of diffe- 
rent Colours ; if his Fingers pick the Flocks of 
the Bedcloths, or involuntarily pall their Borders, 
or catch at fome Objects on the adjacent Walls; if 
the Extremities of his Fingers and Nails are livid 
or blackith, tho’ their Appearing fo is no deadly 
Sign, provided the Patient’s Strength is able to 
bear ‘the Difeafe, and if other apparent Signs 
of Recovery enfue, for then the Patient’s Health 
is reftored, but the black and corrupted Parts fall 
off. It isalfo a fatal Sign, when the Abdomen 
becomes tumid, efpecially after the Exhibition 
of a Purgative; or when the Belly being diftended 
with Flatulences, cannot difcharge them ; when m 
the Beginning of the Fever, yellow Bile is dif- — 
charged; when the Excrements are liquid, and ~ 
nS The 
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the fame Time, black, pale, pinginous or fetid; 
when the Urine which was before laudable, fud- 

_ denly exhibits bad Signs ; or when thro’ the whole 
Courfe of the Difeafe, the Urine remains like that 

of a Perfon in Health; when Blood is difcharg’d 
inftead of Urine, or when the Bladder is pain’d 

or hard. It is a no lefs fatal Sign, when in the 
Beginning of the Difeafe the Extremities become 
cold, and cannot be again rendered warm 3 when 

at the fame ‘Time that the Extremities of the Bo- 

dy are cold, the internal Parts are feorched with —— 
“ai intenfé Heat, or when the. Patient is infatiably 
dry; when the febrile Heat ceafes all on a fud- 
den, and without a manifeft Caufe; when Sweats 
and Deliquiums happen at the fame Time that 
the Strength is greatly impaired ; when the Pa- 
tient lies on hisBack, contraéts his Knees, and flips 
towards the Foot of the Bed; when he uncovers 
and fpreads his Arms and Legs, at the fame Time 
that they dre not preternaturally hot ; when the 
Pain lodged in the infeiror Part of the Body 
fuddenly ceafes, in confequence of its Tranflation 
to the Vifcera ; when any Ulcer under which the 
Patient laboured before the Fever, or an_ Ulcer 
arifing during the Fever, becomes dry and livid ; 
when there is an Eruption of Putteles all over 
the Body, without the Appearance of a purulent 
Abdfcefs; when upon the Appearance of an Abf- 
cefs near the Ear it does not come to Maturity, 
no Hemorrhage happening from the Nofe, nor 
thick Urine being difcharged in large Quantities ; 
when a cold Sweat arifes, and the Patient is {e- 
verely afflicted on the fourth and feventh Days ; 
when onthe eleventh Day he perceives no Crifis; —~~- 
or when on the critical Days he becomes cold with- 
out fubfequent Sweats; when a Rigor happens ° 
and often returns, and at the fame ‘Time-the Dil- 
order is not-alléviared by that Means ; befides;the

‘long, often exceeding the fortieth Day: It is allo 


more dangerous when it fuceceds not only the 
Peccancy of the obftruQing Humours, but alto the 
Corruption of fome particular Vifcera, fuch asthe 
Liver, Lungs, Brain, and fometimes of the Kid- 
neys, or other more remote Parts. In. this Cafe, 
befides the Symptoms already enumerated, the fol-- 
lowing Circumftances alfo happen. . The Difeafe 
is long protracted, gradually imcreafes, and gene- 
rally fucceeds other Diforders. The ufiial Method 
of Cure, efpecially by Evacuants, is fo far from al- 


leviating, that it often exafperates it; it readily — 


induces a Syncope, and gradually confumes the 
Rody, fometimes without rendering its Prefence 
perceptible. ‘This is the Species of Fever obferv’d 
in thoie who labour under a Confumption. 


We now proceed to treat of thofe Fevers which . 
allow {ome Intervals, or Times of Refpite, to the 


Patient. Of thefe fome are ‘Tertian, fome Quar- 
tan, and others Quotidian. A‘ Tertian difcovers 
itfelf 
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itfelf by the following Signs ; in the Beginning 
and thro’ the whole Courfe ofthe Difeafe, a R1- 
gor together with the Acceflion, every third Day, 
feizes the Patient in fo violent a Manner as to 
produce a Senfe of Pun&ture, and as it were Vul- 
neration, though when the Difeafe is mild there 
is fometimes only a fimple Refrigeration. ‘Towards 
the End of the Rigor, bilious Vomiting arifes, 
or at leafta Solubility of Body. ‘Then the Heat 
begins to be kindled thro’ all the Body, the Pa- 
tient on account of the Intenfity of the Hcat throws 
the Cloaths off, and tumbles about in a reftlefs 
Manner. He breaths with Difficulty, is afflicted 
with an Head Ach, and is alfo frequently delirious. 
His -Pulfe, as foon as the Acceffion begins, is con- 
tracted and {mall, but foon after vehement ftrong 
and quick, tho’ never unequal, except perhaps very 
little fo. The Urine is fomewhat thin, yellow, 
or Flame colour’d, and of afetid Smell.. ‘The Ac- 
ceflion which generally lafts feven Hours, is ter- 
minated: by copious Sweats; but it is of Impor- 
tance to fpecify fome Differences between this and 
other Intermittent Fevers. When therefore an 
Ardent Fever or-any of the Continual Kind arifes, 
the Hand applied to the Body, perceives the Heat 
increafing more and more, whereas in a ‘Tertian 
the Heat is equable, and even fometimes decreafes 
under the Hand.  Befides, an Intermittent ‘Vertian 
uponieach Acceffion, is accompanied firft with a 
Rigor, and then with a Sweat; whereas a conti- 
nual 'Tertian has none of thofe Symptoms, except 
when it is critically terminated. Befides, in an 


intermittent-'Tertian the Rigor begins to be vio-_ 


lent, and foon ceafés, being greatelt in the firft 
‘Acceffions, but gradually milder in the fubfequent 
ones; whereas the contrary happens in a Quar- 
tan, as we fnall by and by fhew. ‘The Return 
of the Acceffion alfo greatly tends to conftitute 
the particular Kind of Fevers. I thall therefore 
proceed.to treat of that Speciés of Tertian which 
eae, . is

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is, generally fafe and of the fhorteft Duration : 
When a Tertian, then, is legitimate, it is terminated | 
in fourteen Days ; but it generally ufes to be le-- 
gitimate in young Perfons of hot and dry Con-. 
flitutions, and who in the Middle of Summer have: 
been expofed under the fcorching Heat to Watch. 
ings, Labour and Fatigue. 

_Where thefe Circumftances are wanting a fpu- 
rious ‘Tertian is form’d, which is longer, and has 
neither fo violent Pleats; nor fo copious Sweats, 
as that of the legitimate Kind. In the fpurious 
Tertian alfo, there is no certain Order of ‘Time, 
with Refpect to the Return of the Acceflions, the 
Rigor is alfo lefs vehement, but longer continued, 
and not equably affecting the whole Body; every 
Acceffion continues much longer than fourteen 
Hours, and the Difeafe itfelf is never terminated 
at the feventh Return, rarely at the fourteenth ; 
and often requires a longer ‘Time before it is ter- 
minated. | 

A Quartan Feuer is difcovered by the following 
Signs. In the firft Acceffions, an Horror refem=> 
bling that generally produc’d by intenfe Cold, 
feizes the Patient every fourth Day. . This Horror, 
foon after, daily increafes till it terminates in a vio- 
lent Rigor under which the Body trembles and is 
agitated, the Teeth gnafh, and the Bones them- 
felves feem to be as it were bruis’d under a terrible 
Weight. The Rigor is generally fucceeded by a 
Vomiting, and immediately after there arifes an. 
Heat, intermix’d with a Kind of Senfation of Cold 
about the internal Parts of the Bones. ‘The Pulfe, 


- upon the Approach of theAcceffion, is languid, rare 


and flow, but afterwards becomes ftrong, large, 
frequent, quick, and more unequal than in other 
Fevers. ‘Tho’ in this Fever the Urine is frequently 
a fallacious and uncertain Sign, yet in the frit Days 
it is generally thin, whitifh. and aqueous, whereas 
on the fubfequent Days it is difcharg’d in various 
States. In this Fever the Heat, Thirft, Head- 
Ach, 
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Ach, and Watching are indeed lefs violent than in 
a 'Tertian, but moreintenfe than in a Quotidian. In 
‘a Quartan Fever, the Acceflions are aifo longer, 
than thofe of the Tertian and Quotidian Kinds, 
for which Reafon, when they are terminated, an 
Intermiffion of the Fewer fucceeds. ‘Tho’a Quar- 
tan isa long protratted, yet it isa fufficiently fafe 
Diforder; fince it fometimes, not only defends 
the Body againft, but alfo frees it from fome vio- 
lent Difeafes; for Perfons labouring under a 
Quartan, are neither affli@ed with Madnefs, ror 
Melancholy, nor. a Leprofy, nor Convulfions 
arifing from Repletion. _ Befides, if thefe Diforders 
have previoufly rag’d, they are generally terminat- 
ed upon the Approach of a Quartan. Some Phyfi- 
cians alfo affert, that no Perfon can die of a Quar- 
tan, except by his own or his Phyfician’s Fault. It 
is however to be obferv’d, that this Diforder does 
not generally terminate, without doing fome Inja- 
ry tothe Vifcera. _ It is alfo rarely obferv’d with- 
out an Obftru€tion, Pain, or Induration of the 
Spleen. Hence that Species of Quartan, is of all 


others the fafeft, in which the Spleen is found, and. 


in a natural State. A Quartan, unlefsfome Error 
is committed, is always terminated ina Year, but 
oftener-afterthe Sixth, and fometimes after the 
Third Month. It has often been obferv’d, thata 
Quartan, which during the Autumn and whole 
Winter, has been treated with proper Remedies, is 
terminated next Spring. - If this Diforder is of long 
ftanding, or accompanied with a tumid State of the 
Spleen, it renders the Patient fubje€t to a Dropfy, 
and in fuch Cafes, the Patient generally dies. 
Quartans rage moft in the Autumn, efpecially in 
Perfons whofe Spleen is tumid ; in thofe whofe con- 
-_tinualor irregular Fevers, have not been totally ter- 
minated; in thofe whofe Bodies are cold, dry, 
and {mootk; in Perfons in the Decline of Life; in 
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thofe who have us’d grofs and coarfe Aliments, 
and in thofe who are exhaufted with Grief or An. 
xiety. 

- Thofe Quartans which appear in Berane are: 
ba fhort, whereas thofe which begin in Autumn, 
efpecially towards its End, are generally much 
longer. ‘The Crudity of the Humours, often makes 
a Quartan degenerate into a ot 8 to the 
great Danger of the Patient’s Life. Some Phyficians 
have alfo obferv’d, that Epilepfies have been re- 
mov’d by long protracted Quartans. After Quar- 
tan Fevers are cur’d, they eafily return, efpecially. 
if onthe Day, on which the Fever tae" d to feize, 
the Patient perceives a preternatural Cold or Heat, | 
or Crudity or Laffitude. 

Quotidiag A Quotidian Fever diftinguifhes itfelf by the fol- 
Fever. lowing Marks. A gentleCold arifes in the Extremi- 
ties, the Senfation of which, as in other Intermittents, 
firft begins in the Extremities of the Fi ingers and 
Toes, and inthe Nofe. Ifthereisany Vomiting, 
the Matter i is of the pituitous Kind; then the Heat is 
generated flowly, and gradually, fo as to be at firft 
dull, and then accompanied with a Moifture, and 
Steams arifing from the Body; but when the Accef- | 
fion is prefent, itis fomewhat intenfe and violent, but 
is always perceiv’d unequally, and fometimes as it 
were intermix’d with a Senfe of Cold: The Patient 
is feiz’d with an almoft infurmountable Neceflity of 
fleeping, and on the firft Days, has neitheir Thirft — 
nor Sweat, and almoftno Intermiffion of the Fever. 
In the Beginning of the Acceflions, fome faint, or 
which is itill worfe, fall into a Syncope. The 
Pulfe is irregular, and more unequal, than in other 
Fevers. It is alfo flow, {mall, and weak, nor can 
it become large during the Increafe of the Ac- 
ceflion, tho’ at laft it begins to be frequent, tho 
lefs fo, than in other Fevers, but it is equally fwift 
_asina Suntan. The Stomach is aflitted with 
con- 
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continual Pain, and the Stoolsare liquid, crude and 
pituitous. The Urine inthe Beginning, is either 
‘white and thin, or turbid, but afterwards be- 
comes red, thick and turbid, whilft the whole Bo- . 
dy is rendered dulland heavy. ‘The Acceflions are 
generally terminated in eighteen Hours, with a 
{canty Sweat, but the Diforder itfelf is protraéted 
for fixty four Days. This Species of Fever very 
rarely occurs, and ’tis perhaps more confonant 
with Reafon, when any one is daily afflited with a 
Fever, to think the Diforder a double Tertian, than 
a Quotidian. Quotidian Fevers are moft dange- »« Sigus ef 
rous, to Perfons of phlegmatic Conftitutions ; to Danger. 
thofe who indulge themfelves in Eafe and Sleep, 
and whofe Juices are crude; as alfo to old Perfons, 
Children and Women ; thofe alfo are moft dange- 
rous which appear in Winter, or during a Tract of 
cloudy dull Weather. Neither is this Species of 
‘Diforder free from Danger, if the Phlegm often di- 
flils from the Head mto the Stomach, if upon the. 
firft attack of the Fever, the Precordia are tumid 

and inflated; if the Beginning of the Acceflion 
happens towards the Evening; if before and in the, 
Fever, the Face is fomewhat livid and tumid; and, 
if the Stomach remains long weak, and is afflicted, 
with a Loathing of the Food and Eruations. It 
is to be obferv’d, that all Quotidians, difficultly 
yield to Remedies, and are no lefs tedious in their 
Cure, than dangerous in their Nature. 

‘Thefe Quotidians are, however, of all others 

the fafeft, which in the Beginning of the Acceffion, 
{pontaneoufly excite a Vomiting of Phiegm, in 
their Decline difcharge copious Sweats, and after- 
wards totally intermit. 

Having premis’d thefe Obfervations, itisa Mat. g ning 
ter of great Importance, carefully to advert to the j;,, Vag Bec 
various mutual Complications and Combinations of vers, 
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“Fevers with each other. It is therefore obfervable,, 
that a double Quotidian is very rare, but a double: 
‘Tertian, to which one of the fimple Kind generally; 
gives a Beginning, more frequent. The one alfo) 

* generally ceafes whil& the other remains; the Ac-- 
ceffions happen daily but not at the fame Hours,, 
and thofe which happen on the even Days, are fi-. 
mular to each other, whilft thofe which happen on. 
the odd Days, are not like the former. No lefs. 
frequent are double and triple Quartans which, both 
arife from fimple Quartans, and rarely have their 
Acceffions fimplar. é 

Acmiterian We muftalfo carefully advert to the Nature of ano- 
Bower. ther complicated Fever, which we call a Semitertian. 
it begins with an Horror, and goes off with a Sweat, 
yet fo as not to leave the Patient entirely free from 

a Fever. But as it is complicated of an intermit- 
tent Tertian, and a continual Quotidian, fo 
on one Day, itis more exafperated and moleits 
the Patient with an Horror, and frequently with 
fome Degree ofa Rigor, attended with bilious Vo- 
mitings or Stools, a burning Heat, and Exha- 
lations of humid Vapours. On the other Day, 
the Patient is rather fenfible of a Cold, than 
of an Horror, and is not much afflicted with Heat 
or Thirfl ; the Pulfe is more moderate, and the Fe- 
ver more gentle in every Refpe&t; belides, on one 
Day, we may obferve two Kinds of Fevers, andon 
the other but one. Semitertian Fevers are indeed but 
rare, tho? when once fettled, accompanied with 
confiderable Danger, A legitimate Semitertian, is 
when the Supplies of peccant Matter for the inter- 

‘mittent Tertian, and continual Quotidian arenear- 
ly equal, otherwife there cannot be a perfect Se- 
mitertian, -and confequently the Dileafe, as it 
is thought, will the more eafily yield to Reme- 
dies. 

Having 
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Having thus propos’d the Obfervations peculiar O/ervations 
to each Fever, I fhail now treat of thofe common °(770” 2 
to all, or at leaft moft Species. of Fevers, whether Pisa 
they are fo violent as to leave no hope, or fo mild 
and benign, as to afford the Expectations of Re- 
covery. It is therefore far better, that a Fever 
fhould f{upervene Convulfions, than that Con- 
galions thould fupervene a Fever. It is a bad 
Sign, when the Body “is either not fufficiently, 
or exceflively extenuated and brought down. in 
Proportion to the Duration and Violence of the 
Fever; for the Former isthe Sign of a long Di- 
feafe, and the Latter of great Weaknefs. When un- 
der an acute Fever, the Head is fuddenly feiz’d with 
Pain, and the Precordia are as it were drawn back- 
wards, Madnefs is to be dreaded, unlefs an Hemor- 
rhage from the Nofe happens. When the Patient, 
in an acute Fever, becomes deaf, it isa malignant 
and fatal Sign, unlefs {peedily remov’d, by copious 
Stools, or an Hemorrhage from the Nofe. In acute 
Fevers, cold Sweats are the fore-runners of Death ; 
and in thofe of a milder Nature, prognofticate. the 
Length of the Difeafe. When the Teeth are 
cloge’d with a thick and vifcid Sordes, it denotes 
the Violence of the Fever. . A fetid Breath, 
frightful Dreams, and Convulfions, are alfo bad 
Signs in Fevers. Thofe Fevers are alfo highly Paesta os i) 
dangerous, which are accompanied with Drowfinefs, Re. : 
Watchings, Dimnefs of Sight, Hiccups, Laffitude, 
profufe Sweats and a frefh Heat arifing after them 
Inquietudes arifing on the critical Days; as alfo 
Refrigeration after a Rigor, without Sweat and a 
Crifis, or a feanty Sweat {ucceeding a Rigor; {mall 
Drops of Blood, or black Bile difchare’d either up- | 
_ wards or downwards, in the Beginning of Fevers | 
are alfo. bad Signs. - If upon infpecting the Coun- 
tenance, in an acute Fever, we find iteither too 
ftern, or lefs fpoil’d than the Violence of the Dil- 
C3 eale 
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feafe may be fuppofed to do, or in a preternaturally 
good Condition, we may conclude, that the Difor- 
der is not free from Danger. A Vomiting of un- 
mixed Bile or Phlegm, is alfo accounted bad, elpe- 
cially when thefe Humours are green. or black. It is 
alfo a bad and prejudicial Sign, when the Patient is 
totally coftive, and fometime after feiz’d with fach a 
Solubility of Body, that he cannot keep his Bed, efpe- 
cially if the Stools are highly liquid, whitifh, pale, or 
full of Froth. Thofe Stools are alfo accounted bad, 
which are feanty, tenacious, fmooth, white,  li- 


_ vid, bilious, bloody, pinginous, or preternaturally 


fetid. The fame Thing is to be faid, of thofe 
Stools which confift of various Subftances, — fuch as 
Strigments, Blood, or green Bile; as alfo of thofe 
Stools which are unmixed, after the long Continu- 
ance of the Diforder: Neither in Fevers is the dif- 
charge of Worms by Stools, a fafe Symptom, efpe- 
cially before the Decline of the Difeafe. But in 
acute Fevers, the Evacuation of live Worms is not 
fuch a dangerous Sign, efpecially if the Patient be- 
ins to refume better Health, tho’ the Difcharge 
of dead Worms is abfolutely of no Service, in the 
Decline of the Difeafe. In the beginning of Fe- 
vers, it 1s better that the Worms expell’d, fhould be 
dead, fince when at that Juncture they are alive, a 
peftilential Fever isto be dreaded. In Fevers efpe- 
cially thofe of the acute Kind, a thin white Urine 
isa bad Sign, fince it prognofticates the Danger of 
Madnefs; no lefs {ufpicious, alfo, is that Urine whofe 
Sediment is redifh or livid, or refembles fmall Fila- 
ments or Bran. After a Perfon has enjoy’ da due 
Wppetite, or is recovered from a long-continued 
Fever, it isa bad Sign if he begins to loath his 
#ood; if he is troubled with profufe Sweats, efpeci- 
ally of the cold Kind; or if thofe Sweats do not ap- 
pear equally over the whole Body, but only about 
the Head and Neck. It is alfo a bad Sign, when 
sa en ae i api cae Stile tele ells Soret 
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Sweats do not terminate a Fever, or when they are 4" 


‘a Jaundice is fucceeded by a Fever, and when the 
Precordia are hard; it is a no lefs formidable Sign, 
when a fevourifh Patient breaths much and fre- 
quently ; when on the fixth Day he begins to be 
feized with an Horror, to bear his Difeafe with 
difficulty, to be preternaturally weak without any 
Depletion of the Veflels, to fweat copioufly with- 
out the removal of the Fevér, to be foméetimes cold, 
fometimes hot, “and to have the Colour of his Coun- 
tenance frequently chang’d. When in Fevers, an 
Abfcefs is form’d in any Part of the Body, it isa bad 
Sign, when it is not maturated and healed, when 
the Patient lies on his Back with his Legs and Arms 
fpread ; when he fleeps none during the Night, 
but in the Day; but it is ftill worfe, when he 
neither fleeps during the Night nor the Day, or 
when he fleeps continually : Thefe are the Signs 
of dangerous Fevers. But the Length of thefe 
Diforders. are to bé prognofticated; if the Pre-. 
cordia are tumid, and efpecially if they are hard, 
painful, inflam’d, and tenfe; for thefe Symptoms — Signs of 
denote not only the Length, but alfothe Danger Jong Fever. 
of the Diforder. Fevers are alfo long protracted, 
when Achs or Pains affli&t the Joints; when Pain. 
feizes the Glands and Groin; whénin a Fever 
which is not of the acute Kind, a cold Sweat 
arifes about the Head and Neck; when Sweats cf 
whatever Kind, neither alleviate nor terminate the 
Fever; when an Abfcefs appearing cannot. be 
heal’d ; when the Urine is difcharged fometimes 
in one State, and fometimes in another; when 
the Body is fometimes hot, fometimes cold, fome- 
times of one Colour, and fometimes of another ;, 
when the Body is not emaciated, in Proportion 
to the Duration of the Difeafe; when, for a long 
‘Time, the laft Accefons begin at the fame Hours \ | 
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with the firft, and are both equally violent and! 
/durable. By thefe Signs we may know long Fe-. 
“vers, which if they continue without deftroying: 
the Patient’s Life, lay a Foundation for expecting: 
an Abfcefs in fome of the Joints, efpecially the in-- 
Prafeges ferior ones, accompanied with Tumor and Pain.. 
from Abjcef- But this Symptom generally happens to young: 
Jes. Perfons, and in fuch Fevers as are not of the in-. 
termittent Kind, and have exceeded the twentieth . 
Day. But in older Perfons, and thofe affliéted. 
with intermittent and irregular Fevers, Abfceffes 
do not happen, but generally Quartans; which is 
alfo the Cafe when the Avtumn is near; for as 
Abfceffes ace generally form’d in thofe who are 
under thirty Years of Age, fo Quartans moft fre- 
quently happen to thofe who exceed that Period 
of Life. It is alfo to be obferved, that Abfceffes 
moft generally happen in the Winter, at which 
Time, they indeed laft longer, but are lefs fubjeé&t 
toreturn. | . 

Having thus laid down the Marks, by which 
the Danger and Duration of Fevers are eftimated, 
we now proceed, to confider thofe Signs, by which 
Health and Recovery are juftly to be prognofti- 
eated. Recovery therefore, may upon good 

| Grounds be expected, if a Jaundice appears on the 
| feventh, ninth, eleventh, or fourteenth Day of 
| the Fever, the Precordia in the mean Time re- 
| maining foft ; if the Patient bears the Difeafe well, 
and is molefted with no uneafy Symptom ; if he 
retains the Ufe of his Reafon; if he neither fleeps 
nor wakes too much, but does the Former in the 
Night, and the Latter in the Day ; if after Slee 
jhe is more vigorous than before ; if he breaths ~ 
‘ without Dithculty, which is of all other Signs 
the beft, in Fevers terminated within forty Days ; 
: if he has his Appetite, whether preferved from the 
_ Beginning, or reftored after a Loathing of Food; 
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if his Pracordia entirely from Pain, are equally 
foft on the Right and Left Sides; if when he 
vomits, the Matter thrown up is a Mixture of 
Bile and Phlegm; if in the Urine what fub- 
fides to the Bottom, is fufpended in the Middle, 
or floats on the Surface, is white, fmooth, and 
equal, and tis itill better if the Nubecule or Clouds 
fhould be ‘found at the Bottom of the Chamber- 
Pot; if the Stools are foft, of a due Figure, redifh, 
not preternaturally fetid, having their Bulk propor- 
tioned to the Quantity of Aliments taken, and dif- 


State, or Height of the Diforder is generally prefent, 
wher the Acceflion is moft violent, and happens 
neither fooner nor later than the former, all the 
Circumftances of the two Returns being nearly 
equal. ButwhenI mention the Delay, or Antici- | 
pation of the Acceflion, I would have thefe Words! 
underftood in fuch an extenfive Senfe,.as to be} 

confiftent’ 
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confiftent with the Proportions obferved, in the Pe- 
riods of different Fevers of the intermittent Kind; 
For the Motions which are not terminated in this 
Manner, generally follow the Nature of the Fever 
but do not determine its Times. This fre- 
quently happens in a Tertian F ever, as alfo in 
thofe of the Quotidian and Quartan Kinds, whofe 
fucceeding Acceffions always anticipate the Former 
till they are totally terminated. But if the Accef- 
fion i is delay’d, and becomes milder, and fhorter 
thanthe proceeding one, it is fufhi ciently obvious, 
that the Decline of the Fever is begun. ~The 
Times of a Fever, are alfo eftimated from the 
Matter, which generates it, as alfo from the preter- 
natural Accidents indue’d by the Fever, and com- 
monly called Symptoms ; for the Crudity of the 
Matter, conftitutes the Beginning of the Fever; a 
begun Concoétion its increafe; a finifh’d Conco- 
&ion its State or Height; and an Evacuation or 
'Tranflation of the concocted Matter, its Decline. 
All the Symptoms are mild in the Beginning and 
Decline of Fevers, but more violent in their In- 
creafe and Height. To the Obfervations alread; x 
made, we may fubjoin, that the Fever which is 
on a Day, not of the critical Kind, fuddenly 
terminated without good Signs, generally 1 returns, 
efpecially if any Error in Regimen ts committed. 
It is allo to be oblerv’d; that the mildett Fevers, and 
thofe accompanied ait the fafeit Signs, are gene- 
rally terminated on, or before the fourth Day, 
whereas the moft violent, and thofe accompanied 
with the moft formidable ‘Symptoms prove mortal. 
at the fame ‘Time, or before. . 
Peftilential We now proceed to confider a Peftilential Fe- 
Fever, —f wer, When this Diforder, therefore, is not prefent, 
| but its Approach fafpetted, the following Circum- 
/ ftances occur; the Spring and Summer are hot and 
f  moift, with foutherly Gales, but without fufficient 
; Winds 
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Winds to purify the Air. ‘che Weather, evenin , 


the fame Day, is fometimes. hot, fometimes cold, 
fometimes cloudy and fometimes ferene, tho’ of- 


tener cloudy and inclining to Rain. There is 


lowing Symptoms appear; Buboes arife without 
any manifeft Caufe, either behiad the Ears, in: the 
Armpits, or more frequently in the Groin ; or Car- 
buncles, or purple colour’d Efforefcences, are fud- 
denly formed in various Parts of the Body. Amidtt 


thefe Symptoms the Patient is feized with a conti-: 


nual and acute Fever, under which the Surface 
of the Body hardly retains any, Degree of Heat,

and is fometimes affected with a Senfe of Cold,. 


whilft the internal Parts are parched: with intenfe 
Heat. The Patient is fad and difconfolate on ac- 
count of his Condition, becomes lazy and is over- 


powered by an infurmountable Neceflity of Sleep- _ 


ing. His Countenance is fierce, unftayed, or con- 
fufed, like that of drunken Perfons; his Breath is 
fetid, and Refpiration performed with Difficulty ; 
he loofes his Appetite, perceives a bitter Tafte 
in his Mouth, and is affited with an infatiable 
-Thirlt; he is feized with a frequent Naufea and 
Vomiting, by which Means, the good Effects of 
the moft laudable Aliments are fruftrated ; his 
Pulfe is fmall, languid, quick, frequent and un- 


| equal; his Stools are fetid and il fimell’d; his 


| Urine is fometimes crude, thick, fetid, and turbid 
like that of Mares, and at other Times like that 
of a Perfon in Health ; for when a peftilential Fe- 
_ver is fimple, and not complicated with one of the 
putrid Kind, it is generally difcovered by obfcure 
| Signs, fo that there is neither a violent Heat nor 
| Thirft, nor Lofs of Appetite, the Urine being at 
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the fame Time duly concoéted, and in a feem-- 
ingly laudable State; for Perfons Jabouring underr 
this Diforder, tho’ apparently not very fick, ares 
weakened by frequent Deliquiums and Vomit-- 
ings, “till at laft being feized with a fudden Syn-- 
cope, they are enexpe(tedly cutoff. As all pefti-- 
lential Fevers, are in their own Natures highly: 
dangerous, fo they procure a fpeedy and infallible: 
Death, if the Heart is oppreffed, and neither Bu-. 
boes nor Carbuncles appear on the Surface of the: 
Body ; or if when thefe appear, the Patient is nei- 
ther reliev’d, nor the Difeafe mitigated by them. | 
It is ano lefs mortal Sign, when. Buboes or Carbun- 
cles return inwards, or difappear f{uddenly ;_ or 
when avery frequent Vomiting or Syncope, hap- 
pen, whilft the Breath is fetid and the Extremities 
cold. Jt is alfo to be obferved, that in this Diforder 
the Prefages of Recovery are very precarious, fo 
that the Phyfician who 1s full of Hope on Account 
of the good Signs of the Diforder, is often unde-_ 
ceived, by the unexpected Death of his Patient. 

Since almof all acute and violent Difeafes 
are accompanied with a putrid Fever, in Conie- 
quence of which a Crifis happens, (tho’ long Dit- 
eafes, fuch as are free of a Fever, and fuch as 
are fall, are gradually terminated without a Crifis) 
fo I think it expedient to add to the Obfervations 
on Fevers, fome others relating to their Crifes. — 

As the Variations of the Weather, fo alfo the 
Crifes or Terminations of Difeafes are predifted . 
by fome particular Signs. Thefe Signs are a De- 


lirium, Drowfinels, Vertigo, Forgetfulnefs, a Com- 


mifion of unufual Errors, a confiderable Pain of 
the Head, Neck, Stomach, Precordia, and other 
Parts, a Ringing of the Ears, falfe Splendors ap- 
pearing before the Eyes, an involuntary Effufion 
of Tears, frequent Naufeas, Heat , preternatur al 
Thirft, an inequality and fudden Lofs of Regularity 
in cp Pulfe, a Suppreffion of Urine, and and an 

unfual 
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urufual Rumbling of the Inteftines. Amidft thefe> 


diftracting Symptoms, the Patient is univerfally tor- 


‘mented, tofles himfelf indifcriminately on all the ° 


Parts of his Body, bawls out, jumps from his 
Bed, and tranfaéts every Thing like a diftraéted 
Perfon. At this Junfture, the Acceffion of the 
Fever is moft violent, and generally happens an 
Hour before the former: With the Acceffion al- 
fo happens a fevere and unufual Rigor, after 
which, if the Crifis is to prove. good, a pro- 
fufe “Sweat” breaks out, or Elood is copiouily dif- 
charged from the Nottrils, or a large Quantity of 
Humours is vomited up, or the Body becomes very 
foluble, after which the Fever begins to be gra- 


dually mitigated. But of thefe Signs, there are fome 


previous Notices the Night before, when the Fever 
is critically terminated on the enfuing Day ; and 
the fame holds true with refpe& to the Day if the 


Night is to produce any Crifis in the Difeafe ; for \ 


Hippocrates informs us, that the Night preceding 
the Day on which the Acceffion and Crifis are 
to happen, muft neceflarily prove reitlefs and un- 
eafy to the Patient. It is alfo to be obferved that

Signs ; ; and that of thofe Signs, fome are only fim- 


ple Signs of the approaching Crifes, whereas others 
are thought to be both Signs and Caufes of them. 

Under the latter are comprehended Vomitings, 

Purgings, Sweats, Difcharges of Urine, and He- 
morrhages ; under the former, are included Deliri- 
ums, Watchings, Drowfinefs, a Difcharge of

coctions. Thefe Signs i in the Beginning of a Dif:

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eafe, ‘are abfolutely fatal. In the Increafe alfo of « 
malignant Diforders they threaten Death, but in 
the Increafe of a flight Difeafe, they indicate that 
the Crifis will be imperfe€t; for the Nature of 
the Body, when a Perion is abfolutely to recover 
from a Diforder, for a little defers all Efforts to” 
a Crifis, *till the Matter is perfectly concoéted. 
But. when a Perfon, exhaufted by a Diforder, is” 
to die, Nature always attempts a Crifis long be: 
fore fuch a Concoction, and exhibits pretty evi- 
dent Signs of it. Hence ‘tis obvious, that the 
Signs of Concoétion are always good, and the 
Fore-runners of certain Recovery, but that falla- 
cious and different Signs of a Crifis are both in- 
dicated and produced by thefe, accordingly as the 
Matter of the Difeafe is crude or concoéted. _ It 
is alfo of Importance to. obferve, by what Kind 
of Evacuation, or in what Manner the Crifis of - 
the Fever is to happen, that the prognoftick of 
the Phyfician may alfo in this Refpeét, be eftablifh’d 


~on juit Foundations. If therefore the Fever is 


acute, and the Crifis by Means of the quick Con- 
coétion happens in the firlt Period, we are rather 
to expect fome Excretion, than an Abfcefs,  Firft . 
then, when any Evacuation is to be made, an He- 
morrhage from the Nofe generally happens, if the 
Preecordia on the right orleft Side are tenfe with- 
out any Pain, ifthe Refpiration is difficult; if the - 
Head affected with a Pain of the pulfatory and di- 
ftending Kind, becomes intenfely hot ; if the whole 
Countenance, efpecially the Eyes, Noftrils and 
Cheeks, become red; if the Sight becomes dim and 
is deceiv’d by imaginary Splendors ; if the Neck is 
pain’d and the Ears are feized with a Deafnefs and 
ringing Noife ; if the Eyes {uddenly difcharge ‘Tears 
and ‘become red; if there is a-violent Agitation in 
the temporal Veins ; if the Noftrils itch and aré as 
it were extenuated ; and efpecially if at this Time 
there is a violent Pain about the Face and T’em- 
ples ; and if the Pulfe, befides its being high and 

vene- 
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vehement, as in all Evacuations, is alfo undulatory. 
_ This Species of Evacuation is frequent in ardent 
Fevers, im acute and continual Head-Achs even 
tho’ without a Fever, efpecially if they afflict the 
Forehead and Temples, and in all hot and acute 
‘Inflammations in Parts below the Precordia, but 
efpecially in the Liver and Spleen. ‘This Event 
~will be the more infallible if it is Summer, and the 
Patient not above the thirty-fifth Year of his Age. 
- But as I have obferved, that an Hemorrhage from 


the-Nofe is moft conmon in acute Fevers, and that 


‘Species of Madnefs called a Phrenitis, fo it leatt fre- 
quently happens in a Lethargy, and in that In- 
‘flammation which is called a Perzpneumony. A 
Pleurify, feems as it were to be placed in an in- 
termediate Degree between thefe Diforders, being 
‘lefs accompanied with Hemorrhages than the for- 
mer, and more than the latter. . 

A Vomiting is to be expected, if together with 
-an Heavinefs of the Head, a Vertigo and Dimnefs 
of the Sight, the Stomach is affected with a pun-

a Crifis is about to happen by the hemorrhoidal or

A Fever may alfo be terminated by the Forma- 
tion of an Abfcefs. When this therefore is to be 
generated, the following Circumftances generally 
happen. The Difeafe being long protratted, is 
not gradually terminated, but retains the fame Te- 
nour, both with refpeét to the Degree of the Fe- 
ver and Pain, but fo as that other good Signs are 
prefent, and there is no Reafon to defpair of the 
Patient’s Recovery. ‘To thefe Signs may be added, 
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Abfceffes 


that there is no manifeft Evacuation ; that the Con- ~~ 


coction is retarded; "that a fiddén Pain, Laffitude, 
Weaknefs, and Sweat, appear in fome of the mere 
ignoble Parts of the Body ; that the Difeafe itfelf 
isnot mortal, procééds flowly, and has exceeded 
the twentieth Day ; and that the Pulfe is good and 
the Strength entire. But a future Abfcefs will be 
ftill more certain and infallible, if the Urine conti - 
nues long crude and thin. But an Abfcefe is not 
to be dreaded, when the Urine is copious, thick, 
white, and has a large Quantity of Sediment’; for 
in this Cafe the Diforder is “gradually*tertiinated. 
by Concoétion, and at laft totally removed, with- 
out an Abfcefs, or any other perceptible Evacu- 
ation. | 

_ Future Abfceffes near the Ears, commonly known 
by the Name Parotids, are prognofticated from 
thefe Signs; the Refpiration fuddenly becomes 
dificult, but does not continue long fo.

On this Occafion the Pa- 
tient is delirious, and furious in his Actions, jumps 
out-of Bed with Violence, and is fcorched with 
Heat, ’till at laft being overcome by thefe terrible 
Sympoms, he falls into a Syncope, and dies. Per- 
fons rarely die in the Decline of. febrile Acceffions, 
but when this happens, they fall into a Deliquium, 
the natural Heat being extinguifhed with the fe- 
brile; then a fcanty and vifcid Sweat arifing, the 
Patient either rifing up, or lying ftill, forthwith 
dies.

‘Crifes, on the odd Days, whether quaternary ort 
feptenary, but are critically terminated on the even 
Days. Every twenty Days I call a Vicenary, ass 
the fixticth, the eightieth, the hundreth, and fo) 
forth. It is alfo to be obferv’d, that all critical 
Days, have not the fame Power and Energy ; ° for’ 
thofe of the Septenary Kind, are of all others the 
moit efficacious, after thefe, the Quaternariés of’ 
cach Septenary, and lait of all, thofe which are in- 
termediate between thefe, and are by Phyficians 
call” intercurrent Days. Among the critical 
Days, the following are accounted good, the third, 
the fourth, the fifth, the feventh, the ninth, the 
eleventh, the fourteenth, the feventeenth, and the’ 
twentieth ; but the following Days Are reckoned 
bad, unfafe, and not critical, the fixth, the eighth, 
the tenth, the twelfth, the fixteenth, and the nine- 
teenth.

he good and bad Days. ‘ho’ all the odd Days

Targe. ‘The Skin is hard like Leather, and not 
foft and wrinkled, like that of Perfons extenuated 
by other Caufes. The Patient is alfo during this 
Diforder, generally troubled with Lice. As an 
Heétic Fever of this Kind is eafily known, fo it 
never can be cured ; for it is plainly confumptive, 
and proves infallibly mortal. But this Species of 
Fever is rarely fimple; fince it is generally com- 
plicated with fome other Fever. It often begins 
with an Acute Fever, the Heat preying upon, 
and confuming the Juices of the Body, and this 
As called a Col/quative Fever, which is foon pro- 
duc’d, and foon proves mortal, effeéting that in 
a fhort Time, to whicha fimple Hettic requires 
alonger.

The Tranfition is eafy from an Atrophy, and an, 
Fieétic Fever, to a Marafmus, which whenit hap. 
pens leaves no Hopes of Recovery. nS . 
As in an Atrophy the Body is not nourifhed at: 
all, fo in a Cachexy it is ul nourifhed. When this: 
happens the Body is fomewhat tumid, lax, foft, 
heavy, reftlefs, deprived of its lively Colour, and 
rendered unfeemly by a Kind of pale Green. ‘The 
Body is alfo fo weak, that the Legs fometimes 
ftagger in Walking. In the Beginning of the Dif- 
eale, the Conco€tion of the Aliments is vitiated, 
whilft the Appetite remains entire, tho’ this laft.is 
alfo in Procefs of Time injured.

A Cachexy is moft 
incident to Children and.old Perfons, whilft young 
People are not only lefs fubjedt to it, but alfo fooner 
curd. Perfons are alfo fubject to Cachexies after 
a Recovery from long Dileafes, efpectally if at 
that Juncture, there is a fchirrous ‘Tumor of ei!

Befides this Cachexy 
arifing from a Crudity of the Humours, there is 
alfo a melancholic Cachexy produc’d by a Cor

taken are corrupted in the Stomach, and Inteftines, 


in Confequence of which, the Breath, the Mouth,

The Colour of the whole Body, but 
efpecially of the Countenance, is fqualid and un- 
feemly. In fome, the Skin is exafperated by con- 
tinual Ulcers and Puftules. The whole Body is 
alfo infirm, and fometimes Tubercles appear on

Of this Species of Cachexy I take that Diforder 


a be, which Hippocrates exprefled by the Name 


of great or large Spleen; for fometimes in this 


‘Difeafe, the black Bile becomes fo peftilential by its 


Corruption, that when it is diffus’d from the Spleen. 


thro’ the Body, it abfolutely corrupts the whole Ha- 


bit. ‘The Diforderis known by the following Signs.

ith, fo that being gently prefied with the Fingers, 
they difcharge a black unfeemly Blood. They are 
alfo fo lax that they recede from the Teeth, which 
may be often pull’d out, without any great Difical- 
ty.

Jaundice. Amidit thefe Symptoms, an exceflivee 
Weaknefs arifes, efpecially im the Legs; fomee 
Patients, efpecially thofe of the younger Sort, haves 
frequent Hemorrhages from thé Nofe, and ‘unlets 
this happens, the Spots on the Legs frequently, 
become Ulcers. 'This Diforder is familiar to the: 
Hollanders, and the Inhabitants of other low and! 
marihy Countries, efpecially if they ufe large Quane. 
ties of fuch Aliments as are coarfe, and of hard Di. 
geltion. But # is very rarely to be met with in 
high fituated dry Countries. It imdifcriminately 
feizes Perfons of all Ages and ‘Sexes, at all Sea- 
fons of the Year. It is more violent in old Per- 
fons, tho’ ’tis generally thought that young Per- 
fons are more frequently {ubjeét to it ; but in fome 
Places it is moft frequent to Children , and princi- 
pally appears in the Spring and Aytumn. - 

Of all Difeafes none is more terrible and fright- 
ful than the Elphantiafis. “As foon as this Dif- 
order feizes the Patient, the Surface of his Body 


As rendered unfeemly, by numerous Spots and Tu- 


mors, efpecially on the Forehead and Chin. The 
Spots are fometimes blackifh, fometimes yellowish, 
and fometimes whitith. The Skin is of different 
Thicknefs in different Parts, hard, like that of a 
Goofe, and rendered rough by certain Scales, 
efpecially on the Face, Hands, and Legs. The 
Hairs on all the Parts of the Body become lefs 
numerous, the Refpiration is difficult, the Breath 
ill {cented, and the Voice obf{cure, and fomewhat 
hoarfe. ‘The Cheeks become large, and the Chin 
is dilated, and both aflume a red Colour, tho’ not 
of the florid, but of anunfeemly livid Kind. The 
Urine is thick and turbid, like that of Mares, 
Then the Patients begin to have the Difpofitions, 
the Sleeps and Watchings peculiar to melancholic 


Perfons. Some during Sleep imagine they are 
fuffoeated

From their Eye- 
prows, which are become hard and callous, as 
ilfo from their Eyelids, and Chin, the Hairs 
fall off. - Whilft others far fmaller and lefs nu- 


Rifo; their Ears generally become acute, and are 
txtenuated and corroded. ‘The Toes and Fingers 
jre full of dry* Fiffures, and often diftended by 
mormous Tumors. The Mufcles of the whole 
Body, efpecially thofe about the Thumbs, are 
jonfumed, The Countenance is horrid, and de- 
formed. But the Diforder is arrived at its great- 
it Virulence, when the Voice is hoarfe and hol- 
pw, and when there are malignant Ulcers in the 
Hands and Feet, which Parts fometimés fall 
pf.

is inveterate, it cannot be remov’d by Remedies ; 
for not only the Skin, but alfo the whole Body, the. 
Bones themfelves not excepted, are thought to be 
corrupted. ‘This Diforderis either hereditary, or 
fpontaneoufly generated, in Confequence of fome 
terrible Indifpojition either of ihe Solids or Fluids. 
Not a great Number of Years ago, appear’d @ 
terrible Species of Diforder, which becaufe it is eon- 
tracted by Copulation, is diftinguifh’d by the Epi- — 
thet Venereal. Inthis Difeafe, there firft ofall arife 
about the Pudenda, crufty Puftules, which difcharge 
a vifcid Sanies and affume the Nature of malignant 
Ulcers. There is alfo a venereal Difcharge of Se- 
ynen, and Buboes appear on the Groins. Unlefs 
thefe Symptoms aifeci the Vifcera, they do not de- 
note that the Diforder is prefent, but only; that it is 
approaching. When the Diforder frit begins, it is 
mot gentle, fince it only affecis the Head, Hairs, and _ 
Voice. But itis more viclent when there appear 
on the Surface of the Body, frequent Spots, which 
are fometimes red, fometimes yellow, and can- | 
not be remov’d till the Diforder is cur’d. This 
Diforder is fill more violent, and affords manifeft — 
Signs of its Prefence, when in the Forehead, ‘T'em- 
ples, and behind the Ears, efpecially about the. 
Roots of the Hairs, andon the Head, or whole 
Body, there appear malignant Ulcers and ‘Tumors 
of different Colours, which are f{pontaneoufly 
cur’d without Medicines, but afterwards break out 
all over the Body. The Puftules are fometimes 
red andfometimes yellow. Lut all of them are |

cers. In fome-Patients alfo, the Hands and Feet

fetid Puftules, which being afterwards transform’d 


into hollow Ulcers, lay a Foundation for difcharg-_ 


ing what is drank, from the Noftrils. But this 
Symptom is very rare in the Beginning of the 
_ Difeafe, tho’ frequent when it is inveterate, or has 
recur’d two or three Times. The Tongue and 
- Fauces, and the Parts about the Noftrils and Anus 
are alfo exulcerated.. At this Junéture the Head 
- begins to be exceflively heavy, andthe Neck and 
Shoulders are feiz’d with a Pain which is foon after

Night more uneafy than the Day, efpecially from . 


three till nine o’Clock in the Morning. ‘This Dif- 
order is alfo deeply feated in the Limbs, on which 
frequently arifes ‘Tumors, which are with Diffi- 
culty diffolv’d and brought toSuppuration. Some- 
times thefe Tumors are alfo converted into Tophs. 
efpecially on the Forehead, the Head, the Clavi- 
cles, the Radius of the Cubit, the Shin-bones and 
others, which are by this Means corrupted with 
‘malignant Ulcers. At.this Junéture the Diforder 
_as thought to be moft violent; for the folid Parts 
are weakened, and by the malignant Nature of 
the Venereal Humour, the Bones, Ligaments, 
Membranes and-Nerves are afflicted with the m 

intenfe Pain, efpecially during the Night. By 
thefe terrible Symptoms, in conjunction with Watch- 
ings and a {ubfequent Fever, a happy Period is at 
_ laft put to the Patient’s Life. But ’tis to be oblerv’d 
that all thefe Signs donot concur in one Patient, 
but fome of them in fome, and others of them in o- 
thers; for fometimes there are only Puftules, and at 
_ other Times, Pains or Tubercles, or Exulcertaions, 
3 : Under 
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Under Puftules alone theCure is confiderably expe- 
ditious, but under the other Symptoms a Cure is ei- - 
ther highly difficult, or abfolutely impoffible, efpe- 
cially if the Diforder is oflong ftanding. It is alfo 
certain from Experience, that this Diforder is conta- 
gious, and may like the Elephantiafis, be convey’d 
from Parents to Children, and that Women are 
more obnoxious to the Infection than Men. The 
Diforder when recent is difficultly cur’d, and when | 
it is inveterate, a Cure is hardly ever obtain’d. — 
Medicines are to no Purpofe, if under this Diforder 
an Extenuation of the Body and an Afthma happen. 
After the Difeafe is cur’d, fome become excefiively 
corpulent, others are afflicted with a Hoarfnefs of 
the Voice, and others are deform’d with unfeemly 
Cicatrixes, the Marks of deep and fordid UI- - 
cers, ees 
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BOOK IL 
In which the Diforders of all tbe particu- 
lar Parts of the Body are confider'd, 


HERE is hardly any part of the hu- Head-Ach, 
man Body, fo fubject to Pains as the 
Head, to which any Thing eafily af- 
: cends from the inferiour Parts. Be. 
fides, the Head being as it were naturally weak, 
not only eafily admits, but alfo readily generates in 
itfelf, the Caufes of Pain. When therefore the 
Head is for many Years, frequently and for flight 
Caufes affected with Pain, we may conclude that 
the Diforder is either a Cephalea or an Hemicrania. 
Under a Cephalea, the Head is weakened by its 
own proper Diforder, and the whole, or at leaft 
the greateft Part of it, is pain’d. But under an He-_ 
3 nucrania 
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micrania, which generally begins with a Pulfation 
of the Temples, only one Side of the Head is. 


_pain’d, in Confequence of its Confent with the 


Preecordia and inferior Parts. Both thefe, as alfo 


any other Species of Pain in the Head, come under 


the general Appellation of Cephalalgia. . In all 
Pains of the Head, the Danger confifts in their tor- 
menting the Patient continually and depriving him 
of Sleep. If toa Pain of the Head, Deafnefs, 
and eruginous Vomitings are added, a quick ap- 
proaching Madnefs is denoted. When a vio- 
lent Head-Ach is accompanied with Convulfions, 
an Inflammation about the Eyes, or any other Part 
of the Body, oran Inflammation or Subverfion of © 


‘the Eyes, great Danger is indicated. It is alfo 


certain from the Obfervation and. Experience 
of the Antients, thata violent Head-Ach, which 
inftead of yielding to Remedies, is more and more | 
exafperated, and lafts continually, threatens a Dan- 
ger of Madnefs, by Means of a Fever; but fuch 
an Head-Ach, without a Fever, prognofticates not 
only Madnefs, but alfo more particularly Blindnefs. _ 
In an acute Head Ach, if there is a Ringing of the 
Ears without a Fever, a Vertigo, a Slownefs and 
Obftraction of the Speech, and 'Torpor of the Hands, - 
we may expect an Apoplexy, Epilepfy or Lethargy. 
Han Head-Ach ariling froma cold Matter, is of 
long ftanding, it is not to be cur’d without the great- 
eft Difficulty, efpecially in old Perfens. When 
any Part of the Head, or the whole of it is pain’d 
if there is a Difcharge of Pus, Water, or Blood 
from the Noftrils, Mouth or Ears, we may know 
that the Diforder is terminating. , 

I now come to confidet thofe Diforders of the 
Head, which are accompanied with a Privation of 
Reafon, beginning with a Delirium. This Dit 
order is generally more terrible than dangerous, 
fince when the Acceffions-of acute Fevers, are at 

3 their 
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their Height, it generally happens, that the Pa- 
tients are delirious, and {peak impertinent Things, 
but when the Strength of the Acceffions ‘is abated, 
their Reafon forthwith returns. But it is,to be 
obferv’d, that a Delirium is nota flight Diforder, 
and does not happen except in violent Fevers. 
When a Delirium ceafes the Patient is generally 
feiz’d witha profound Sleep. The Signs of an 
approaching Delirium are pretty certain. “Thins the 
Patient {peaks fafter than when in Health, and is 
feiz’d with a fudden Loquacity in which he utters 
more imprudent Things than ufually. A  gnafh- 
ing of the Teeth happens, whilit the Patient’s 
Strength is intire, his Gefticulations and Motions 
‘are inordinate, his Eyes are frequently mov’d; and 
if the Head is violently pain’d, are as it were co- 
ver’'d with Darknefs ; or the Head being free 
from Pain, Sleep does not approach, and there is 
continual Watching Night and Day. ‘The Refpi- 
ration is rare, tho” not vehement, the Pulfe is quick, 
and the Patient lies on his Belly, tho’ he may allo 
chufe that Pofture, on Account of fome Pain in 
the Abdomen. 


But noSpecies of Madnefs is either more terrible or Phrenitis. 


dangerous, than that which arifes from an Inflam- 
mation of the Brain or its Membranes, and which 
is called Phrenitis. ‘This Diforder is known from 
the following Signs. There isan acute and conti- 
nual Fever, and aconftant Diforder of the Mind, 
fometimes one and fometimes another of its Func- 
tions being deprav'd. ‘The Patient is highly auda- 
cious, and alternately afflicted with watching and 
turbulent uneafy Sleeps, fo that his Reft being in- 
terrupted he forthwith jumps violently from his Bed, 
bauls out, fometimes weeps, fometimes fings, fpeaks 
Things without any Senfeor Coherence, and returns 
improper Aniwersto every Queftion puttohim. All 
thefe Signs denote the greater Danger, the calmer 


ue 
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the Patient has heen at the Beginning of the Dif 
eafe, which is generally the Cafe. Under a Phre- 
nitis, the Eyes -are preternaturally moveable, 
bloody, red, and fqualid. ‘The Patient alfo rubs 
them frequently, and they are fometimes dry and 
at other Times overflowing with Tears. The 
‘Tongue is rough and black ; the Teeth fhatter, 
Blood is often difcharged from the Nofe, and the 
pofterior Parts of the Head are often afflicted with 


‘Pain. The Patient has an infatiable Thirft, talks 


a great many trifling Things with a loud Voice, 


Melancholy. 


but rarely breaths. His Hands fhake, and with 
his Fingers he picks the Flocks off the Bedcloths, 
and fearches for Straws among them. His Urine 
is thin and flame coloured, and fometimes, which 
is reckoned the worft Sign, thin and whitifh. ‘This - 
Species of Madnefs is highly violent, and foon 
proves mortal, unlefs feafonably removed. It is 
denoted to be mortal, when the Madnefs and 
Watching are continual, when the Difcharges of 
the Feeces and Urine are totally obftruéted, when 
the Urine which was before of an high Colour, 


‘becomes. pale and thin. As alfo when the Patient _ 


is feized with Convulfions, a difficult Extenfion 
and Contraction of his Legs, and a Syncope. | 
We now proceed to confider a third Species of 
Madnefs, in which the Patient continues long with- 
out a Fever, and which we call Melancholy. Sad- 
ne{s, ‘Terror, and Watching, long affiét the Pa- 
tient, he abhors Company, and is perpetually la. 
menting and weeping, tho’ fome continually laugh. 
But all Perfons of this Kind have their Minds — 
full of foollifh and vain ‘Thoughts, fo that they 
fometimes ftand ftill, with their Eyes intently fixed 
on the Ground, and foon after when freed from 
their wild Fancies, quickly walk forwards with a 
Sigh. Thofe who labour under a fevere Degree of 
thjs Diforder, imagine themfelves to be — 3 
8) 
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ef particular Kinds, or fancy they are made of a 
-teftacious Subftance, or even think that they are 
dead. ‘Thus fome endeavour to imitate the Crow- 
ing of a Cock, others fhun thofe they meet, left 
the Shell of which they are made, fhould be 
broken, whilft others imagining themfelves dead, 
obftinately refufe all Kinds of Aliments. 7 
_ Tho’ Perfons labouring under this Diforder, are 
greatly afraid of Death, yet in Defpair they often 
put an End to their own Lives. All of them have 
the Head, Eyes, and whole Face hot. As Sleep 
is abfolutely neceflary to their Recovery, fo it is 
not to be procured without the greateft Dificulty. 
Of the fame Kind is that flatulent Melancholy, 
commonly called the Aypacondriacal Diforder. 'Tlris 
arifes from a Diftemper of the Liver, and more 
efpecially of the Spleen, with a ‘Tumor of which, 
as alfo of the Mefentery, it is fometimes accom- 
panied. In this Cafe the Diforder is very violent, 
fince even a {mall Portion of black and corrupted 
Bile produces terrible Effets by its Exhalations. 

_- This Diforder is known almoit by the fame yy, toy 
“Marks with the former, except that in the Fia- deuce. 
tulent Melancboly, the Precordia are drawn up- ? 

wards, and fometimes, befides their preternatural 
Senfe of Weight are intenfely hot. At this Juncture, | 
-the Arteries beat in a very violent and troublefome 
Manner, and the Patient 1s afli&ed with a Vertigo, 
a Ringing of the Ears, Crudities, and Erudtations, 
a copious Difcharge of thin Saliva, in confequence 
of which there i: no Thirit; and a Vomiting of 
Phlegm, fometimes mixed with Bile, and at others, 
fo intenfely acid as to induce a Stupor of the 
Teeth. Whilf& the Stomach is concocting the 
Aliments, a Pain arifes between the Scapule, but 
ceafes as foon asthe Concoétion is finifhed. The 
Patient is allo coftive and afflicted with Rum- 
blings and Flatulences in his Inteftines. There 
is alfo now and then a Palpitation of the Heart, 
: 2 | and 
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and a Kind of feeming Suffocation. This Difor- 


der is principally increas’d by Crudity, but greatly 


alleviated by Concoétion. It is alfo much milder 
than the former Species ; but fome Patients whofe 
Brain this Diforder has ftrongly affected, are driven 
into. a raving Madnefs, and feized witha Fever, 
not unlike that of the he&ic Kind, which foon 
brings on a putrid State of the Fluids. Melan. 
choly of every Kind is moft familiar to Men, and 
old Perfons, but produces moft terrible Effects in 
Women. This Difeafe is generally accompanied 
with a Tumor of the Spleen. Some are of. Opinion 
that this Diforder is terminated by Dropfies, Va- 
rices, and hemorrhoidal Difcharges. It has been

obferved by praétical Writers, that Melancholy | 


is fometimes changed into an Epilepfy, and an 
Epilepfy into Melancholy. This -Diforder when 
recent is generally eafily cured, but when inveterate, 
hardly ever yields to Remedies. » 


We now proceed toconfider that Diforder, which - 


we call Raving Madnefs, Patients, afflicted with 
this Difeafe, befides the Deliriums peculiar to Me- 
lancholy, are alfo tranfported with immoderate 
Rage, cry aloud, threaten, look fern, and become 
formidable, by the violent Motions and Efforts of 


their Bodies. If the Diforder arifes principally 


from Blood, the Patient is feized with a continual 


_and exceflive. Laughter, becasfe he imagines he 
fees diverting Objects. But if it rather arifes from 


Bile, the Patient’s Conduct ‘is full of Temerity and 


Cruelty. So that Aippocrates jultly obferved, that. 


the Madnefs accompanied: with Laughter, was 
{afer than that of the ftudjous Kind. This Dif- 
order is generally without a Fever, which. how- 


ever fometimes happens, when the black Bile be- 


comes putrid. Varices and copious menftrual and 
hemorrhoidal Difcharges lay.a Foundation for ex- 
pecting Recovery. but Ulcers appearing a 

: _ Face 
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Face and Legs, as alfo Lofs of Appetite, are jaftly 


“accounted bad Signs. 
In fome Meafure analogus to this raving 
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Dredd of 


Madnefs, is that produc’d by the Bite of a mad Water. 


Dog, called a Dread of Water. ‘This is an highly 
formidable Diforder, fince it affli€ts the Patient, at 
ence, with Madneis, Thirft, and the Dread of 
Water. Immediately after the Bite ts inflicted, all 


the Symptoms are moderate in proportion to the » 


tate of the Wound ; but fometime after the Pain 
is increafed, and the Mind begins to be diftratted 
with wild and foreign 'T houghts, The Patient 
‘becomes morofe, frerce and wrathful, mutters a 
great many Things with himfelf, and frequently 
makes Aniwers, as if Queftions had been put to 
him. After this, he begms to be afraid or ter- 
rifed at the Sight of Water, and imagining that 
the Dog is conceal’d in it, cries out for Fear, and 
is feized with an Herror. He ts fo delirious, that 
he does not fo much as know his intimate Ac- 
quaintances. Then he is feized. with a raving Mad- 
nefs, and a Defire of biting thofe who come near 
him. At this Junfture, fome bark like a Dog, 
others emit their Semen, without any Defire of 
“Coition, and others when they happen to drink any 
thing die as it were of a Suffocation. All thofe who 
labour - under this Diforder, have’ their Sleep tur- 
bulent, and full of Horrorand DittraGtion. ‘They 


are me feized with Convulfions, an Hiceup, an. 


infatiable Thirft, and (which are generally the 
lait Symptoms) a cold Sweat, and a Syncope, tho’ 
it frequently happens, that Patients die of the ex- 
ceflive Thirit, before thefe Symptoms appear. 
When this Diforder is confirmed by Time, it is 
fo far from admitting of a Cure, that no Perion 
was ever known to recover from it. It may 
be faid to be confirmed, when the Delirium and 
Dread of Water begin. Thefe Symptoms are 
Bo 2 ohierved. 
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obferved to appear in fome after the fortieth Day, 


and in others, after the fixth or feventh Month. 
Some ‘Authors are of Opinion, that this Difor- 
der may lie latent, and concealed for feven Years. 
Be this as it will, "tis certain that many Perfons 
bit, not imagining that it was a mad Dog which did 
it, and confidently expecting the happy Cure of the 
Wound, have fatally brought upon themfelves this - 
terrible Diforder. We therefore recommend the 
following Practice as fafe and beneficial. When a 
Perfon is bit by a Dog, he is to lay a Piece of Bread. 
upon the bleeding Wound, and then give the 
Bread to be eaten by a found Dos, i in which if it does 
not produce Madnefs, the Dog ‘which bit the Per- 
fon was not mad. A mad Dog is known by the 
following Signs, he has a violent Hunger and 
‘Thirft, but yet neither eats nor drinks ; his Eyes” 
are flame-colout’d and ftern, he hangs his Ears and - 
thrufis out his Tongue ; foams much at the Mouth, 
and barks at his own Shadow. Without barking 


he is often fad, runs up and down, and frequently 


breaths as if wearied by his Running ; his ail 
is bent inwards, and he indiferiminately and with- . 
out any Fear rathes upon all Animals which come 
in his Way, in order to bite them. Sound Dogs 
alfo, are not only afraid of, but alfo carefully 
avoid both his Barking, and the Sight of him. 

We thall now confider thofe Diforders of the 
Head, which arifing froma cold Caufe, alfo pro- 
duce fome Difturbance of the Mind. I thall therefore 
begin with a Lethargy, the Marks of which are 
thefe following. ‘The Patient is feized with a Lift- 
lefnefs, an almof infurmountable Neceflity of fleep- 
ing, and a flow Fever, without any intenfe Degree 
of Heat. To thefe Symptoms are added, a ‘cer 
tain Stupidity, and fo furprifing a Forgetfalnefs, 
that the Patients when they yawn, which they of- 


ten do, forget to fhut their Mouths, or when they ~ 


take:t the Chamber-pot in order to make Water, 
they 


Ks 
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they often hold it along Time, but forget to do 
- what they at firft intended : Befides, the Eyes are 
fhut, and when the Patient is called upon, the 
Eyelids open with Difficulty, and are forthwith 
clofed again. ‘This Drowfinefs is fometimes fo 
-obftinate, that the Patient feels no Pain when his 
‘Hairs are pulled out, but being overwhelm’d in a 
- kind of Stupor remains like a Log of Wood; ‘his 
whole Body, but efpecially his Head, is liftlefs 
and heavy ; fometjmes he is afflicted with the Hic- 
cup, and has a large and foft Pulfe, like thofe who 
- labour under an Inflammation of the Lungs, but 
flower, rarer, and lefs unequal, tho’ more inter- 
mitting than intercurrent, fometimes beating twice, 
_and always undulating during the drowly Fit. His 
- Refpiration is rare and weak. Some are coftive, 
and others have a due Solubility of Body.. The 
Urine fs turbid, like that of Mares. ‘The Pa- 
tient lies upon his Back, and when turned to his 
Side, falls again {pontaneoufly upon his Back. This 
_Diforder is certainly of the acute Kind, and, unlefs 
feafonably removed, foon proves mortal. The 
Prefages of the greateft Danger, are a Tremor, 
and, in the Height of the Diforder, a cold Sweat 
about the Head. ‘Thofe who recover from this 
Difeafe, have generally an Abfcefs formed in the 
Breaft. Lethargies are alto frequently terminated 
by Abfcefles behind the Ears. 

- A Carus, with refpect to its Marks, greatly re 
_ fembles a Lethargy. It does not excite a Fever, 


but fucceeds one of a pretty violent Nature, tho’ 


it may alfo follow Epileptic Fits in Confequence 
of the Compreflion of the Brain. The Lethargy, 
depends upon a certain Caufe peculiar to itfelf, 
and neither of the Diforders come on fuddenly. 
In a Lethargy alfo, the Patient, though with Diffi- 


culty, anfwers the Queftions put to him In a 


Carus the Refpiration remains in its natural State ; 
‘but none of thefe Things happen in an Apoplexy.

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A Canis is alfo generally fucceeded by good Health, 
and an Apoplexy by a Palfy. 

A Catalepfy is known i the following Marks :

j Diforder, then, is greatly to be dr pied; when the

when the Dreams are terrible; when the Tongue 
moves irregularly, fo that the Patient bites it in

-tulencies, the Urine preterraturally thin and crude, _ 
‘when any Pain or Convulfion feizes the Top of the: _ 
‘Shoulders, the Neck or Head; when a.Torpor ~ 


affe&s the Body, or when turbulent Dreams happen. 
When the Dileafe invades, the Patient being fud- _ 


-denly feiz’d with Convulfions, drops to the Ground, 


bawls out, fnores, foams at the Mouth, and is 
fometimes violently agitated, and trembles. Some

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Time after, he returns to himfelf, and rifes of his 
own. Accord. In fome the Foeces, Urine and Se- 
men are involuntarily difcharg’d during the Accef- 
fion.. If the Diforder begins at the Stomach, this 
is previoufly affected with a gnawing Pain, and 
efpecially with Hunger. A Palpitation and Fluc~- 
tuation is alfo perceived init. When the Accef- 
fion is juft approaching, a Naufea and Pain of the 
Stomach arife, or the Patient falls into a Deliquium, 
after which a Vomiting is excited, fometimes of 
Phlegm, and fometimes of Bile. At this Juncture, 
there is generally an humming Noife of the Ears ; 
but if it begins at any of the exterior Parts of the 
Body, it is found to pafs quickly, like a cold Kind 
of Air, from thefe Parts to the Head.. Thofe Epi- 
lepfies, are worft which conftantly return, have 
fhort Intervals between the Acceffions, and conti- 
nue long after their Invafion, efpecially if there is 
at the fame Time a violent Vertigo, a difficult and 
vehement Refpiration, a long Agitation of the Body, 
and a profound Ref&t. refembling a Catocha, under 
which the Patient feems, as it were, to have loit

Patient to be in a dangerous Condition, efpecially

pen’d during it. ‘This Diforder is generally long |

This Diforder is generally more familiar to Men 
than Women, and more common to Children, 
efpecially fach as are lately born, than fuch as are 
farther advanced; but it is leaft of all incident to 
Adults, and thofe far advanced in Years.

In this Diforder 

j ahite Alphi appearing onthe Head, and in Chil- 

dren feald Heads, lay a Foundation for expeting a 

Cure, efpecially if the Difeafe is not of long ftand..

Some have alfo obferved, that long protracted

ceeding Epilepfies, were of great Service to remove

‘oht- Mare - Lhe Incubus, commonly called the Night-Mare, 
senate is known by the following Signs: The Patient, . 
during Sleep, imagines himfelf to be opprefied and — 
fqueez’d by a prodigious Weight ; his whole Body 

is torpid, and cannot be moved without ame 

as 
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In confequence of his imaginary Suffocation, he 
either cannot {peak at all, or his Voice is irregular, 
{mall, and inarticulate. In this perplexing Situa- 
tion his Reft is interrupted, and he awakes fud- 
denly. This Diforder is familiar to thofe who in- 
dulge themfelves in Intemperance, -or who abound 
with Crudities.  [t is ftill worfe, when in the Night- 
time, it feizes Perfons awake; but it is worft of all, 
if when it attacks fleeping Perfons, they are, after 
they awake, feized with cold Sweats and a Tremor 
of the Heart. This Diforder hardly ever feizes 
Perfons, whilft they lie upen one of their Sides. If 
this Difeafe has frequently, and for along Time, 
afflicted a Patient, we may juftly conclude, that he 
will foon be feiz’d with fome violent Diforder of 


the Head, fuch as a Vertigo, an Apoplexy, an - 


Epilepfy, Madnefs, Convulfions, or even fudden 
Death, fince many Perfons, fubje& to this Difor- 
der, have been found dead in their Beds. 


- As for the Apoplexy, though "tis fometimes pre- Apoplexy, 


ceded by no Signs, yet, for the moft part, the fol 

lowing Symptoms appear before its Approach; A 
fudden and acute Pain of the Head, a Vertigo, 
Dimnefs of Sight, fhattering of the Teeth during 
Sleep, and a Coldnefs of the whole Body, but 


efpecially of the Extremities. ‘Then the Patient, 


as if thunder-ftruck, falls down bawling out, foon 
after fhuts his Eyes and fnores, and a violent 
Difficulty of Refpiration arifing, he is almoft fuffo- 
cated, and his Breaft labouring as if it was tied with 
Chords, is hinder’d from arifing. All Senfation 
and Motion are deftroy’d, and no Hopes of Reco- 
very remain, .except from Refpiration. ‘The De- 
gree and Magnitude of the Difeafe, are to be eiti- 
mated from the Difficulty or Eafinefs of the Re- 
fpiration. Hence we conclude, that the Diforder 
wiil prove fatal, when the Refpiration either inter- 
mits much, or is performed with the greateft Dif- 
ficulty; But.the. State of the Patient is much fafer 

| when 
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when the Refpiration being eafy, the Liquors he 


drinks, defcend freely to the Stomach, without being © 


difcharged from the Noftrils. ; 
The Cure of this Difttemper, when violent, is 
abfolutely impoffible, and even when flight, very 


'.. difficult ; and indeed this latter Degree of the Dif- 


order, frequently terminates in a Palfy of one or 
other of the Sides, and that generally within the 
firft four Days, after which, if the Difeafe conti- 
nues, it proves mortal. This Diforder,. however, 
frequently affects fome in fo gentle a Manner, as 
only to diftort their Mouths, and deprive them of 
Motion, without any foaming at the Mouth, Ster- 


tor or Palfy, in which Cafe they may be recover’d 


by the Ufe of proper Remedies. ‘This Difeafe is 
generally moft incident to Perfons between forty - 
and fixty Years ef Age, efpecially if they have the — 
Misfortune to be of a very cold Conftitution, to 
be frequently afiitted with violent Head- Aches, 
Drowfinefs and Dimnefs of Sight, or if they have 
fhort and narrow Necks, live entirely idle, and 
are additted to Drinking and Gluttony. But a 
young Perfon, or one who is moderately advanced. 
m Years, or in Reality any Perfen whatever, is 
not, during the Summer Seafon, fubjecét to this - 
Ditorder, unlefs very confiderable Caufes concur, — 
in which Cafe Death is generally the Refult. The. 


‘Winter, on the other hand, paves a more direct 


Road to this Diferder, efpecially when cold Winds - 
blow, or black Clouds hover about in the Air. 


_Hemorrhoidal Difcharges are of good Prefage in _ 
this Diforder, but Coldnefs and Infenfibility are 


bad Prognofticks. Sweats alfo, arifing froma Dif; ~ 
ficulty of Refpiration, are mortal. Perfons im this 
Diforder, often appear ‘dead when they are really 
alive, efpecially Women, and Men of cold Con- 
ftitutions. However, their real State may be eafily 
difcover’d, by applying a light Feather to their — 
Mouth and Neftrils, or by placing a fmall Vefiel — 
full = 
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full of Water on the Breaft, to which, if any Mo- 
tion is communicated, the Patient is ftill alive ; 
but if they remain entirely unmoved he is dead. 
Hippocrates’s Obfervation feems to be juft, when 
he affirms, that a fudden Pain of the Head, accom: 
panied with a Stertor, and Lofs of Voice, deftroys | 
the Patient within feven Days; but, that he may 
be preferved, if a Fever happens before that<—--~ 
Time. : 3 

We now come to confider a Palfy, which, wher - Pally. 
it fucceeds an Apoplexy,: is called Paraplogiag oon 
which fometimes affects the whole Bgdy below the . 
Head, and at other Times, only one of its Sides. 
But when a Palfy begins without any previous 
Difeafe, it fometimes feizes a confiderable Number 
of Parts, and at others, only one particular Part, 
as the Tongue, the Eye, the Jaw bone, the Lips, | 
the Arm or the Leg. This Diforder is preceded 
by a Stupor, from an Encreafe of which a Palfy 
arifes. ‘The former Species is moft dangerous, and 
frequently returns into an Apoplexy ; but the latter 
Kind, though, for the mof part, equal’y long 
protracted, is, neverthelefs, generally more mild ~ 
and gentle. In both, fometimes the Senfation is 
loft, whilft the Power of Motion remains ; at other 
Times, the Power of Motion remaining entire, 
Senfation is deftroy’d; and in violent Degrees of 
the Diforder, both Senfation and Motion are fre- 
quently loft. When a Palfy affects one. of the 
Sides, this Side is frequently found cold, whilf the 
other is intenfely hot ; the Eye alfo, on the affeed 
Side, is diminifhed, the Pulfe becomes languid, 
fmall, flow, rare-and foft, though ’tis alfo fome- 
times frequent and uncqual, bat fomewhat inter- 
mittent and irregular; the Urine is generally thin 
and diluted, though fometimes, in Confequence of 
a Weakneis of the Kidneys, it is of a. reddith 
Colour. A Palfy is generally long protracted, 
and, when it fucceeds other Diforders, often ter- 
; ; minates 
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minates them; as an Apoplexy, for Inftance, long: 
continued Fevers, and Pains of the Colon arifing; 
from Strangulations of the Uterus. ‘This Dsfor-- 
der is moft frequent in the Winter, and in old Per... 


- fons, isnot to be remov’d without the greateft Diffi--

culty, when it is of long ftanding. ‘The moft pro-- 
per Seafons for removing it by Medicines, are the: 
Beginnings of the Spring and Summer, but hardly’ 
any good Effects, can be expected in the Autumn) 
and Winter. The Part affected eafily becomes cold, , 
is heavy, .lax, fiiff, and at laft emaciated and. 
extenuated when the Diforder is inveterate. 
After it arrives at this State, it can hardly ever be 
reitored to its. former Condition, elpecially if it. 
is deprtved of Motion, and does not in Colour 
refemble the other Parts of the Body. Any Palfy 
is cur’d with Difficulty, but one of the violent 
Kind, admits of no Cure at all. Thofe Palfies 
which arife from a Rupture or tranverfe Incifion 
of Nerves, cannot be cured. Fevers and Tremors 
happening in this Diforder, contribute to the Re- 
liefcof the Patient: 6 .-<-. 2.4. ee 
As lam treating of Diforders of the Nerves, I 
muft not omit that Diftenfion of them, which is 
commonly call'd Spafms or Coxwulfions. Under 
this Diforder then, the Member affected is fo con 
tracted, that it cannot be reftored to its former Po-. 
fture, the Nerves and Mufcles being involuntarily. 
drawn totheir Origins, and that with the moit 
violent Pain, which gradually confumes the Patient’s 
Strength. As for the Pulfe, the Artery being tenfe

flacken’d> Tho’ this Diforder is rare, yet it is 
highly acute, and confequently foon proves mortal. 
When it fuddenly attacks a Perfon in Health, it | 
fucceeds the Canfes of Repletion, as when, for In~— 
flance, any neceflary Evacuation. is fupprefs’d,. Ex- 
ercife omitted or exceflive.

“when a violent Fever, fuperfluous Evacuations,

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exceflive Labour, and efpecially Watchings and 
Hunger have preceded, we may conclude, that 
the Convulfions proceed from Inanition, and are fo 
terrible as hardly to admit of any Cure. Hippo- 
crates therefore juftly obferv’d, that after acute 
Fevers, Purgings produc’d by Hellcbore, violent 
Wounds, and immoderate Hemorrhages, Convul- 
fions always prov’d mortal. But tis to be obferv’d, 
that this Diforder often fuddenly feizes feverith 
Patients without any previous Signs, and producing 
a biious Vomiting forthwith ceafes. There are alfo 


ight Convulfion of the Nervés;yandMautcles, arifing 


from Flatulences, and commonly known by the 


Name of Ssa/ms. Tho’ the Pain in this Diforder is | 


very intenfe, yet it feldom lafts above an Hour, 
and is mitigated by FriGtion alone. It frequently 
affects the Fingers, Toes, and Legs, which it ei- 
ther extends or contracts with the moft excruciating 
Pain. Convulfions are moft incident to thofe, who 
indulge themfelves in Luxury, and lead an idle 
Life. This Diforder is moft frequent in Children, 
efpecially {uch as are lately born, in whom alfo 
it is eafily cured, unlefs a malignant Fever comes

the Nerves. Inthis Diforder the Neck and Body

Head is bended forwards fo that the Chin touches 


the Breaft, it is called Emprofthotonos. But when 


the Head is drawn backwards, and laid upon the: 
Scapule, it is call'd Opi/ihotoncs. ‘To thefe Marks 
we mutft alfo add the following ; the Face is red 
and painful, the Jaw-Bones become unmoveable, 
the Mouth is hardly opened, the Eyes are di- 
ftorted-and difcharge Tears, the Back is ftiff, and 
the Legs and Arms are with Difficulty contraéted, | 
efpecially in a ‘Tetanos. In an Opiithotonos; the 
Patient bauls out and israck’d with violent Fains, 
and as thefe increafe, he jumps out of his Bed, , 
and talks the moft filly Things, but as the Pains 
are mitigated, his Reafon and Repofe gradually 
return. The Patient alfo clenches his Thumb in. his 
Fift, and hardly contracts his Legs or extends his 
Arms. Sometimes alfo, on the Approach of the 
Difeafe, he lofes the Ufe of his Speech, and in 
all Refpe&is becomes like a furious Perfon, in 
which Cafe Death is unavoidable, efpecially if the 
Patient is weak, fweats, and difcharges his Drink 
from his Noftrils. A Rigor of the Nerves proves. 
mortal in four Days, and. if it. exceeds that Pe- 


“riod, the Patient recovers. The Patients who 
die of this Diforder, difcharge their Drink, together 
' with Phiegm, from their Noftrils. 


We now come to treat of a Defluxion, coms 
monly known by the Name of a Catarrh ; this 
Diforder is flight, when, the Humour falls from - 
the Head, into the Noftrils ; worfe, when it falls 
anto the Favces and Afpera Arteria, and worft 
of all when it-falls upon the Lungs. If the Mat — 
ter is convey’d to the Noftrils, and 1s cold and — 

' inactive — 
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inaétive, a thin Phlegm is difcharg’d from them, 
the Head is flightly pain’d, but very heavy, the 


Eyes are dim after Sleep, the Patient {neezes often, 


the external Parts of the Noftrils are cold, whit 
their internal Parts are often fo obftructed as to 
affect the Voice. At this Junéture, the Urine is 
generally crude and turbid. If the Matter enters 
the Fauces and Afpera Arteria, it excites an Hoarfe- 
nefs and gentle Cough. If, on the other hand, it 
falls upon the Lungs,’ it excites a violent Cough, 
and Difficulty of Breathing 3 and, according to 
Hippocrates, it is expe€torated from the Lungs 
within the twentieth Day ; and unlefs this happens, 
it generally ends in an Afthma. If the Caufes of 
Heat are prefent, the Face is red, and aa acrid, 
faline and thin Humoar is difcharged, there is an 
-exceflive Loathing of Food, the Ears ring, and 
there isa great Pulfation in the -Arteries of the 
Head. At this Janéture generally.a great Fever 
arifes, by which, however, the Diforder is not in 
the leaf alleviated. On this Occafion, the Patient 
is alfo very fabje@ toa Pleurify, efpecially if that 
Diforder happens ta be epidemical at the Time. 
If the Humour falls ito the Fauces and Afpera 
Arteria, befides Hoarfenefs and a gentle Cough, 
it alfo exafperates thefe Parts. If it falls upon the 
‘Lungs, befides fneezing anda troublefome Cough, 
“at alfo excites a Heavinefs of the Head, Thirtt, 
Laffitude, burning Heats, and a Difcharge of bilious 
Urine. As the other Kinds of Catarrhs are gene- 
rally without Danger, fo this is greatly to be dreaded, 
and never fails to prove mortal, when it exulcerates 
the Lungs, in which Cafe it produces a violent 

- Con famption. 
"That this Confumption is either prefent, or juk 
at hand, is, among other Signs, indicated by an 
oleous Urine, and the Diforder is the more to be 
dreaded, if the Catarrh is of long flanding, and the 
Patient flender and tall; fometimes, alfo, the Hu-

This Diforder ¥5,,, 
with Diffculty, brought to Maturity in old Perfons,, 
and in thofe who havea continual Head-Ach. No»

as the Autumn, in which there are various-Chang ess 
of Weather, which, according to Hippocrates, above: 


all other Things excite Defluxions. In this Dif. 


order it contributes to the Recovery of the Patient,,

‘The Eyes are fubje& to various and violent: 
Diforders, among which none occur more fre.. 
quently in Prafiice than a Catara& and Lippitude, , 
with the former of which we thall begin. Ina. 
Catara&t, then, the Sight becomes gradually dull, , 


vand at firft Gnats or fmall Flies, and other fhining 


or caliginous Objeéts feem, as it were, to dance: 
irregularly before the Eyes. Sometimes flender : 
filaments, or Subftances, refembling Cobwebs, 
{ecm to be prefented to the Eyes. Some Patients, 


_ When looking at a lighted Candle, think the Flame 


furrounded with a kind of obfcure Circle. After 
this the Pupil of the Eye begins to be turbid and 
Yofe its Splendor. | are 
At laft, according to the Figure of the Suffufion » 
before the Pupil, -various Images of Objeéts are 
prefented ; and thefe Symptoms are gradually in-. 
creafed, °till the Patient becomes abfolutely blind, 
This Diforder does not generally appear * the 
ame. 
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fame Manner, nor in both Eyes at one andthe 
fame Time, fince -it fometimes only feizes one of 
them. But always when it arifes, it impofes upon 
the Eye by falfe Reprefentations of Cbje&s. In 
thefe Refpects it differs from that Suffufion which 
proceeds from the Stomach, fince this both inter- 
mits and remits, if the Concoétion of the Stomach 
is duly promoted, but is either augmented, or re- 
turns, when the Stomach is opprefied with Cru- 
dities. Befides, that proceeding from the Stomach, 
at the fame Time, and in the fame Manner, affects 
both Eyes, which, when infpected, appear to have 
no Obfcurity or Concretion of the Humours. A 


true Cataract, when of long ftanding, cannot be 


cured without the Operation; which, however, is 
dubious, unlefs perform’d when the concreted Sub- 
ftance is fufficiently firm to be fubje&ed to the 
Needle. If therefore any thing of the Nature of 
a Catara& is form’d, it is deprefied by rubbing, and, 
remaining in that State, is not contracted again. 
Bat if the Patient is not totally deprived of Sight, 
but full perceives fome faint Images of Objecs, 
-and if the Diforder is not of three, four or five 
Years fanding, we may know that it is too recent, 
and not.fit for the Needle. But when it is too old, 
it refifts the Cure, and when removed, forthwith 
recurs, fince, when the other Eye is fhut, it can 
neither be changed by Rubbing nor Comprefiion, 
and, at the fame Time, totally deftroys the Sight. 
That Species of Cataract feems capable of a Cure, 
which, when it is rubb’d, feparates, and returning 
again is join’d, and appears of an obfcure white 
Colour ; for the Cataract which is black, livid, or 
exceflively white, can neither be cured by Medi- 
cines, nor the Operation. Befides, a legitimate 
CataraCl, upon infpecting the Eye, never exhibits 
any thing like concreted Matter, but is totally fe- 
Tene. ‘This Species induces a perpetual Blindnef:, 
which never yields to any Remedies. :

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As for Lippitude, it is known by the following 
Signs: A violent Inflammation feizes the Eyes with” 
intenfe Pain, Tenfion, Tumor, Heat and Rednefs: 
Sometimes alfo, this Diforder is attended with fuch 
a Senfe of Puncture, as if a Needle or Thorn feem’d 
to prick or flimulate the Rye. The Eyes are alfo full 
of hot Tears, which are fucceeded fometimes by a 
{mall, and fometimes by a large Quantity of Phlegm. 
Some Sordes are alfo lodged in the larger Angles of 
the Eyes, and if the Diforder is violent, the Parts ad- 
jacent become tumid, the Arteries all around beat 
violently; and the Inflammation ts diffufed from the 


_ Angles of theEyes, thro’ all the adherent Membranes. 
In this Diforder the minute Veins of the Eyes be- 


come turgid, and thofe which, during Health, were 


imperceptible in the White of the Eye, are render’d 


confpicuous. It alfo generally happens, that the 
whole White of the Eye is of a reddith Colour. The 


‘Approach of this Difeafe is principally to be dread=. 


‘ed, when, in good Health, the Temples are often. 
pain’d, when the Patient fweats in the N ight, and 
when the Forehead itches. The Beginning of the 
Difeafe, is when a thin Phlegm is difcharged from 
the Eyes ; its Encreafe, when this Phlegm becomes 
thick and white, and its State or Height, when it 


is copious, thick, and, 2s it were, glews up the 


Eyelids during Sleep. But the Decline is, when 
both the Phlegm and the Signs peculiar to the 
Difeafe are diminith’d. It is in this Diforder a 
Jaudable Sign, when the Tears, the Phlegm, and 


“the Tumour appear all together, fo that the Tears, 


not being very hot, may be mix’d witha white 
‘and foft Phlegm, and the Tumour fmooth but not 
hard; for in this Cafe the Eyelids have their Ex- 
coriations conglutinated by Reft, nor are the Pains 
fo violent. ‘This Degree of the Difeate is fufficiently 
fafe ana fhort. But if the Tears are copious, and 
intenfely hot, the Phlegm feanty, the ‘Tumour 


fmall, and only one of the Eyes affe&ted, we may 


conclude 
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conclude, that the Diforder is neither very painful 
-for dangerous, but that it will be long protracted, 
fince it cannot be terminated before the twentieth 
Day, whilft in fome it continues ‘till the fortieth, 
and in others ‘till the fixtieth Day. During fuch a 
long Time an Exulceration is generally to be 
dreaded. But in all Lippitudes the Phlegm muft 
be white, foft, and mix’d with the Tears, efpe- 


_ cially when the Crifis is juft about to happen. A 


dry Phlegm excites greater Pain, but terminates the 
Difeafe foonner, unlefs it produces Exulcerations. 
But a large Tumour is generally without Danger, 
if it is free from Pain, and dry. When itis pain- 
ful, it is a bad Sign; and if it is at the fame Time 
‘dry, an Exalceration and Concretion of the Eye 
are tobe dreaded. But thefe Tumours are juitly 
thought unfafe, which are accompanied with Tears 
and Pain; for when the Tears are hot and faline 
they induce a Danger of an Exulceration, both in 
the Pupil and the Eyelids. If after the "Tumor 
fubfides, the ‘Tears arejcopioufly difcharg’d, we may 


' conclude, that in Men an Everfion of the Eyelids 


is near, and in Women and Children an Exulcera- 


tion of them. If Patients, labouring under a Lip- 


pitude, are feiz’d with Fluxes of the Belly, it is 


a good Sign; but when their Heads are continu~ 
ally, and for along ‘Time afflited. with Pain, it 
_ prognofticates a future Blindnefs, Sometimes Lip- 


_ pitude is, by a Kind of Contagion, transferr’d from 


one Eye to the other, which is generally thought 

to be no bad Omen. . 

_ Having confider’d the Diforders of the Eyes, we try morbages 
now proceed to treat of thofe of the Noftrils, from of the Nofe. 
which the Blood is fometimes fo impetuoufly dif-  - 
charged, as to cut of the Patient by an exceffive 
Depletion. On this Occafion, the Colour of the 

Body becomes pale, livid, or greenifh, the Extre- 

mities are exceflively refrigerated, and the ware 
” | ? alls 
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falls into a Syncope, which is the immediate Fore- 


runner of Death. Perfons afflicted with frequent. 
Lemorrhages trom the Nofe, have generally Tu- 
mors of the Spleen, Head-Achs, Dimnefs ef 
Sight, or Cataracts. When Hemorrhages from 
the Nofes of Children, ceafe as they advance in 
Years, fuch Children muft neceflarily be afli@ed 
with exceflive Exulcerations of the Joints, or wea- 
ken’d by fome violent Diforder. Thofe who, dur- 
mg both the Day and Night, have their Fauces 
filled with Blood, without any Pain of the Head 
and Precotdia, and without a preceding Cough, 
Vomiting or Fever, have an Ulcer in their Fauces’ 
and Noftrils. It is a bad Sign, when the Blood 
flows from the Noftril oppofite to the Side affeGed, 
when, for Inftance, in Diforders of the Spleen the 
Blood is difcharged from the right Noftril, or when, 
in Inflammations of the Liver, it is evacuated from 
the Left. : : 
» We now proceed to treat of Diforders of the 
Fauces, beginning with a Tumor of the 7 onfils, 
which, by hindering Deglutition, proves. more’ 
terrible than dangerous. ‘This Species of Tumor 
may be both feen and felt, and, by its Bulk, hin- 
ders the Patient from fwallowing either Drink or 
his own Saliva. This Tumor is accompanied nei- 
ther with extraordinary Rednefs nor Heat, but 
often induces an Inflammation, in which Cafe there 
is Pain, Heat, a preternatural Rednefs, and Thirft, | 
none of which happen in a fimple Tumor of the 
Tonfils. When, after the Infammation, an Ab- 
{cefs is form’d and broken, the Matter is convey’d 
to the Fauces, and a fordid Ulcer arifes, whofe 
putrid Scent is communicated to the Breath. _ 
We are carefully to advert to the Uwu/a, when 
it is either relax’d or inflam’d, which laft Cireum- 
flance rarely happens. The Uvula fometimes 
hangs down from the Extremity of the Palate, and 
: is 
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“a8 €onvey’d into the Fauces and fuperior Part of 
the Gullet, om which Occafion jt titillates thefe 


Parts and induces a Dread of Suffocation. ~ As the 


Thfammation increafes, the inferior Part of the 
Uvula becomes large, and its faperior Part flender, 
tm which Cafe Hippocrates called it Saphul:, proba- 


bly from its Refemblance toa Grate. This Dif. 


order, if duly treated in the Eeginning, rarely 
Proves mortal. Hippecrates informs us, that it is 
highly dangerous to have the Urula thus tumid 
and preternaturally red, fince this State is facceeded 
by a violent Inflammation, and an EffuGon of 


Blood, efpecially if the Patient 


is plethoric. Thofe 


Perfons who have the Uvula cut of, are fubjectto 
have their Lungs eafily injur’d, and generally die 


of a Confumption,

red and tumid; or 
d with the greateft: 


Dread of Suffocation. But that Species of Quin- 


_ fey foon proves mortal, in which neither Rednefs 


nor 
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nor Tumor appear in the Fauces, whilft at the 
fame Time the Patient is rack’d with Pain, labours | 
under a violent Fever, and dreads a prefent Suffo- _ 
cation. ‘Then the Eyes are red, diftorted, and 
ke thefe of ftrangled Perfons; the Voice is inar- — 
ticulate, and fharp like that of Puppies. The 
Mouth is opened wide, gafps for cool Atr, and 


difcharges a frothy Saliva. The Tongue hangs out 


and is frequently agitated, like thofe of over-ridden 
Hiorfes. ‘The Liquor drank returns thro’ the Noftrils, 
the Lips become livid, and the Neck is:rendered _ 
rigid and contra¢ted. The Patient is reftlefs, fre-- 
quently jumps out of Bed, and lies uneafily upon 
his Back, but more commodioufly with his Neck 
and Head upright. His Sight and Hearing are 
dull; and on account of the Violence of his Suf- 
focation, he neither knows what he hears, fays,. 
nor does, till at lalt being fezed with a Syncope, 
he dies. in this Diforder, Death, happens to fome 
within eighteen Hours, during which Time their 
Reaion and Senies remain entire. Eut the worl. 
Species of Quinfeys always Prove fatal on the firft 


fecond or at moft onthe fourth Day. The Signs. 


of Kecovery in a Quiniey, are an eafy Refpiration, 
a free Deglutition of Liquors and tne Saliva, a 
moderate Fever, Reft, Sleep, Alleviation of Pain, 
and the other Symptoms oppofite to the bad ones | 
now enumerated. It is a no lefs falutary Sign, 

when the Tumor and Rednefs appear externally on 


the Neck and Breaft ; fince we then know that the © 


Matter of the Difeafe is carried outwards. But 
it is a fatal Prefage, when Tumors difappear with- - 
out good Signs and a ‘manifeft Caufe, as alfo when 
here isa Pain of the Precordia, without a Crifis, 
whilft the Patient is weak and affifted with a | 
‘Torpor of the Body ; for in this Cafe the Difeafe 
attacks in a latent Manner, tho’ the Patient 1ma- 


gines that he is in a very good Condition. Ina 


Quinfey 
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-Quinfey all thofe Symptoms are fatal which are 
not accompanied with a manifeft Pain, and an evi- 
dent Tumor in the Neck and Fauces. Neither is 
the Difeafe free from Danger, when there is a 'Tu- 
mor and Rednefs of the Fauces, but, the greater 
this Rednefs is, the longer the Difeafe will be. 
The Diforder is alfo protracted, when there is at 
once a Rednefs of the Fauces, Neck, and Breaft, 
tho’ this Cafe is generally fucceeded by a Reco- 
very, provided the Rednefs does not return inwards, 
which is to be dreaded when it fuddenly difappears 
whilft at the fame 'Time the Breaft is opprefs’d and 
the Refpiration begins te grow difficult. In this 
Cafe the Diforder affe€ts the Lungs, excites a De- 


lirium, renders the Pulfe undulatory, and proves’ 


mortal in feven Days, or an Abfcefs is form’d in 
fome Parts, unlefs the Phlegm is expectorated by 
Coughing. An Abfcefs of the Breaft arifing from 
a preceding Quinfey, is known by the following 
Marks: The Pain of the Fauces fuddenly ceafes, 
without any manifeft Reafon, the Fever greatly re- 
omits, and an unufual Heavinefs of the Breaft near 
the Septum Tranfverfum is perceived. The Cough 
isalfo violent, and generally of the dry Kind, with- 
“Out any Spitting. Another Fever alfo arifes, of 
‘the irrégular, languid, and he&tic Kind. When 
in a Quinfey the Rednefs fuddenly difappears, 
and that not on a critical Day, and when the 
Tumor neither appears outwardly, nor is the Pus 
expectorated by Spit, but the Patient lies quiet, 
and feemingly without Pain, we may conclude ei- 


return. Itis alfo dangerous when the concotted 
‘Matter is not foon expectorated, as alfo when the 
Spitis difcharg’d with Difficulty, and is vife d, thick, 
or very white. That Spit is alfo bad, which is 
dry, excites a violent Cough, and Pain of the Side, 
and is thrown up by the Cough, whilf the Pa- 
: : tient 
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tient drinks. Every Quinfey produced by the Crifis 
of another Difeafe is mortal. There is alfo ano- 
ther Kind of Quinfey, which we call Spurious, and — 
which ought not to be claffed among the Number 
of acute Difeafes. This, {ucceeding a cold Hu- 
mour, is free from a Fever, Rednefs and Heat, » 
though "tis accomranied with fome Degree of Pain. - 
This Species of Quinfey, as it is long protrafted, 
fo it is generally fafe. eee 
Wounds in the Membranes of the Brain, are 
fucceeded by a Vomiting of Bile, and an intenfe 
h is encreafed when the Refpiration be- 

comes dificult, and the Jaws are fhut. Blood is dif-— 
charged from the Nofe, and fometimes from the 
Fars. In fome, the Countenance is ghaftly, in 
others, the Eyes being, as it were, paralitic, roll 
here and there; Senfation is alfo in a great Mea- _ 
fure loft, as in apopleétic: Patients, and fome are 
afflicted with confiderable Convulfions. After this 
an Inflammation happening, a Fever and Delirium 
arife, under-which many tear off the Bandages and — 
Dreflings, and expofe the naked Wound to the 
cold Air, all which are Prefages of Death. But when 
the Brain itfelf is wounded, which is moft eafily 
done at the Full of the Moon, all thefe Symptoms 


are more violent, and a terrible Delirium arifes 


on the third or fifth Day. Sometimes, alfo, a {mall | 
Portion of the Brain itfelf falls out. Ifa Dart pe- 
netrates into the Ventricles of the Brain ; efpecially 
thro’ the Eyes, the Patient forthwith lofes his Life, 
None of thofe Patients, who have the Misfortune 
to have their Brains wounded can poffibly recover. 
When Wounds are inflitted in other Parts of the 
Head, it is thought the beft Sign; when the Patient 
is free froma Fever; when the Blood flows neither 
from his Mouth, Ears nor Nofe, and when neither 
Inflammation norPainhappen. Butwhen thefeSymp- 
toms happen, they are the fafeft when they appear —

It 
is therefore accounted bad, when, in the Beginning, 
nothing is expeétorated from the affected Side ; but 
when only a thin Phlegm, ora tenacious round 
Subftance, i$ thrown up from the Lungs, with an 
uneafy and tormenting Cough. ~ o> 

The Increafe of the Difeafe is faid to be, when 
the Spit, beginning to be concoéted, is difcharg’d 
yellow, more copioufly, and with greater Eafe, as 
alfo when from liquid, it becomes thick, and when 
from bloody, it becomes more white. 

The State, or Height of the Difeafe is known 
from the large Quantity of Spit, which is. white, 
fmooth, equable, fpeedily thrown up, and greatly 
a'leviates the Pain. 'The Decline is when the Pain, 
Spitting, Fever, and other Symptoms abate. But 
we ought, on all Occafions, to advert to the Marks 
of the Spit. JI am of Opinion that that Spit is beft 
which I] have mention’d, as expectorated in the 
Height of this Difeafe. The next, is that which 
is at firft mix’d with a yellow Subftance. But, if 
long after the Ceffation of the Pain, a yellow, or 
unmix’d Spit is expeCtorated, and excites a violent 
Cough, it is a bad Sign. A yellow Spit alfo, 
mix’d with a {mall Quantity of Blood, is falu- 
tary in the Beginning, but lefs fafe on the 
feventh Day, or afterwards. A Spit fomewhat 
bloody from the Beginning, is not bad, but, an 
unmix’d Spit, whether bloody or yellow, is dan- 
gerous, though the latter is worle than the former. 
A white Spit, confifting of crude Phlegm, is alfo 
bad; neither are any good Effects produced by 
fuch as are round and vifcid: But thofe are fill 
worfe, which are of a pale green Colour, frothy, 
livid, and eruginous. Mucous Spits, which are 


brought to a due Concoétion within five Days, are 


far more fafe ; but exceflively bloody Spits, prog- 
nofticate Danger. All Spits are the worfe, the 
fore 
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‘more Streaks of Colours they have, not duly mix’d 
and incorporated with each other ; though no Spits 
- are worfe than fuch as are entirely unmix’d, whether 
yellow, bloody, glutinous, or frothy ; but unmix’d 
Spits, which are at once black and fetid, may juft- 
__ ly be faid to be the moft formidable of all others. 
- All Spits are bad, which do not mitigate Pain ; 
whereas thofe are good which allay it. The Pa- 


tient, who in the Beginning of this Difeafe, expec- 


torates, a totally purulent Spit, dies on the third 
or fifth Day. But if the Diforder exceeds this 
Period, without being much abated, a Suppuration 
may happen, on the feventh, ninth or eleventh 
Day ; though it has rarely been obferved that any 
_one farvived the fourteenth Day, who expectorated 
.purulent Spit on or before it. In all Pleurifies, 
‘the Pains are generally milder in the Day-time 
than dosing the Night. It.is a fatal Sign, when 
Pleurifies terminate in.a’'Tetanus, Convulfions, or 
a Peripneumony. It is a mortal Sign, when the 
“peccant: Matter afcends to the Head, and produces 
_a Delirium, or Lofs of Reafon. No lefs fatal a 
Sign is it, when the Difeafe is feated in the Back ; 


for in this Cafe, the Patient is feiz’d with a Rigor, —-~ 


a Feyer, anda violent Cough, whilit the Back 
itfelf is pain’d in the dame’ Manner as if it had 
‘been lath’d ; the. Refpiration becomes trouble- 
fome, and, accompanied with Sighing; little 1s 
-expectorated in Coughing, and the Matter is fome- 
‘times bloody, and at other Times of a. pale 
-green Colour; a Pain feizes the Groins ; on the 
third or fourth Day, the Urine is bloody, and the 


whole Body fatigued, as it were after a Journey. 


The Patient dies on the fifth, or at moft on the 
feventh Day, and if he furvives this Period, (which

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rarely happens) he recoyers. All Pleurifies are ge- 
nerally fatal to old Perfons, and pregnant Women, 
as alfo when they reear a fecond, or a third Time.

A Vomica of the Lungs, is a latent Diforder, Vomica of 
ind often fo concealed, that the Patient appears to ‘be Langs. 
enjoy good Health. A Vomica is a {mall Abfcefs 
odged in fome Part of the Lungs, and clofely 
hut up in its peculiar Membrane. This Diforder 
s principally incident to Confumptive Perfons, and 
hofe who have the Misfortune to have any of the 
Veins of the Lungs ruptur’d, or preternaturally 
liftended. In this Cafe, the Breath, long before 
he breaking of the Vomica, is fetid ; fometimes 
Blood is thrown up in Coughing; the Body is’ 
ulways opprefied with a Senfe of Weight, and the 
~ough is violent, and long protracted, though ’tis 
ometimes fucceeded by an Expeétoration of the 
Vomica ; and when this happens, the Patient is 
eized with a confiderable Fever, which is fuc- 
seeded with a bloody Spit, and violent Commo- 
ion of the Body; but this Cafe may alfo termi- 
vate in Recovery. It frequently happens, that 
1 Vomica breaking, and falling upon the Heart, 
sroduces fudden and unexpected Death. 

_ Various Symptoms of a dangerous Nature, may Spitting of 
rife from a Spitting of Blood, whether the Blood is Bl4- 
onvey’d from the Lungs or the Breaft; we are 
herefore to confider, whether this Blood may be 

tOvey’d to thefe from other Parts. It is not then 
rfprobable, that this Blood defcends frem the 
ead, when there is a Titillation of the Palate, 
ind Spitting ; when there is a Defire of Coughing, 
vote any confiderable Cough ; when the Blood 
alls into the Throat, and is difcharg’d from the 
Mouth by Way of Spit; when the Blood falls 
immediately upon the Tongue, in round Portions, © 
of a black Colour; when it is copious, mild, and 
mixed with Phlegm or Pus, anda Part of it fome- 
imes evacuated from the Noftrils, diluted with 
ye ; i Mucus 
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Mucus. The Heavinefs and Pain of the Head are 


alfo ina great Meafure alleviated, by fucceeding: 
Defluxions of Blood from it. The Blood flowing; 
from the Fauces and Throat, is thrown up by Spit: 
that from the Mouth by fimple Spitting ; that from 
the Stomach by Vomit; that from the Windpipe: 
by a gentle Cough ; and that from the Thorax anéé 
Lungs by a violent Cough. When the Blood flows 
from the Subftance of the Stomach, a fmall Quan. 
tity 1s only vomited, but a larger Quantity whem 
the Blood is convey’d into the Stomach from thee 
Liver or Spleen, in which Cafe it is generallyy 
frothy, when any ofthefe Vifcera labour under 
an Inflammation; on which Occafion, as well ags 
in all acute Fevers, the Diforder proves mortal. 
If the Blood isthin, frothy, florid, and, at Inter-- 
vals, expectorated by Cough, we may concludey, 
that it 1s convey’d from the Lungs. But if it pro-- 
ceeds from a ruptur’d Vein, efpecially of the largerr 
Kind, it is fometimes fo copioufly difcharged byy 
Vomit, as to fill large Bafons. ‘This Cafe is at-- 
tended with the greateft and moft imminent Danger ;;

Vein, neither by Erofion nor Exefion, but in 
Confequence of an Anaffomafis, it is, at firft, {mai 
in Quantity, which does not happen when the 
Vein is ruptured. It is alfo thicker, and of a 
redder Colour, than that difcharged from Wounds 
‘or Erofions of the Subftance of the Lungs; for 


‘this laft is thin, yellowith, florid, frothy, and very 


like that contain’d in the Arteries. It generally. 
happens, that a Patefaction of the Vein is pre-: 


ceded by a Repletion and Heavinefs of the Body, 
without any Pain; but Agility fucceeds the Effu- 
fion of the Blood ; for this Evacuation of the 
Blood has often afforded Relief to Women, whofe 
“Menfes have been fupprefs’d, without any Dread 
of Ulcers or Confumptions. All Blood difcharg’d 


“from the Lungs is frothy, and as it is expectorated 


by a fevere Cough, fo it is accompanied with no 
bo ge Pails 
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Pain. Though the Blood flowing from the Afpera: 
is fometimes frothy, yet its Difcharge is not free 
from Pain... Its Quantity is alfo fmall, and it is: 
€xpectorated by a gentle Cough, and ftrong Effortes 
to {pit. The Cough is violent when the Blood iss 
ciicharged from the deep-lying Parts of the Breatts, 
as in Inflammations of the Sides and Lungs, butt 
the Cough is lefs if it flows from the fuperiorr 
Parts of the Breaft. The Blood alfo flowing from: 
the Subftance of the Breaft, is black, thick, gru-.- 
mous, fomewhat frothy, not very copious, but: 
Gradually expeGorated by a violent Cough. The: 
Part affeQed is alfo pain'd, and this Pain is in-. 
created by Sleep.. But this Cafe is lefs dsigerous, . 
than when the Blood is difcharg’d from the Lungs ; 
for the Cure is more expeditious, and if it fhould | 
not be obtain’d, yet the Ulcer form’d is not-very. 
malignant. . Whereas an Ulcer in the Lungs pro- 
duces a Confumption, an He@ic F ever, and at laft. 
Death. But blackith and grumous Blood, thrown. 


- up by Cough, does not always feem. to proceed 


from the Thorax; for Blood lately fallen from 
the Noftrils into the Fauces, and thence con-? 
vey’d to the Lungs, may there become grumous, 
Perfons afflited with a Spitting of Blood, generally 
lie very uneafy on the infirm or affected Side, 
When a Vein, internally ruptured; is healed, it: 
is again often broken by the fame. Caufes which. 
broke it firft; and when this happens, the Blood 
often forthwith gufhes out fo copioufly, and im- 
petuouily, as to feffocate the Patient fuddenly ; or. 
being, by Putrefaétion, converted into a thick Pus, 


it at laft brings on a Confumption, which proves 


mortal to the Patient; for Lippocrates juftly ob- 
ferved, that Blood extravafated in the fuperior Ven- 
tricle was not neceflarily changed into Pus. Mex 
dicines are of no Ufe, when bloody Spit proceeds 
from an Erofion of the Lungs :. But if this Symp-. 
tom happens in the Beginning, from the ies 
era! 
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of a Vein, when the Wound is recent, and free 
from Inflammation and Pus, it has often been ob- 
ferved to be fucceeded by a Recovery. Norcana 
fimple Rupture of a Vein bring on a Confumption, 
provided the reft of the Lungs are found and entire ; 
for the Lungs are affected by the Blood flowing 
into them fromfhe ruptured Vein. <A Spitting of 
Blood, when long continued, always terminates in 
a Confumption, fo that Hippocrates feems to have 
been in the right, when he afferted, that a Spitting 
of Pus fucceeded that of Blood. 
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The next Diforder we fhall confider, is a Sup- Empyemg 


puration of the Breaft, commonly called Empyema, 


which is known by the following Marks. ‘There — 


is a gentle, continual, languid, and truly Hedic 
Fever, which is milder in the Day-time, but en- 
creafes in the Night. There is a frequent and vio- 
lent Cough, by which, however, nothing is ex- 
pectorated. There is a profufe Sweat all over 
the Body, after which, the Patient is fometimes 
feized with an Horror; various Parts of the Breaft 
are alfo affected with Pain. ‘The Refpiration is 
frequent and violently obftructed, fo that the Speech 
is quick, and often interrupted. The Noitrils are 
alfo contracted in breathing, fo that the Air drawn 
through them makes a Kind of hiffing Noife. 
"Fhe Cheeks become red, the Hands and Feet 
hot, the Nails and Fingers of the Toes crooked, 
and the Points of the Fingers become pale, when 
the Diforder is farther advanced. The Patient is 
always affli&ted with a Loathing of Food, and 
‘when he ufes any, the Body begins to be heavier 
‘after it. ‘The Cough is dry, unlefs when the Ab- 
{cefs breaks, it becomes moift, and throws up fome- 
‘times a pure, and at other times a feculent Pus. 
‘Such alfo, for the moft part, is the Cough, when 
Pus is internally colle€ted from an Ulcer of the 
Lungs. The Pulfe, in the Beginning of the Sup- 
\s eS puration, 
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puration, is unequal, irregular, and, in every Re . 
{pect, like that of an Heétic Patient. When the 
Pus is form’d it becomes fomewhat more equal. 
When the Abfcefs is broken it becomes broader,, 
flower, rarer, and more languid. But when thias 
Diforder is arrived at its greateft Violence, thee 
whole Body is cover’d with profufe Sweats, andi 
Tumors are form’d in the Feet, refemblinge thofee 
generally produced in the Dropfy, or Puftles arifes 
all over the Body. Suppurations arifing fromn 
Quinfeys, or Inflammations of the Lungs, generallyy 
affect both the Cavities of the Breaft, divided byy 
the Mediaftinum ;_ but. Suppurations arifing from 
a Pleurify, happen only in the affected Part, Butt 
as we have, in their proper Place, treated of thefes 
Suppurations, we fhall now proceed to confidert 
thofe which may be produced by other Caufes.. 
Tf then the Phlegm drops from the Head, and layss 


a Foundation for this Diforder, it is at firft imper-- 


ceptibly convey’d to the Lungs, and excites aa 
gentle Cough, accompanied with a liquid, andi 


preternaturally falt Spit. To thefe Symptoms, ai 


gentle Heat is alfo fometimes added. ‘ After fome: 
‘Time the Lungs are exafperated, and exulcerated,, 
by the putrid Phlegm lodged in them. An Heavi-- 
me{s arifes in the Breaft, the anterior and pofte-- 
rior Parts of the Body are feiz’d with a Pain.. 
The whole Body alfo grows hotter, and begins» 
to be render’d weak and extenuated. Refpiration: 
is performed with a Kind of hiffing Noife, as itt 


" were through a Reed. The more inveterate the: 


Diforder is, the more unmix’d the Pus is, and the: 
Fever, Cough and Thirfl, are the more violent, 
Sometimes the Patient is exceflively defirous of Ali-. 
ments, and at other Times extreamly fond of ge-. 
nerous and ftrong Wine. He is alfo frequently 

covered with profufe Sweats, and at laft his Feet 

fwell ; his Stools become bad, his Spit is retain’d, 
and amidft thefe Symptoms he dies, 3 |

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- Perfons labouring under this Diforder, generally 
die in a Year, but Recovery may be expected if 
the Phlegm is expectorated before it is converted 
into Pus, or if being maturated within twenty 
Days, as it generally happens, it, is alfo evacuated 
by Spit; for unlefs thefe Circumftances happen, 
an Exulceration of the Lungsand a Confumption 
generally fucceed, if the Humour is acrid; or an 
Afthma follows, if the Humour is of a languid 
and inactive Quality. it alfo frequently happens 
that Phlegm falling from the Head, being convey’d 
to the Membranes of the Sides produces a Suppu- 
ration. In this Cafe, the Side affected, is gene- 
rally exceflively hot, the Refpiration much, the 
_Woice hoarfe, and the Body fomewhat incurrated 
to the affected Part. At laft the Feet and Knees 
become tumid, fometimes Horrors happen, and 
often copious Sweats. The Patient is always 
weak, fometimes hot, and fometimes cold; his 
Nails are contracted, and he is feized with a Purg- 
ing, after which he either dies of a Suffocation, 
-or for want of Strength to ftruggle any longer 
with the Difeafe, unlefs the Abfcefs breaks, and 
all the Pus is expectorated before thefe Signs 

- appear. . 
An Exulceration of the Lungs, and a Colleétion 
of Pus, arifing from a Rupture of a Vein, are 
_aecompanied with thefe Signs. A Part of the 
- Blood 1s forthwith evacuated by Spit, whilft another 
Portion being difcharged into the Lungs becomes 
E os and is converted into Pus ; for as we have 
efore obferved, a Spitting of Pus, fucceeds a 
- Spitting of Blood. Some time after the Pus, which 
1s fometimes unmixed, and at other Times mixed 
with a little Blood, is expe€torated by Cough. But 
if the Vein is large and full, there is fometimes 
a great Effufion of Blood, in Confequence of 
_ which, a thick Pus is expeCtorated. Cafes of this 
| . Nature 
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“Nature, are mott incident to young Perfons, whom 


they more violently affeét, and fooner cut off than 
old Perfons, tho’ both, the one and the other, muft 
inevitably die, when the Difeafe is inveterate, 


when the Head begins to be affeéted, and the Body 


walted by a Confumption. Similar Suppurations 
may alfo arife from Wounds infli€ted in any Part of 
the Breaft; for the Blood falling into the Cavity 
of the Thorax, muft neceflarily be converted into 
Pus. The fame Misfortune is alfo juftly to be 
dreaded, when a Wound inflifted in the Breaft is 
only cured externally, but not internally. Some- 
times the Veins of the Lungs and Sides are feized 
with a Kind of Varices, in which Cafe there is 
frit a Kind of an acute Vellication fucceeded by 
a gentle Pain and a dry Cough. When the 
Diforder is long negleéted, a {mall Quantity of 
blackifh Blood is expe€torated, if the Difeafe is . 
lodged in the Breaft. After this a greater 
Quantity of unmixed Blood is evacuated, and lat 
of all Pus, by which the Patient is foon cut off, 
We thall add the following Obfervations concern- 
ing Suppurations; if when a Perfon labouring un- 
der this Diforder, is ftruck, or fhaken, there is a 
confiderable hollow Noife, heard as it were within 


him, we may conclude, that there is but little 


Pus, that the Patient has a good Colour, and breaths 
freely. But the Patient in whom there is no Noife, 
after the Breaking of the Abfcefs, but a Difficulty 
of Breathing, and a livid Colour of the Nails, has 
a large Quantity of Pus, is heavy and hot, and the. 
Cough and Oppreifion are greateft when the Patient 
lies on the found Side, but when he Hes on the 
affected Side, thefe Symptoms are diminifhed, a 
founder Sleep fucceeds, and the Matter is more 
expectorated. Intermitting Fevers fucceeding Sup- 
purations are generally 'attéiided with many Sweats. 
Suppurations near the Lungs and Precordia are 
: ; highly 
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highly dangerous, and it generally happens, that as 
all long continu’d Tumors, fo more efpecially thofe 
_ in thefe Parts tend to a Suppuration. If when any 
Patient is cauterized or cut for this Diforder, the 
whole Pus is difcharged all at once, Death infallibly 
fucceeds. And if being let out by little and little, in 
moderate Quantities, it is bloody, livid, black, 
clay colour’d, and fetid, it is an equally certain 
‘Sign of Death, efpecially if it is accompanied with 
a Syncope ; but a Recovery is to be expeéted, if 
whilft the Patient’s Strength is not. exhaufted, the 
Pus is white and equal. When Pus is by a vio- 
lent Cough agitated in the Breaft without being 
expeClorated, it proves mortal, provided the Pa- 
tient’s Strength is exhaufted. If the Patieut, after 
he begins to be apparently better, expeétorates a 
Spit which is fetid, efpecially when laid upon live 
Coals, he dies by a Relapfe of the Diforder. A 
Confumption and Flux of the Belly, happening af. 
ter a Spitting of Pus are mortal. Generally thofe 
who have laboured under this Diforder during the’ 
reft of the Year,.die in the Autumn. ! 
We now come to confider that Species of Con- 
fumption, which fucceeds an Exulceration of the 
Lungs, and an Expeétoration of bloody Spit, and: 
which. is by the Greeks called Phthifis. When this 
Diforder begins, the Cough ‘is frequent, the Spit: 
bloody, expectorated without Pain, afterwards for-' 
did, and foon after purulent. Then the Body 
begins to be emaciated and ‘affeéted with a conti- 
nual and Heétic Fever, which is more violent after 
Meals and in the Night-Time. By Means of vio- 
lent Exercife, the Cough, or the Influence. of An- 
ger, Blood is fometimes expectorated with the 
Pus. When the Diforder increafes, and threatens 
a quick approaching Death, there is an exceflive 
Loathing of Food, the Thirit is augmented, ‘the 
Eves become hollow,.'the Noftrils fharp, and the 
ila Temples 
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Temples collapfed. ‘The Scapule are prominent 
like Wings, there is a great Oppreflion of the 
Breaft, and the Pus when laid upon the Coals, is 
highly fetid. The Nails become pale and crooked ; 
the Hairs fall off, and the Patient is feized with a 
Flux and Tumors of the Feet, fmall Portions of 
the putrified Lungs are alfo fometimes expec- 
torated, after which the Spitting is totally fup- 
preis’d, and the Patient dies. This Diforder is 
chronical and infallibly proves mortal. Perfons 
between the eightcenth and thirty fifth Year of 
their Age, are moft fubje& to it. It is alfo moft 
incident to flender Perfons, with narrow Chefs, 
long -Necks, prominent Scapule, diftorted Legs, 
and ne fubject to frequent Defluxions. This 
Diforder generally arifes and proves fatal in the 
Autumn. Children are more eafily cured of it 
than Adults. Young Women, and thofein whom 
the Difeafe arifes from a Retention of the Menfes, 
do not generally recover. ‘The Patient whofe Re- 
covery from this Diforder is to be expected, gene- 
rally expectorates a white Spit, every where equal, 
in Colour and Subftance, and like to that which 
flows from the Head into the Noftrils. It is a 
good Sign when there is either no Fever, or one 
fo {mall, as net to deitroy the Appetite, and excite 
a frequent Thirft. It is alfo a good Sign when 
the Patient has regular Staols daily, and when their 
Quantity correfponds to the Aliments taken. But 
Fluxes of the Belly, and frequent Vomitings, ef- 
pecially of the bloody Kind, are fatal Signs. A 
tumid State of the Precordia is greatly to be 
dreaded, as in all Difeafes, fo more ef pecially ina 
Confumption. It is alfo generally a bad Sign, 
when the Body, after Fluxes of the Belly, becomes 
itchy. A mixed, purulent and fetid Spit, which 
by its Exhalations infeéts other Perfons, and a 


continual Fever, which deftroys the Appetite, and. 


creates 
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creates a violent Thirft, are infallible Signs of 
Danger in flender Perfons. It is a no lefs fatal 
- Sign for the Pus not to {wim in Water, efpecially 
Sea-Water, but forthwith to fubfide to the Bottom, 
as alfo for the Expectoration of the Pus to be to- 
tally ftopp’d. Inthis Cafe the Patient begins to 
be delirious, and generally dies within four Days, 
labouring under a Flux of the Belly, but retaining 
the Ufe of Speech, and a_ perfect Knowledge of 
every Thing. So that in this Diforder, the laft 
Period of Life is very fallacious. Confumptions 
are alfo for the moft Part convey’d from Parents 
to Children, fo that they are often hereditary to 


whole Families. In Confumptions fome firft {pit 


up a bloody Matter, and then Pus. Others for 
along 'Time expectorate a liquid yellowifhh Hu- 
mour, and at laft Blood mixed with Pus, and others 
wa{te away, without any Spitting of Blood, or the 
previous Signs ef a Defluxion. Perfons whofe 
Lungs are naturally infirm, foft, tender, languid 
and vitiated, die of Confumptions, either after a 
Spitting of Blood, or without that Symptom. 

We now proceed to treat of a Covgh. If there- 
fore this Diforder proceeds from an Humour fal- 
ling from the Head into the Afpera Arteria, and 
upon the Lungs, there is a certain Titillation, and 
often a troublefome Heat in the Fauces. Then 
the Refpiration becomes difficult, and if the Hu- 
mour is thin, little or nothing is expeCtorated by 
Cough. The Cough is alfo generally dry, when 
the Septum Tranfverfum, and other Parts fubfer- 
vient to Refpiration, are comprefs’d. Coughs 
fometimes fucceed Diforders of the Liver, Spleen, 
Stomach, and Uterus, and at other Times they 
facceed external Cold, or Tubcrcles, or Wounds 
gf the Breaft. But as a preternaturally thin, fo 
alfo.a too grofs and vifcid Humour, excites a dry 
' Cough, and the moft terrible Kind of this Cough, 

is 
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is that which fucceeds a Lofs of Strength ; for when. 
the Humours are internally thrown into a Commo- 
tion, and not elimated, it is not to be wonder’d at 
if the Patient, thus exhaufted, fhould die. 'Thofe 
Coughs are beft which are moderate, and accom- 
panied with a quick and eafy Expetoration of the 
Matter, and a confiderable Relief to the Patient, 
being free from Pain, and a Rednefs of the Eyes ; 
but Coughs of the contrary Kind are extreamly 
bad. When a moift Cough becomes fuddenly dry, 
fo that the Breaft remains oppreffed, we may con- 
clude, that either a putrid or Heétic Fever, or 
an Exulceration of the Lungs are juft about to hap- 
pen. All thofe Coughs are bad, by which fleep is 
deftroy’d; as alfo thofe which are frequent, long 
protracted, violent, and accompanied with a De. 
fluxion ; for hence generally arife Spittings of Biood, 
and Confumptions. When the Lungs are vitiated 
or there is an old Obftru€tion in the Breaf, the 
Patient is afflicted with a continual Cough, which 
never intermits. But Coughs proceeding from 
Deflaxions intermit fometimes and are only trou-_ 
blefome twice or thrice a Year, accordingly as the 
Humour falls. Ifthe Humour is vifcid, the Cough 
is violent, and fo dry, that almoft nothing is ex- 
pectorated. The Refpiration is difficult, and ac- 
companied with a certain Stertor, or hiffing Noife, 
like that heard in an Afthma. re 


Difficulty of | A Difficulty of Breathing may be fubfequent to 


Breathing 


many Diforders of the Breaft, which we have alrea- 
dy confider’d ; but we fhall now {pecify the Marks 
of that Difeafe, which, in Confequence of a pi- 
tuitous Humour infracted in the Lungs, renders 
the Refpiration difficult. When this Diferder, 
then, is flight, it is called a Dy/pnea ; when it 
is more violent, fo that the Patient cannot breath 
without an hifling Noife, it is called an Ajibaa ; 
and when it encreafes, fo that the Patient cannot 

breath 
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breath without the greateft Difficulty, and without 
holding his Breaft and Neck upright, it is called 
_Orthopnea. In an Afthma, the Breaft is heavy, 
and the Refpiration fwift and frequent, though 
without a Fever. This Difficulty of Refpiration, 
is fo troublefome, efpecially during any Exercife, 
' that the Patient feems as it were fufticated by hard 
Running, and holds his Breaft and Neck in an 
erect Pofture, in order to breath the more freely. 
Befides, as the Breath is convey’d through the 
narrow Paflages, it produces a Kind of flight hif- 
fing Noife. There is alfo a certain Pain in the 
Breaft and Precordia, and fometimes in the Sca- 
pule; but this Pain fometimes remits, and after. 
wards recurs. All thefe Symptoms are attended 
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ere old, and have narrow Lungs. ‘Thofe Perfons 
are alfo fubjec&t to Afthmas, who are either natu- 
rally corpulent, or become fo by Eafe, high Feed- 
ing, or other Circumftances of a fimilar Nature. 
Aithmas generally prove mortal to old Perfons, 
and in others are not cured without the greateft 
Difficulty. 

A Tremulous Refpiration, accompanied with an 
unequal, irregular, intermittent, and defective Pulfe, 
is highly dangerous, and the more violent the Dif- 
order is, the more languid and flow the Pulfe be- 
comes. On this Occafion a Syncope is a formida- 
ble Symptom. ‘That the Patient will infallibly die 
is indicated by the fmall, flow, and cold Breath- 
ing, as alfo by the Pulfe, which was before flow, 
becoming too frequent and languid. It is certain 
from Experience, that Afthmas fometimes dege- 
nerate into Inflammations of the Lungs. Thofe 
who before the Years of Puberty are rendered gib- 
bous by Afthmas, die. - 

Wounds of the Lungs, are known by thefe Signs, 
The Blood flowing from the Wound, and dif- 
charg’d from the Mouth is red and frothy. There 
is a Difficulty of Breathing, accompanied with a 
certain hiffing Noife. ‘The Patient lies moft com- 
‘modioufly on the Wound, for in this Pofture fome 
can fpeak, who are deprived of Speech in the: 
oppofite Situation. If Patients are not foon cut 
off by Wounds of this Kind, they are by a Fe- 
ver, or Marafmus, gradually confumed ‘till they 
die. ! | 2 a 
- “If the Breaft is fo wounded that the Tniteam ent 
penetrates into its Cavity, when the Patient"per - 
forms Expiration, the Air or Breath is forced 
from the Wound, into which alfo, if a Piece of 
Aloes. is put, its. Bitternefs is perceived in the 


Mouth, 3 
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_ No Diforder which affects the Heart ought to 
be looked upon as flight and inconfiderable. Facut- 
ings may indeed feem tolerable, provided they are 
fhort; for the Strength is not, as in a Syncope, 
deftroy’d all at once, but there is only a Kind of 
Refolution of the Spirits, and the Patient labour- 
ing under the Diforder, generally hears, fees, and 
knows the By-ftanders. Penge: 

That Diforder of the Heart is more violent, in 
which it trembles and 'palpitates. At this Junc- 
ture all the Arteries of the Body beat violently, 
and are frequently dilated, efpecially thofe above 
the Throat. ‘This Diforder frequently intermits, 
efpeciaily by Means of Reft, but it recurs by ex. 
ceffive Labour, by drinking firong Wine, by Ve- 
nery, the Ufe of Baths, and by Anger. A long 
protracted Palpitation of the Heart, indicates the 
Danger of fudden Death. “No lefs formidable is 
that Palpitation of the Heart, which happens fre- 
quently after the Termination of Difeafes, and ip 
attended with a Naufea, and Vomiting of Bile, 
which neither removes the Naufea, nor Palpi- 
tation. 'Thofe Perfons in whom this Diforder re- 
curs after fome Months, or even aftera Year, are 
obferved to-die before they arrive at old Age, fince 
fome of them are cut off by acute Fevers, and 
others by fudden Syncopes. ‘This Diforder is moft 
incident to Perfons. between the fortieth and ff- 
tieth Year of their Age, to thoie iabouring under 
_-¢ fatulent Melancholly, and thofe whofe Spleens 
are tumid with black Bile. A Palpitation of the 
Heart rifes both to precede and terminate in a 
Syncope... _. 

A Syncope, which is a fudden -Privation of 
Strength, deitroys the Pulfe, or at leaft renders it 
highly rare,{ obfcure, and entirely formicating. 
‘The Countenance is ghaftly, pale, and refembling 
that of a Corps. ‘The Powers of Seniation and 
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Motion are deftroy’d. The Temples, Neck, andi 
Breaft are cover’d with a cold Sweat, and the Hx. 
tremities become cold. Syncopes fucceeding Dif-. 
orders of the Stomach, and producing a violent: 
Naufea are called Stomaobic, and accounted fafer: 
than thofe of any other Kind. But thofe which 
happen without manifeft Caufes,- or any previous 
Diforder of the Stomach, but return frequently, , 
and are attended with Palpitations of the Heart, . 
are highly dangerous, and have their Caufe prima- 
rily lodged in the Heart itlf. This Species of’ 
the Diforder is called the Cordiac Sincope, and is 
moft familiar to old Perfons, thofe recovering from 
Difeafes, and thofe exceflively weaken’d by any 
Caufe whatever. Ifit happens frequently, it ge- 
nerally produces a fudden Death ; for Hippocrates 
juftly afirm’d, that thofe who were often fubje& to. 
violent Faintings, generally died fuddenly. In this 
Diforder, it isa Sign of prefent Death, when the 
Face becomes livid, green or black, or when acrid 


Medicines, put into the Noftrils, produce no Sneez-. 


ing ; when the Breathing and Pulfation of the 
Arteries are abolifhed; and when the Head drops. 
down upon the Shoulders or Breaft. As a Palpita- 
tion of the Breaft proves mortal if it induces a 
Syncope, fo much more is a Syncope if it fucceeds 
a Palpitation of the Heart. ee MRS es 
When the Heart is wounded, a large Quantity 
of Blood is extravafated if confiderable Arteries. 
or Veins are divided. The Pulfe becomes languid, — 
and the Colour of the Countenance highly pale. 
A cold and fetid Sweat arifes; the Extremities _ 
become cold, and Death forthwith fucceeds. When 
only the Subitance of the Heart is wounded, in — 
fuch a Manner that the Inftrument does not pe- 
neirate into the interior Sinus, the Patient has 
been obferved to live fometimes a Day, and fome-

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into the Sinus of the Heart, the Extremities forth- 
with become cold, and fudden Death enfues. 

_ When the Seprum Tranfverfum is wounded, a Wounds of 
frothy Blood is expeCtorated ; the Refpiration be- bitin 
comes difficult and rare ;, the Precordia are drawn 7" 
upwards; when the Spgne is afflicted with Pain, 

a Bloody Spit is thrown up ; Delirium, and fome- 
times a Cough is produced ; and laft of all a Fever 
and Coufumption, as happens in Wounds of the 

Lungs, cut. off the Patient, unlefs he dies in the 
Beginning of the Diforder. 


Ujeful Observations in Diforders of the 
: Stomach and Inteftines. 


| Weaknefs of the Stomach, arifing from pre- Weeknofi of 
\& ternatural Heat, is indicated by a continual *e Stomach 

Thirft, and Defire of cold Liquors, a Loathing of 
Food, an intenfe Heat, and inodorous Eru€tations. 
The Patient is render’d worfe by the Ufe.of hot 
Subftances, but better by fuch as arecold. Ifthe 
Weaknefs of the Stomach arifes from Coldnefs, 
Symptoms dire€tly contrary to thefe appear, An 
humidity of the Stomach is known by the Want 
of Appetite for Drink, a copious Difcharge of Sa- 
liva, and the commodious Ufe of dry Subftances ; 
but the contrary Symptoms are produced by a 
Drynefs of the Stomach. If the Humovrs lodged 
in the Stomach are of a peccant Quality, the Pa~ 
tient is affi€ted with a Naufea, Vomiting, and 
EruCations, efpecially, after Meals. When the 
yellow Bile floats above the Humours lodged in a 
preternaturally hot Stomach, the Mouth becomes 
bitter, the bitter Humour itfelf is vomitted up, and 
the Stomach is corroded, efpecially by Hunger, 
fe bg whenge 
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whence a Stomachic Syncope may enfue, efpeciallt 
if the Mouth of the’ Stomach is highly fenfible 
When there is a Redundance of Phlegm in tha 
Stomach, it never renders it uneafy unlefs it become: 
faline, neither does it produce a ‘T hirft, but only : 
Spitting of Saliva, without a Cough. In this Cafe: 
the Patient is affli@ed with acid Eructations, 
weak Concoétion of the Aliments, and an Inflatior 
and Tenfion of the Stomach. When this Diforder 
is greatly increafed, it produces violent 'Tenfions: 
and exceflive Pains of the Stomach fome Hourt 
after Meals, and often lays a F oundation for more 
terrible Difeafes, fuch as a Dropfy and the Iliac Paf- 
fion. When there is a Redundance of black Bile 
in the Stomach, ‘the Appetite for, Aliments is in-. 
creafed, and the Spit fmall, like Rinking Fith; a 
Palpitation is perceived in the Mefentery, whence: 
arifes fometimes M elancholly, and at other Times: 
an Epilepfy ; the Sleep is difturb’d with abfard] 
and foolifh Dreams, the Mutcles of the Calves off 
the Legs are contra€ted with the mof intenfe Pain,, 
and the Mind dejeéted with Sadnefs and Fear. . 

~ Some Circumftances may alfo be obferved with, 
refpe&t to Appetite, and the loathing of Food, Ini 
all Difeafes, then, it is a good Sign, when the: 
Patients are duly difpofed to ufe the Aliments given. 
them ; but an Averfion to Food, in the Beginning : 
and after the Terminations of chronical Diforders, 
is a bad Sign, as alfo a Loathing of Food fucceed- 
ang a laudable Appetite. Terrible Difeafes are to 


be ‘dreaded from a long continued Want of Appe- 


tite, efpecially when proceeding from a cold State

phies, and Death itfelf. In a Boulimy the Patients, 
at firft, labour under a great Hunger, which however, 
does not laft long. At every Turn alfo they faint 
-away, and at the fame Time their Breath fails 
them, their Extremities alfo become cold, in which 
Cafe a Syncope is to be dreaded, which is follow’d 
by Death. 


-. As for an Hiccup, it is more familiar to: Children Hiccnp. 


than to Adults, though it alfo frequently feizes the 
latter in acute Difeafes and ardent Fevers, efpe- 
cially of the peftilential Kind, in which Cafe it is 
generally mortal. An Hiccup is dangerous, after 
Diarrhceas, Hemorrhages, or any other violent 
Evacuations. It is alfo dangerous after Vomitings, 


efpecially of the unmixed Kind; as alfo, when — 


it is produced by an Inflammation of the Liver. 
But Sneezing, happening in_an Hiccup, is bene- 
ficial, fince the former frequently terminates the 
latter; but when, in an Hiccup, a Delirium, or 
Convulfion happens, they prove mortal. 


A foon approaching Vomiting, is known by a Vomiting. 


frequent Spitting and Naufea, a Subverfion of the 
Stomach, a Tenfion of the Precordia, and a 
Trembling of the inferior Lip. A Vomiting of 
Phlegm, mixed with Bile, is not dangerous, pro- 
vided it is not exceflive; but a Vomiting of un- 
mixed Matter is worfe, efpecially when accompa- 
nied with an Hiccup, or a Convulfion. Green, 
livid, and black Vomitings are alfo bad, and that, 
the Matter of which is of all Kinds of bad Colours, 
is fill worfe than the black. Sudden Death is de- 
noted by a black fetid Vomiting, which frequent- 
ly happens in peftilential Fevers. A Vomiting 
“without a Fever is good, when it is aie 
| dg 
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by the Strength of Nature, which expels the Hu-. 
mour which incommoded her. ‘This Humour may ’ 
be derived to the Stomach from. the Liver, the: 
Spleen, the Mefentery, the Inteftines, the Brain, , 
and, ina Word, from all the Parts of the Body. 
When this Humour is convey’d from the Liver: 
or Spleen, it is good, if thefe Organs are tumid. 
When fafting, Women are for many Days afflicted 
with bilious Vomitings, without being either fe. 
verifh or pregnant, we may conclude, that they 
vomit round Worms, or that they are about to do 
fo. Rare vomiting is beneficial to Health, but 
daily vomiting f{poils the Stomach, and renders 
it fo weak, that it becomes as it were the Re- 
ceptacle of the Sord of the whole Body. Vo- 
mitings, efpecially of an eruginous Nature, by a 
Kind of Crifis, often terminate Convuliions, Epi-+ 
Jepfies, and Letliargies. Spontaneous Vomitings, 
if the peccant Humour is difcharged, are benefi- 
cial, and eafily born, but if not the contrary hap-. 
pens. It is a very bad Sign, when, in Vomitings, — 
an Hiccup, or a Convulfion happens, efpecially, 
if the Humours vomited up are unmixed. Sep 
Blood is alfo fometimes thrown up by Vomiting, 
which can never happen, except when the Patient’s 
Diforder is very confiderable. 'The Blood thus 
thrown up is mixed with Aliments, Drink or 
Phiegm, and thick and black by Means of its 
Concretion. Sometimes alfo, a Portion of this 
Blood being evacuated by Stool, appears fo black 
as to refemble Pitch. In this Cafe itis not far- - 
prizing, that the Blood corrupted internally, thould 
excite frequent Faintings. ‘The Blood difcharged 
from the Liver is {plendid and pure, but that flow- 
ing from the Spleen is blackifh, turbid, and fome- 
times acid. When Blood, difcharg’d from the 
Subftance of the Stomach, is vomited, it is al- 
Ways accompanied with fome Pain. Mone oe

The Stomach is fometimes feized with an In- Inflamma- 
ed tion of the 


flammation, in which Cafe the Patient is afflict 
Stomach, 


with an highly ardent Fever, accompanied with a 
Pain, which can be mitigated by no Fomentation. 
The Place is poflefs"d by a’ Tumor, which is not only 
perceptable by the Touch, but alfo frequently vi- 
fible to the Eye. Whatever Aliments, or Drinks 
are taken, are forthwith difcharged either by Vo- 
mit or Stool, unlefs the fuperior and inferior Part 
of the Stomach is feized with a Tumor, by which 
the Paflages are fo block’d up that nothing can get 
through them. ‘The Patient is alfo afflicted with 
intenfe Heat, Thirft and Naufea, and when the 
Diforder is very violent, with a Delirium and fre- 
quent Faintings. But if, befides thefe Symptoms, 
the Extremities become cold, we may conclude, 
that Death is not far off. 

- When, from an Inflammation of the Stomach, 
“an Abfcefs is formed, it breaks either ‘in the Cavity 
‘of the Abdomen, or in that of the Stomach, in 
Confequence of which, the Pus is forthwith eva- 
cuated, either by the Mouth, or by Stool. But 
if any Ulcer is form’d in the inner Side of the 
Stomach, it proves abfolutely mortal, fince in this 
Cate the Patient is confumed by a flow and conti- * 
nual Fever, the Stomach becomes exceflively weak, 

and fometimes with, and fometimes without Pain. 

The Paticat-is afli@ed with a frequent Vomiting, 

and more frequent Difcharge of liquid Stools. ‘The 

Pulfe is quick and frequent, and the whole Body 
receives no Nourifhment from Aliments, but gra- 

dually waftes ’till the Patient dies. 

We now proceed to confider the Diforders of the Cholera,

Bile. .The Humour difcharged in this Diforder 
may flow originally from various Parts of the Body; 
Thus, if Phlegm is convey’d from the Brain to the 
Abdomen, it is, according to Hippocrates, princi. 
pally difcharged in the Night, and after Sleep, 
when it is thin and frothy. ‘There are alfo fomes 
Intervals in this Diforder; which is preceeded by; 
Defluxions and Head-Achs, efpecially, if there are 
fuddeiay 
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fudden Changes of Heat and Cold. When this 
Humour is difcharged from the Inteftines, Mefen- 
tery or Stomach, it is thick, mucous, and prin- 
cipally evacuated in the Day-time, without fated 
Intervals. When a yellow Citron Colour, hot, 
and frequently frothing Bile falls from the Liver, 
or which frequently happens from the Mefentery 
into the Abdomen, it is without great Pain, or 
Gripes, evacuated in the Night-time, at certain 
Intervals. But Fluxes of this Kind are generally of 
fhorter Continuance than thofe arifing from Difor- 
ders of the Stomach. Almoft the fame Thing hap- 
pens, when the black Bile begins to be difcharged 
from the Spleen, or Mefentery, into the Inteftines ; 
but as this Cafe proceeds from a more peccant 
Humour than the former, fo it is cured with pro- 
portionably greater Difficulty. But this Humour

As in all Fluxes, fo alfo ina Lientery, the Dif- 
order is thought to be at an End, when there is no 
longer any Rumbling perceived in the Inteftines, 
and when the Stools are fucceeded by a Difcharge 
of Flatulences.

__ A Dyfeatery is a Difcharge of bloody Stools, ac- 
companied with an Ulcer of the Inteftines, Pain 
and Gripes.

come fomewhat pinguious, and mixed with a 
fmall Quantity of Blood.

All Gripes are generally long continued, and dif- 
cultly cure Ag cater the Patient’s Strength 
is not exhaufted, and if due Care is taken of him, 
he may be reftor’d to his former Health; buat if 
he is weak, and greatly extenuated by the Difeafe, 
or if there is a deep and inveterate Ulcer in the 
‘Inteftines, all Medicines provéineffetinal. When 
fhis-Cafe happens, the Stools are highly fcetid, 
crude, fmooth, of a blackith Colour, and often 
difcharged with a large Quantity of Blood, Gripes 
arifing from black Bile are mortal; as alfo when cer- 
tain Caruncles are difehare’d byStool, or when they 
happen immediately after the Patient is weaken’d 
by a long Difeafe. It is equally bad, when a Sup- 
preilion of the Stools is troublefome to the Patient ; 
when the Diforder is alleviated but a very fhort 
Time by the Stools, and when it begins to be long 


protracted. Nor are thofe Gripes fafe, which | 
appear with a Fever, exceflive Baier vislent and / 
frequent Stools, and an Heat of the Liver, Pree- | 
cordia and Abdomen. ‘Thofe are alfo bad which 


impair the Appetite, exite a Thirft, and produce 


a Loathing of Food. The like Danger is threa-_ 
ten’d, if the Stools are difcharged in the Night 


and Day, when the Patient fleeps as well as wakes; 
if the Appetite is loft, and the Defire of Drinking 
encrealec et ;.if the Difcharse of the Urine is not 
proportion’d to the Quantity of the Liquor drank ; 
if after the Extenuation of the Body the Stools 
foon become black; orif the Diforder is fuc- 
ceeded by a Lientery or Dropfy. When the Stools 
are fupprefs’d at improper Times, Abhfceffes 
are generally form’d about the Ribs, in the Vi- 

{cera and in the Joints. Gripes, when not too long 
_ protracted, are beneficial to thofe labouring under 
_Diforders of the Spleen, but hurtful when they 
Big becoms 
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become inveterate When in Gripes the Blood de: 
tain’d within is concreted, the Abdomen is filled with 
Flatulences, the Extremities foon become cold: 
and at laft the Patient’s Strength and Pulfe fail. 

We now proceed to confider a Lentfaus, whict 
bears a great Affinity to what we commonly cal! 
Gripes, which it often precedes and follows. In 
this Diforder, as well as in Gripes, there is a Pain 
of the Anvs, and a frequent Defire of going ta 
Stool, whilft a mucous Subftance, full of Phlegm, 
and fomewhat bloody, is difcharged, and as the 
Ulcer of the LInteftinum: ReGum is encreafed, ag 
purclent Matter is eliminated. In this Difordernt 

‘it fometimes happens, that the Excrements re-. 
femble undigefted Aliments. When pregnant Wo-. 
‘men are feiz’d with a Tenefmus, ‘it frequently pro-. 
duces a Mifcarriage. "This Diforder is eafily cur’d,, 
and of itfelf rarely proves mortal, efpecially if the: 
Patient is free from a F ever, and retains his ‘natural | 
Appetite for Food. A Tenefmus happening in the: 
Autumn is generally contagious, and for the mot: 
part terminates in Gripes; and as this Cafe is ge- 
herally dangerous in Adults, fo it proves mortal] | 
to Children. An inveterate and long continued

fion; or when it proceeds from Phiegm, it ends 
ina Pain of the Colon: But if it proceeds from 
Bile, it is generally fucceeded by Gripes. A ne- 
‘gle&ted, or ill treated Tenefmus often leaves behind 
it a fordid and purulent Ulcer, which degenerates 
into a Fiftula, not to be cured without the greatelt 
Difficulty. i 2 
That. Diforder of the Zcum, which we com- 
monly call the Mac Paffion, is known by the fol-- 
lowing Signs: There is an -highly acute Pain, 
fometimes above and at other ‘Times below the 
Navel ; in either of which Parts an Inflammation 
happens. There is a Tumor prominent in fuch 
a 
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amanner, that the affected Inteftine feems to be 
twifted about like a Chord. The Paflage of the 
-Excrements is fo obftru&ted and block’d up, that 
a Clyfler neither afcends, nor do the Aliments 
defcend, nor can any Flatulences be difcharged 
by the Anus. Every thing being therefore thrown 
upwards, a frequent Vomiting is excited, both of 
Bile and Phlegm. this Vomiting is preceded by. 
an exceflive Naufea, Erudiations, and a preterna- 
tural Humidity of the Stomach. ‘The Refpiration 
becomes Gifficult, and whatever Aliments or Drink 
are taken into the Stomach, are foon after vomited 
up impure and fcetid, becaufe they cannot pafs 
into the Inteftines. The Aliments are generally 
thrown up by Vomit, without any Foeces, when 
the fuperior Part of the {mall Inteftine 1s affected. 
But if the Seat of the Difeafe is a little lower, the 
Vomiting is fucceeded by. the Excrements. In 
both Cafes this Symptom happens when the Jiil- 
order is violent, fometimes Worms are vomited 
up, the Urine is difcharged with Difficulty, the 
Vomiting is continual, and the Anus fo braced up, 
that the Point of a Probe cannot enter it. Latt 
of all, not only the Mouth, and Erudtations, but 
alfo the whole Body become feetid, and fwelled 5 
The Patient is affeted with an Hiccuvp, Delirium, | 
and Convulfions. ‘There is alfo a cold Sweat, a 
Refrigeration of the Extremities, a Trembling of 
the Heart, and a Syncope, all which are the Fore- 
runners of infallible Death. This is the moft acute 
of all-the Diforders incident to the Inteftines, and 
proves mortal, if it isnot terminated within feven 
Days. It is mofl familiar to Children, though 
it rarely feizes Adults, but proves mortal when it 
does. In this Diforder frequent Vomitings, and 
Deafnefs, are bad. Recovery may be expected if 
a purgative Medicine begins to produce a Dif- 
charge of the Foeces, efpecially if other good and 
‘ laudable 
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laudable Signs concur. There is alfo generally lefs 
Danger, when the Pain changes its Seat, than 
when it remains fixed in one Part. <p 
Not unlike to this laft Diforder are Gripes in 
the Inteftinum Colon. In this Difeafe there is a 
violent Pain and Inflation of the whole Abdomen, 
efpecially on the Right Side, where this Inteftire 
begins, whence it runs to the Left, in the Form of 
a Zone or Girdle. This Pain then of the Colon, 
is about the Kidneys and Back, above and be- 
low the Navel, poffeffing a great Part of the Ab- 
domen, fometimes in the Right, and at other 
Times in the Left Side. But the Pain is entirely 
wandering and uncertain, if the Diforder arifes 
from Flatulences, which produce a rumbling 
Noife, and, being clofe pent up, can neither be 
diicharged from the Mouth nor Anus. ‘There fre- 


‘quently happens a fixed Pain of the Colon, which 


is neither mitigated by EruCations, nor a Dif- 
charge of Flatulences. In this Cafe the Inteftine 
itfelf feems, as it were, perforated by a Piercer, and 
the Refpiration is almoft deftroy’d. Amidft thefe 
Symptoms a frequent Vomiting is excited, in 
which a pituitous, various, porracious or erugi- 


nous Matter is thrown up. But.this Species of the 


‘Diforder generally arifes from a thick, and, as it 
were, vitreous Phlegm. In both Kinds. of the 
Difeafe, it is common for the Patients to lofe their 
Appetite, efpecially for {weet and pinguious Ali- 
ments. ‘The Stomach is continually, as it were, 
punGured. There is alfo a violent Thirft, and 
a Defire of Drinking Water, which, when drank 
copiouly, does not however extinguifh the Thirft. 
-Eradiations alfo happen, and are fometimes check’d 
juft as they are about to be made. The Patient 
is fo coftive that he cannot fo much as difcharge 
the leaft Flatulence by the Anus; and if any Ex- 
crements are dijcharged, either fpontaneouily, or 
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by Means of Art, they are either dry, like Sheeps 
Dung, or light, Tike Oxes Dung, and fo full of 
Flatulences as to fwim on Water. The Urine, 
on Account of the exceffive Pain, becomes bilious, 
and a Retention of it is brought on when the 
Kidneys are affefted. But when the Diforder is 
- moft violent, cold Sweats arife, and the Pattent is 
affected with a frequent Hiccup, a Delirium, 
Convulfions, a Refrigeration of the Extremities, 
and a Syncope. But it is a good Sign, when 
the Excrements are not too long retain’d ; 
when the Pain is changed, and alfo intermits ; 
when the Patient is eafed after the Difcharge of 
the Foeces, or Flatulences; when he refts well, 
and refpires eafily during the whole Courfe of the 
Diforder. A Colic often terminates in a Pally, 
the Gout, the Epilepfie, the Dropfy, and fome- 
times, in the Iliac Paffion, and that within the 
feventh Day. But the Iliac Paffion is to be 
diftinguifhed from the Colic by fome Marks, 
 Diforders then of the fmall Inteftines, have all their 
Symptoms more violent than thofe of the Colic: — 
In both, the Patients are coftive, and afflicted with 
exceflive Pains, and frequent Vomitings. When 
the fall Inteftines, which are highly fenfible, are | 
affected, the Pain is more intenfe, and fooner ’ 
. proves mortal; fo that the Iliac Paffion is a Dil- 
order of the acute Kind, whereas a Colic may be 
long protracted : Befides, in the Iliac Pafhon, 
the Pain wanders more in the Right or Left Side, 
reaches upwards from the Navel, and is rather 
renew’d by Medicines taken by the Mouth than 
by Clyfters injeCted. ‘The Stomach is alfo more 
fabverted, anda Delirium, cold Sweats, and a Syn- 
cope happen more readily than in a Colic, A Pain 
of the Kidneys, anda Colic, both agree and difa- 
gree in a great many Signs, fo that unlefs Gravele 
Stones are evacuated with the Urine, ere 
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of the Kidneys are often taken for Co/ics, even by 
Skilful and fagacious Phyficians. But thefe twoo 
Diforders may be diftinguifhed by the following: 
Marks: Ina Colic, the Naufea, Vomiting, andi 
Loathing of Food are more violent, and the Pain 
generally begins from the inferior Part of the Rightt 
Side, and afcends upwards to the Left. ‘The Paim 
of the Colic alfo feems to wander about throughi 
all the Parts of the Abdomen, being fometimess 
more violent in one Place than in.another. Butt 
the Pain in the Kidneys is generally fix’d, though 
it fometimes affects the Coccendix, or Teiticle, oft 
the Side affected. The Pain alfo genera ly feizess 
fome of the Sides near the Kidneys... 
Tho’ nephritic Pains remit, by Means of Cly-- 
fters, and a Difcharge of Flatulences, yet the: 
Remiffion is not fo perfect as ina Cc/ic. Befides,, 
in nephritic Diforders, the Urine is at firft thin,, 
{mall in Quantity, aqueous, and fometimes totally; 
fupprefs’d. Some Time after, it is difcharged mores 
copioufly and feemingly thick, fandy and frothy.. 
This Urine may therefore indicate the Kind of the: 
Difeafe, becaufe, fometimes a Colic, efpecially a-- 
rifing from a-peccant Phlegm, may remain fixed int 


: - one Place: But as nephritic Pains are alleviated by’ 
_ a Difcharge of Sand along with the Urine, fo the: 


Pain of the Co/ic is abated by the Difcharge of the: 
cold Humour by Stool. It is to be obferved, that: | 
nephritic Pains are familiar to many, whereas the: 
Colic is not fo univerfal. Befides, the legitimate: 
Kind of Colic, which fucceeds the Caufes off 
Phlegm, or Flatulences, there is alfo another ari-. 
fing from an acrid State of the Bile. In this Cafe.

There is a Pulfation internally, near the Seat of 

the Diforder. A Thirft arifes, as alfo a Naufea 

and Vomiting, efpecially of bilious Matter, by 

which however, the Pains are not. alleviated. 

‘There is alfo a total Suppreflion of the Stools, and 
fometimes a Retention of Urine. 

It has been obferved by fome celebrated Prac Pains of the 
titioners, that violent Pains are alfo incident to the Peritoneum. 
Peritonzum, or at leaft to thofe Membranes which 
line the Abdomen and Belly. Tho’ thefe Pains are 
not of the colical Kind, yet becaufe they are equal- 
ly violent, almot refemble them, and have their 
Seats at no great Diftance from each other, we {hall 
alfo confider them on this Occafion. As the 
former then are violent, fo they are alfo long pro- 
tracted, and are not alleviated by the Medicines 
appropriated to the Colic, whether Fomentations, 
Clyfters, or Medicines given inter rnally. They ge- 
nerally fucceed long Fevers, and fuch bilious Difor -— 
ders as are not eafily terminated. Thefe Pains 
have alfo been frequently obferved critically to ter- 
minate in continual, Tertian and Quartan Fevers, 
but in fuch a Manher, as to be, fora long Time 
after, encreafed, on the Day on which the Accef- 
fion of the Fever ufed to happen. 

The Worms generated in the human Body, are Worms, 
not all of one Form; fince fome are long and round, 
others fhort and flat, like the Seeds of a Gourd, 
whilft others are {mall and round, and thefe laft are 
called Afcarides. ‘The Marks common to the two 
firft Species are thefe following : During Sleep the

difcharged 
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difcharged from the Glands of the Mouth, whic: 
» the Patient feems to fwallow as if he was eating 
_ fomething. When he is awake, he is aflifted witt. 
an itching of the Noftrils, and a violent ‘Thirftt 
which is not alleviated by drinking. Sometimer 
the Abdomen is diftended with a Flatulence whicl 
produces a murmuring Noife, and violent Gripess 
It is alfo frequently fo inflated as if the Patient laa 
bour’d under a Tympany. Sometimes alfo Lientes 
ries, Catarais, Palenefs of the Countenance, and colé 
and fetid Sweats happen. The Patient alfo fre: 
“quently becomes delirious, but does not in this Cafit 
gather Straws, as in acute Fevers, nor is he afflictee 
with a violent Head-Ach. Sometimes the Worm: 
are difcharged from the Mouth, fometimes from the 
Anus, and at others from the Noftrils. They are 
alfo more troublefome to the Patient in the Nighi 
than in the Day. By Hunger they creep upwardss, 
in which Cafe they vellicate the Inteftines, Pras 
cordia and Stomach, and bring on Deliquiemss, 
Suffocations, Tremors, Epilepfies, or even a Syn: 
cope, by a Concurrence of which Symptomas 
Children are frequently cut off. Befides thefée 
Symptoms, Worms have been frequently found tco 
produce Colics, canine Hunger, a Boulimy, aned 
Palpitations of the Heart. ‘The long Worms ares, 
for the moft part, generated in the {mall Inte+- 
flines, which they vellicate by their Bites whem 
hungry. Sometimes alfo, they afcendto the Sto-. 
mach, in which Cafe they excite a Pain, Naufea), 
and Vomiting, together with an Hiccup, and aa 
dry Cough, which recurs at fhort Intervals. Theyy 
alfo render the Deglutition difficult when theyy 
arrive at the Stomach. Amidft thefe Symptoms: 
fome wake with a Shrick, jump out of Bed, andi 
immediately after fall” afleep. Others, duringy 
their Sleep, thruft out their Tongues, gnafh theirr 
Teeth, {peak unaccountable Things, and tofs theirr 
Bodiess 
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Bodies into various Poftures. Children alfo form—~ 

their Mouths in fuch a Manner as if they were 

holding the Nipple, or feemed to eat fomething. 

cay Pacer alfo have their Eyes and Cheeks 
red, but this Rednefs is foon after converted into - 

alivid Colour. The Pulfe is unequal, obfcure,~—— 

defective and recurrent. In fome the corrupted _ 
Aliments are difcharged by Stool, the Abdomen 

becomes sammie With FlabaIoneess” and the reft of 

the Body is extenuated without any apparent Caufe. 

‘Ifa Fever happetis, it increafes without any régu - 

lar or certain Order, and recurs three or four 

Times every Day or Night, with a confiderable 

Refrigeration of the Extremities. Long Worms 

are lefs dangerous, but more frequent, than fach 

as are broad, efpecially from the Patient’s Infancy, 

to the Years of Puberty. But tho’ broad Worms, 

generated in the Inteftinum Ccecum, or the Cells 

of the Colon, produce many Symptoms alfo fami- 

liar to the long Worms, yet they have this Difad. 

vantage, that by their continual Gnawing they 

fatigue the Patient, and induce an infatiable Hun- 

ger; as foon as the Aliments are taken they forth- 

with eat them up, after which they begin afrefh 

to gnaw the Inteftines. TThefe frequently cohere ——- 

with each other in a kind of long and furprifing 

Chain or Series. When a Patient labours under 

the {mall Worms, called Afcarides, there is an 


pee ammo the Anus and Rectum, from 
which they alfo fometimes crawl out along the 


Buttocks and Thighs. ‘They are often obferved 
in the Stools, which Circumitance is alfo frequent 
in Adults. Amidft thefe Symptoms, there isa 
continual Defire of going to Stool, after which 
the Patient is fomewhat relieved. But Worms of 
all Kinds are moft incident to Children, efpecially 
if they abound with Crudities, and have, for a 
long ‘Time before lived on bad Aliments, fuch as 
~ Cheele and Summer-Fruit. :

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Hemorrhoids We now come to confider that Diforder of the 
Anus, in which the Veins, diftributed through it, 
difcharge large Quantities of Blood. this Diforder ’ 
is known by the Name of Hemorrhoids. As the 
Blood convey’d to thefe Parts is fometimes not 
evacuated in the ufual Manner, fo thefe are called. 
Blind Hemorrhoids, which cannot be feen, and are 
accompanied with a violent Pain of the Anus, 
efpecially when the Excrements are extreamly hard. 
This Pain is fo violent as to produce an Inflamma- 
tion of the Anes But when the Hemorroids are 
open, the Blood is always difcharged by an Effort 
trade for that Purpofe, efpecially after the laft 
Stool. It is alfo_fometimes fpontaneoufly evacu- 
ated. This Blood, when apart from other Sub- 
ftances, is at firft melancholic, then pure and red, 
and fometimes, when it concretes in the Rectum, 
it is difcharged in the Form of aredGrume. This 
Blood alfo differs from that difcharged from the 
Mefentery, the Liver, or any of the other fuperior 
Parts; for that from the Mefentery is in a {mail 
Quantity; that from the Liver is not pure Blood, 
bat retcm.bles Water in which new killed -Flefh 
has been wafh’d; and the Blood fowin from a 
Rupture of the Veins of the {uperior Parts 1s black, 

arch’d, and refembling Tar. The external He- 
morrhoids are confpicuous on the Anus; but in 
thofe which are within, the Blood is difcharged al-_ 
moft without any Pain, or Tumor, and without 
being in the leaft mixed-with the Excrements. If 
the hemorrhoidal Difcharge is exceflive, it is ac- 
companied with imminent Danger; for the Fa- 
tient’s Strength is exhaufted, and his lively Colour 
‘lott. He is afli@ed with a Heavine(s in his Thighs, 
and an excefive Weakneis in his Legs. When the 
Blood difcharg’d is no longer black and thick, but. 
pure ani red, the neceflary Stores of Nature are 
exhauited.” When the Difeafe is inveterate, it lays 
a 
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a Foundation fora Dropfy. Nolefs dangerous is a 
_ Suppreffion of the Hemorrhoids, in thofe who are 
-.hgt weaken’d by them, or have them as a necef- 
“fary Evacuation, father than asa Difeafe ; for os 
this Cafe, the Matter regurgitating to the Precordia; 
er Vitcera, produces very fudden and terrible Dit-| 
orders, efpecially a Dropfy, or a Confumption. 
‘Hence I’m of Opinion, that Hzppocrates was in the 
Right when, in order to cure the Hemorrhoids, he 
- faid, that one of the feveral Veins affected fhould be 
left open. “Lhofe in whom the Hemorrhoids flow 
-Mmaturely are not generally afflicted with Pleurifies, 
Inflammations of the.Lungs, phagedenic Ulcers, 
‘the Leprofy, the Vitiligo, Melancholly and Quar- 
tan Fevers. But thefe Diforders generally feize 
thofe who have had the Hemorrhoids unfeafonably 
cured. It is a good Sign, when the Hemorrhoids 
appear, in melancholic Patients, Diforders of the 
Kidneys, and Madnefs. An Eruption of the Men. 
- fes, and an Hemorrhage from the Nofe, are alfo 
good Signs in exceflive Retenfions of the Hemor- 
rhoids. 
The Anus is fometimes feiz’d with an Inflam- y,¢ya.na- 
mation, efpecially when fevere Riding has pre- tion of ihe 
ceeded, or if the Blind Hemorrhoids have excited Aaus. 
an intenfe Pain in it. In this Cafe the Stools are, 
on Account of the Tumor, difficultly difcharged, 
and fometimes totally retain’d for feveral Days. 
‘There is, in the Part affected, an intenfe Pain, ~- 
which is exafperated by Compreffion, and the 
Efforts to difcharge, the Excrements. Tohis 
Diforder fometimes induces a_ gentle Fever, 
efpecially if the Foeces have been retain’d fora 
long Time. Abfcefies, generated from Inflamma- 
mations of this Kind, mot generally break into 
the Cavity of the Inteftinuin Re@um, and becom- 
ing fordid Ulcers, difcharge the Pus. 
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The Ulcers of this Kind, on Account of the 
Nature.of the Place, are foon converted into Pic 
ftula’s, which afterwards difficultly yield to Re- 
medies, but flow for a long Time after the Pain is 
mitigated, and difcharge Pus before the firit Stool, 
or if the Pus is evacuated in the Middle of the 
Stools, it is not mixed with the Excrements. 

We now ‘proceed to confider the Marks. of 
Wounds,: made in the whole Paflage of the Ali- 
ments from the Mouth to the Anus. When the 
Gullet therefore is wounded, neither Aliments 
nor Drink can: be iwallowed, but are forth- 
with vomited up. The Patient is alfo feiz’d with 
an Hiceup, a Deliquium, and fometimes a Con- 
valfion, When the Stomach is wounded, an Hie- 
cup and frequent Vomiting of the Bile happen, 
the Aliments and Drink are forthwith voinited 
up, the Pulle becomes languid, and gentle Sweats 
arife on the Refrigerated Extremities, all which 
Symptoms are fucceeded by Death. The Signs . 
common fo Wounds ef the Stomach and fmall In- 


_teftines, are for the Aliments and Drink. to be 


convey’d through the Wounds of the refpedive 
Parts into the Cavity of the Abdomen, after which

‘This 'Tu- 

mor, then, prefles upon the Inteftines, and proves 

the Caufe of fome Degree of Coftivenefs ; but this 

does not hold true of a Tumor of the Mufcles of 

the Abdomen, nor of the Fat prominent on that 

Part; neither of which affed the -Inteftines. 

The ;Fat may be felt by the Hand, and 
diftinguifhed from the Abdominal Mufcles, which, 

when feized with a Tumor, are perceived by the 

firft Touch, and are always pain’d when comprefs’d. 

The Tumor of the Abdominal Mufcles, is alfo 
prominent externally, may be perceived by a gentle 

Touch, and.is of an oblong Figure, like-that of 

the Mufculus Re&tus of the Abdomen, 

The Mefentery is alfo fometimes feized with an Faflamma- 
Inflammation, in which Cafe there is a Senfe of of the Me- 
Weight within, without any manifeit Pain ; a gentle fentery- 
Fever, without any violent Symptoms, arifes, fo 
that the Patient can go about his ufual Bufinefs. 

In the Beginning of the Inflammation, a red Sanies 
is difcharged by Stool; but when the Abfcefs is 
form’d; a white Pus is evacuated, moit frequently 
mixed with the Excrements, but often difcharged 
in large Quantities, without any Admixture, efpe- 
cially if the Seat of the Difeafe lies near the 
{mall Inteftines. It is certain, that this Kind of 
Pus flows from the Mefentery alone, becaufe Pus 
cannot be convey’d from other Parts without

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Pain, an Admixture of fome-other Matter, or a vi- 
olent Fever. | 

Intemperay =We now proceed to treat of Diforders of the 
Te of the Vivee which are various and worth our greatett 
sees Attention. If the Liver then, is intenfely hot, 
tho’ Hunger is highly prejudicial, yet the Appetite, 
efpecially for Flefh, isloft. There is alfo a frequent 
and violent Thirft. The whole of the Patient’s 
Body. is hot, but efpecially the Palms of his Hands 
and the Soles of his Feet, which Parts, if Dry- 
nefs concurs, become dry; but if Humidity, 
moift. But generally the Symptoms contrary to 
thefe appear, if the Liver, which rarely happens, 
labours urder a cold Intemperature. But if any 
Matter is added to the Intempe-ature of the Qua- 
lities, (which happens when thefe continue long) 
and if the Liver is afflicted with Heat, Bile, 
is now and then evacuated by Vomit or Stool, and 
is at firft thin and pale, but afterwards thick, yel- 
low and fetid. Amidft thefe Symptems the Mouth 
becomes bitter, and a more violent Thirft and 
Lofs of Appetite arife. Sometimes alfo a Fever is 
excited which is generally an Intermittent of the 
"Tertian or uncertain Kind ; or ifthe Subftance of ’ 
the Liver is totally vitiated, it is a flow Fever, by 
which, in procefs of Time the Body is gradually 
waited. When the Diforder proceeds from a cold 
Humour, the Stools are neither frequent nor co- 
pious, but without a fetid Smell, and without any 
confiderable Degree of a preternatnral Colour ; 
A Tertian Fever is in this Cafe rare ; the Body is 
by no Mcans extenuated ; and the Signs contrary 
to thofe before enumerated, may evince the Na- 
tare and Quality of the Diforder. When a Pati- 

Weaknels of ent labours under an Imbecility or Weaknefs of the 

the Liver, Liver, the Diforder is principally and eafily known 
by a Change of Colour in the Body, but efpeci- — 
| ~ : ally 
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ally in the Countenance and Stools ; for in this 
Cafe the Countenance becomes fad, pale and green- 
ifh. Befides, if the Liver is weakened by the Pro- - 
tration of the Diforder, the Stools are liquid like 
Cream, tho’ at the fame Time, neither the Sto- 
mach nor Mefentery feem to be apparently affected ; 
for if the Stomach is difordered, the Stools have 
hardly any Signs of Concoétion, but if the Liver 
is affected, various other Symptoms of a dubious 
Nature may arife from a Flux of the Belly. In 
this Cafe the Diforder is called an bepatic Flux, 
during which the Stools are fanious and fomewhat 
bloody, like the Water in which new-killed Flefh 
has been wathed ; but in procefs of Time the Stools - 
are varied, according to the different Intempera- 
tures of the Liver ; for when that Organ js in- 
tenfely hot, in confequence of this Heat, a feculent 
thick, and melancholic Blood is difcharged by 
Stool, and at laft a black Bile. Amidft thefe Symp- 
toms, there is a Colliquation of the whole Juices, 
‘a Fever arifes, a Thirft and Loathing of Food af- 
fic the Patient ; the Pulfe is alfo quick and the 
Urine bilious. But if without any preternatural ig Stools 
Heat, the Liver is weak, and on that Account in’? apne! 
fome Meafure deprived of its retentive Facultv, of ibe Liwey 
the Stools confift of a Blood, which is flimy and 
as it were concreted into Grumes. Neither are 
they continual nor copious, tho’ at fometimes more 
copious than at others. They are alfo diverfified 
with various Colours, but never very fetid. The 
Diforder is long protracted and begins without a 
Fever, tho? a languid Fever fometimes arifes, 
when the Blood is putrified in the Liver. Befides, 
the Drynefs of the Parts renders the Stools eva- 
cuated thick and parched, whereas their Humidity 
makes them thin and more diluted. Hepatic 
Stools, in which the Excrements are bloody, are ea- 
fily diftinguifhed from thofe difcharged in Gripes, 
fince 
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fince in this laft Cafe the Blood is not only fmall ini 
Quantity, but alfo evacuated with Pain, Corrofion, , 
Strigments and at fhort Intervals. But when the: 
Liver is affected, bloody Stools are difcharged| 
without Pain and Strigments, and that copioufly’ 
and at longer Intervals, fuch as two, and fometimes: 
three Days. If Blood is difcharged by Stool, in: 
confequence of the Rupture ofa Vein internally,, 
the Blood coming from the inferior Parts, is gene-- 
rally pure and not very black ; but if it proceeds: 
from the fuperior Parts, it is black, tho’ it tingess 
Linen with a red Colour, by which Mark it may’ 
be diftinguifhed from black Bile. If on account: 
of a Wound in fome large Veffel, or the Sup-- 
preflion of fome ufual and neceflary Evacuation, , 
Elood is difcharged by Stool, it is pure, evacuated | 
faddenly in a large Quantity, quickly ceafes,, 
and recurs at long Intervals. But the Blood fiow-. 
ing from an Ulcer of the Liver, is at firft very fmall| 
in Quantity, and gradually difcharged with a large: 
Quantity of virulent and. turbid Pus. ‘There is: 
alfo a flight Pain about the Region of the Liver,, 
and fome Marks of fuch an Ulcer appear before. 

An Inflammation of the Liver, which produces fa- . 
nious and bloody Stools, is alfo to be known by’ 
its proper and peculiar Marks. Hence the Diffe-. 
rence between hepatick bloody Stools, and thefe: 
laf{i{ mentioned, are fufhciently obvious. In a. 
Weaknefs of the Liver the Blood is often fpon- 

taneoufly difcharged from the Noftrils, the Ute-. 
rus, or the hemorrhoidal Veins, or by Spit. This 
Diforder, by being long protracted, terminates in, 
a Cachexy or Dropfy ; but if black Bile is dif- 


. charged by Stool before thefe Diforders appear, 


we may conclude that the Patient will foon die. 
‘To this we may alfo refer that Weaknefs of the 
Liver in which, tho’ it is fufficiently retentive, it 
yet weakly concotts, and imperfectly aerate 

ood, 
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Blood. Hence, in this Diforder, Cradities of the 
Humours are produced, then the Feet, and laft of all 
the other Parts of the Body become tumid. This 
Species of Diforder is very frequent to thofe who 
‘are recovering from chronical Difeafes, or who 
are weaken’d by Dropfies, hard Tumors of the 
Liver or Spleen, or by a Jaundice. 

It is fuficiently obvious that none of the Vifcera Obfrusion 
are fo fubje&t to ObftruGtions as the Liver. An of the Liver. 
Obftruction then of this Organ, may be known by 

a Weight and Diftenfion in the Parts about the | 
Liver, efpecially when the Patient ufes any Exer- 
eife immediately after Meals. There is an obfcure 
Pain, though without any Tumor or Fever. In 
this Diforder, the Colour of the Countenance is 
unfeemly, and the Refpiration is fometimes diffi- 
cult, efpecially if the Patient walks faft, or afcends 
arifing Ground. The Urine is thin, diluted, and 
aqueous. If the flat Part of the Liver is obftruéted, 
the Stools are liquid, -like Cream, copious, and 
fometimes bloody: But if the gibbous Portion of 
the Liver is affeted, the Stools are hard and dry ; 
and if both thefe Parts are affected, the Stools are 
fometimes dry, and fometimes Liquid. Obftruc- 
tions of this Organ generally lay a Foundation for 
violent Diforders, fuch as Infammations, fcirrhous 
Tumors, Dropfies, Fevers, Atrophies, or danger- 
ous Fluxes. 
- When an ObftruGion of the Liveris long protraQ- Scirrbus of 
ed, there is frequently form’d in it an infenfible hard the Liver. 
Tumor, commonly called a Scirrhus. This Tumor, 
eircum{cribed by the Situation and Figure of the 
Liver, always refifts the Touch, and is entirely free 
from Pain, unlefs when prefs’d hard. It.is more 
eaiily felt when the Patient lies on his right Side 
than when he hes on his Back.; for in this latter 
Poiture the Tumor cannot be diftinguifh’d without 
Preffure. It is alfo more eafily diftinguith’d before 
a

Liver. 
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a Dropfy begins, and wlen there is but a {mail 
Quantity of Fat in the Abdomen. ‘The Patiern 
always lies more commodioufly on his right thau 
on his left Side. The Countenance is of an obfeun 
Colour, the Refpiration is difficult, and the Appee 
tite languid. Immediately after Meals the Patiem 
is oppreffed, but better after they are digeftedd 
When the Diforder is inveterate, the Jaw Bonee 
are in fome Meafure relaxed, a {maller Quantitt 
of Urine is evacuated, and at laft the whole Abb 
domen, Thighs and Legs become tumid, whili 
the Breait and Shoulders are extenuated. In thii 
Cate a Dropfy, becaufe not guarded againft, at firri 
begins to be form’d and at laft renders the Patiem 
irrecoverable. It is equally terrible, when a feirr 
rnous ‘Tumor of the Liver lays a Foundatien foo 
the Jaundice, or when this latter gives Rife to th. 
former; for in this Cafe an Afcites is brought om 
But when a cold Humour, long impaéted in: tha 
Liver lays the Foundation for a {cirrhous ‘Tumerr 
the Diforder-is generally long protracted, withow 
any great Incommodity ; or if it is changed inte 
any Species of Dropfy, it frft appears as a Cachexyy 
and then as a Leucophlegmatia. . : 
When the Liver is infamm’d, the Patient is aff- 
fli€ted with an ardent and acute Fever; there is: 
‘Tumor form’d in the right Precordium, accomi 
panied with a Pain which extends to the fpurious 
Ribs of the fame Side. There is alfo a flight, free 
quent, and dry Cough, a Difficulty of Breathing», 
an intenfe ‘Thirit, and a Loathing of Food. Then 
the ‘Tongue becomes rough, and covered with aa 
vifcid Matter, which is firft yellow, and thera 
blackifh. There is alfo a frequent Hiccup, ag 
Nanufea, and Vomiting of unmix’d Bile, which iss 
fomeétimes ctiamiate an, when the Diforder iss 
very violent, black. This Humour is alfo fome-- 
times fo violently difcharged by Stool,. as to excitee 
Gripes..

that of a Perfon labouring under a Jaundice. Some 
under a violent Acceffion, are delirious, and dif- 
“Charge an highly acrid Urine. When the gibbous 
Part of the Liver is affected, the Tumor may be felt, 
and {ometimes feen on the right Hypochondrium. 
Soon after this the Cough becomes more frequent, 
and the Difficulty of Breathing greater; the Pain 
not only affects the fpurious Ribs, but alfo reaches 
the Throat and Shoulder of the fame Side. “Some- 
times alfo the right Hand is diftorted. The Senfe 
of Weight in the affected Pat is alfo greater, and 
the Quantity of the Urine {maller. But when the 


Tumor is large, no Urine can be difcharged, and 


the Hiccup is lefs, and happens more rarely ; the 
whole Skin aflumes a preternatural Colour; lying 
on the right Side is incommodious, fince by this 
Means the Part affected is more prefs’d, and con- 
fequently becomes more painful. When the In- 
flammation principally affects the Concave Part 
of the Liver, the Senfe of Weight is lefs, but the 


Loathing of Food, Naufea, and bilious Vomiting | 


are more violent, and the Patient is almof fuffo- 
cated by the Hiccup. At this Junture the Tongue 
becomes blacker, the bilious Stools are more fre- 
quent, and the Patient is feiz’d with a Refrigera- 
Gor of te-texttemiies, and Syncoee jhe Te allo 
render’d more uneafy by lying on the left Side. 
An Inflammation of this Part of the Liver is fafer 
than that which feizes the gibbous Part of it. This 
latter Species of Inflammation is removed by Sweat, 
Urine, or an Hemorrhage from the Nofe, whereas 
the former is carried off by Sweat, Stools, and 


Vomiting. Thefe are the Signs ofa violent In- 


fammation of the Liver. But fometimes, as I 
have learn’d from Experience, the Inflammation 
of this Organ is fo flight and fmall, that Pain, 
7 Weight, 
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Weight, and even the whole of the Difeafe, are 
rather to be difcover’d by the greater Refpiration: 
than by the Touch. In this Cafe all the Symp»- 
toms are milder, and the Diforder itfelf is oftern 
protracted for feveral Months. Jn all Inflamma:- 
tions of the Liver, Fluxes. of. the Belly.

Lying upon any Part of the Body is uneafy, andd 
the Patient is irregularly, and without any certaim 
Caufe, feized with Horrors, which are foon fuc:- 
ceeded by intenfe Heat. When the Pus is form’d), 
the Pain and Heat are diminifhed, but the Patientt 
becomes far weaker, as is obvious from the free. 
quent, fmall and languid Pulfe, and from: thee 
Deliquiums. When, in Confequence of thee 
Rupture of the Ablcets, the Pus is difcharg’d), 
thefe Deliquiums become more frequent, and_al.- 
moft degenerate into a Syncope, in which Cafee 
hardly any Patient has his Life preferved. But iff 
Lite thould, on this Occafion,. ftill Temain, the Pugs 
is fometimes difcharged by Stool, fometimes by: U-- 
rine, and fometinnes of by Vomit. It alfo fome-- 
times, tho’ rarely happens, that when the Liver iss 
corroded, the Pus falls into the Cavity of the Ab-- 
domen, and produces a fatal Dropfy, in which thee 
Abdomen is manifeftly tumid, and the Groin andd 
Pubes labour under an exceflive Senfe of Weight.

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If an Ulcer is form’d in the Liver it can never be 
cured, but gradually confumes the Patient, in 
_ which Cafe the Stools are fumetimes putrid and 
-fanious, and at other Times fomewhat bloody, 
' refembling a colliquated cadaverous Subftance. 
‘The Urine is alfo mix’d with a fanious Matter, 
efpecially if the gibbous or convex Part of the 
Liver is affected. 


The whole Subftance of the Liver, as well as — 


of the Lungs may alfo be corrupted, in Confe- 


quence of which, the Patient is gradually wafted 


away. ‘This Diforder arifes and encreafes by De- 
grees, fo that it does not at firft confine the Patient 
-to his Bed, but allows him to go about his Bufinefs, 
In this Cafe no Fever is perceived, but as the 
~Diforder encreafes, a flow Fever, like that de- 
f{erib’d in the firft Book, arifes. There is neither 
-an exceffive Thirft, nor a Tumor in the Hypo- 
chondrium. ~The Patient is exceflively fond of 
ftrong rich Wine, and has as great an Averfion 
to Flefh, efpecially when hot.. He is feiz’d with 
a Languor, both of the Body and Mind, and 
- with a Deliquium ; and when the Diforder be- 
comes violent, a cold Sweat breaks out, under 
which the Patient dies. 
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_ The Spleen is more frequently than the Liver Tors of 
fubje& to Tumors, both of the foft and hard Kind, the Spleeite 


In this Cafe, the Refpiration is frequent and diffi- 
cult, efpecially in thofe who run, ufe violent Exer- 
tife, or lie on their right Side. The Appetite 
generally remains, but the Aliments are ill con. 
cotted: Hence are produced a Flatulency, a large 
Quantity of Saliva in the Mouth, and a Rumblin 
in the left Hypochondrium, whilft a great deal of 
Flatulences are difeharg’d by the Mouth and Anus. 
Sometimes the Matter of the Difeafe is fo cor- 
rupted and malignant, as to affect the whole Body 
either with a Cachexy ora Jaundice, Under this 
: N Cachexy 
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Cachexy the Mouth is ill-fmell’d, and the Gums} 
are corroded, and recede from the Teeth ; the: 
Parts below the inferior Eye-lids become tumid, , 
and an Hemorrhage happens from fome Part, , 
efpecially from the Noftrils. When the Aliments; 
are concocting, a certain acid Matter is vomited| 
up, though in this Diforder the Vomiting is always) 
difficult. The Patient is moft generally colftive, , 
the left Part of the Abdomen becomes tenfe, and a; 
Swelling of the Legs happens towards the Even-. 
ing. ‘The Colour of the Countenance is « b{cure: 
and unfeemly, and during Sleep the Patient has: 
turbulent and unaccountable Dreams. But if there: 
is no Hemorrhage, nor an ill Smell of the Mouth, 
Uicers break out in the Legs, which either cannot: 
be cured at all,..or, with the greateft Difficulty, , 
brought to cicatize. When there is a {cirrhous 
‘Tumor of the SPleen form’d, it fometimes only 
affects the Subitance of that Organ, being circum. 
icribed by its Figure and Situation, whereas at 
ether Times it is extended. through the whole left 
Hypochondrium. This {cirrhous Tumor of the 
Spleen latts longer, is harder, and attended with 
more violent Symptoms than that whichis foft. The 
Colour of the Patient is fo effetual for difcovering 
Liforders of the Spleen and Liver, that fome Phy- 
ficians can from it difcern them without the Touch. 
‘Tumors of the Spleen are moft incident to thofe who - 
have been often blooded, and who have labour’d: 
under wandering and irregular Fevers, efpecially of | 
the peftilential Kind: But {cirrhous Temors of the. 
Spleen are longer protra€ted, though lefs dangerous 
than thofe of the Liver. If in fcirrhous Tumors of 


' the Spleen the Fect become tumid, a Dropfy is ap- 


proaching. It isadangerous Sign, when Medicines 
are of no Effect, as alfo when the Urine is long: 
thin and aqueous : Short Gripes are beneficial, and 
olten terminate the Diforder; but when they are 


long 
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long protracted they prove injurious, and when they 
_ degenerate into a Lientery or Dropfy, no Medi- 
cines can preferve the Patient. All Tumors of the 
- Spleen are at firft difficultly cured, but if they are 
long protracted, they either cannot be cured at all, 
‘or not without the greateft Difficulty, » When the 
Tumor of the Spleen decreafes, it is a falutary 
Sign, when the Urine, lofing its aqueous Colour, 
begins to be bloody, thick, feculent, and copious. 
_ The larger the Spleen grows, the more the Patient 
is extenuated, which fufficiently evinces the Cor- 
ruption of the Humours. ‘Tumors of the Spleen 
“are attended with different Symptoms, fince, in 
fome they become larger at Intervals, and at other 
‘Times are diminifh’d. In others they remain con- 
ftantly large, and cannot be leffen’d- by any Medj- 
cines, and fuch Patients are moft fubject to Dropfies. 
I alfo have feen many labouring under {cirrhous 
_'Tamors of the Spleen, live ’till the ufual Period, 
without any Inconvenience. . 

An Inflammation of the Spleen, which indeed Infla muta- 
bat rarely happens, is attended with an hard and tio: of the 
throbbing Tumor, a Pain of the left Hypochon- Spleen. 
drium, and a continual and violent Fever. There 
is alfo an extream Heat and Thirft, and the Tongue 
is cover'd with a blackiih Mucus. There is an 
cutter Lofs of Appetite, with a dificult, and, as it 
-were, imperfect Refpiration, like that of Children 
-when they fall a fobbing through Anger. If the — 
Part is aftected with.an Abicefs, or an Ulcer, it 
may be difcover’d by nearly the fame Symptonis 
-as-when the Liver is thus affected. 

_ We now proceed to confider Black Bile; and a° Black Bike, 
the Diforder arifing trom this Caufe is fo frequent, 
it feems. furprifing, that only one or two of our 
Phyficians fhould have treated of it. In this Dif- 
order, therefore, the left Hypochondrium is nei- 
ther tumid, diftended, nor oppreifed, nor is 1t ever 
N 2  pain’d 
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pain’d except obfcurely ; but the Precordia are in-- 
tenfely hot, efpecially after the Ufe of Wine ort 
hot Aliments; for as thefe are not eafily concoéted,, 
violent Eru€tations and Flatulences are producedi 
by them. The Arteries in the Preecordia, andi 
above the Navel, are violently agitated, and at 
frequent and exceflive Palpitation of the Heart pro-- 
duced, which is fucceeded. by a Deliquium, on: 
which the Pulfe is forthwith changed. Amidft: 
thefe Symptoms, fome Patients begin to grow de-. 
rious, and affeéted with groundlefs Sorrow and. 
‘Terrors. This Diforder is long protraGed, and.. 
often recurs by Means of fome Error in the Pa- 
tient’s Regimen, | | 

I now proceed to treat of thofe Diforders which 
may arife from Faults either of the Liver or Spleen, 
beginning with the Yaundice. In this Diforder, 
then, the yellow or black Bile being convey’d to 
the Surface of the Body, tinge it with their refpec- 
tive Colours. This Change of Colour, is mot per- 
ceptible in the Whites of the Eyes, and about the 
Temples. When the Diforder arifes from the 
yellow Bile, it is attended with a Pain of the Head, 
and a preternatural Thirft. The Veins under the 
‘Tongue become full and tumid; the Body, efpe- 
cially when moved, is extreamly lazy, and the 
Mind dull. There is a Kind of Itching all over 
the Skip, but hardly any Sweat ever difcharged. 
through the cutaneous Pores. But from whatever 
Canfe the Diforder arifes, there is always a Re- 
Jaxation of the Limbs, and a Difficulty of Breath- 
ing when the Patient ufes violent Exercife. A con- 
iiderable Time after, the whole Body becomes 


pale and white; there is either none, or a very 


flow Fever ; the Urine is turbid, thick and Saffron. 
coloured. The Stools, if a Redundance of Bile 
has produced the Diforder, are abfolutely bilious ;

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the Stools are white, and without any Admixture 
of the Bile. The Excrements are alfo {mall in 
Quantity, fomewhat vifcid, and difcharged by 
- Tittle and little ; but there isa frequent Defire of 
going to Stool. The Urine is alfo thick, and of 
~adark red Colour. There is a certain Senfe of 
of Weight, but no evident Tumor in the right 
Hypochondrium. If a Jaundice fucceeds a Difor- 
order of the Spleen, it firft tinges the Skin with 
-an obfcure, and then with a livid and fomewhat 
blackifh Colour. After this there ts an Heavinefs, 
and fometimes a confiderable hard ‘Tumor in the 
left Hypocondrium; the Mind alfo becomes more 
fad, and perplex’d with unaccountable ‘Thoughts ; 
- the Senfe of Weight in the Body,. is lefs than in 
the former Diforder; the Stools and Urine are 
fometimes in their natural State,. and at other 
Times blackifh, though the Patient is more fre- 
quently. coftive. This Species of Jaundice, is at 
once more violent, and longer protracted than the 
former. In this Diforder, it is a good Sign when 
the Hemorrhoids. begin to flow. ‘The Spleen 
never gives Rife to the Yellow Jaundice; but the 
Liver frequently produces a Black Jaundice, which, 
however,. is not fo univerfally black as that arifing 
from Diforders of the Spleen: But from whatever 
Caufe the Diforder arifes,. there is Danger of an 
approaching Dropfy, if the Urine is abfolutely 

- white, or continues long diluted and aqueous. A 
Dropfy is alfo. incident ta thofe afflicted with a 
violent and long continued Jaundice ; for in Pro- 
cefs of Time, a.black Concretion is form’d in the 
Gall-Bladder, which Cafe is almoft always fuc- 
ceeded by a Dropfy.

cines. It is alfo unfafe, when the Patient watches too 
much, totally lofes his Appetite, or has his Tongue: 
render’d fo paralytic, that he can hardly modulate 
his Voice; and the Danger is ftill encreafed if a: 
Delirium happens. It isa bad Sign, when a Fever 
fucceeds a Jaundice, efpecially if the Precordia . 
on the right Side continue hard. Befides this Spe- 
cies of Jaundice, which we call fimple and legiti- 
mate, there are alfo fome others, not of the imple: 


- Kind, but which occur far more rarely ; for when 


the Liver is inflamm’d, the Body is fometimes, on; 
account of the intenfe Heat, ting’d with an over- 
heated Bile, in which Cafe, befides the Weight, 
Tenfion and Pain of the right Hypochondrium, 
there arifes a violent and ardent Fever ; the Stools. 


_ and Urine become bilious, and the other Signs fuc- 


ceed, which accompany an Inflammation of the 
Liver. Another Species of Jaundice is alfo pro- 
duced by the Crifis of bilious Fevers, when the 
Bile is by the Force of Nature expelled to the Sur- 
face of the Body, which it tinges with a yellow 
Cclour. This Species of Jaundice arifes fuddenly, . 
and, if it appears at a proper Time, terminates 
the Fever. Hippocrates afirm’d,. that it happen’d. 


feafonably on the feventh, Ninth, or fourteenth 


Days, provided the Precordia are foft: But if it 
appears before the feventh Day of the Fever, it 
denotes Danger. ee 

A Dropfy is a very violent Diforder, and confe- 
quently deferves our greateft Obfervation and At- 
tention. There are three Kinds of this Diforder ; 


. the firft is that in which the Cavity between the 


Peritoneum and Inteftines, is fo filled with Water 
as to diftend the whole Abdomen, and this Species: 
is called Afcizes. The fecond is when the fame 
Cavity is full of Flatulences, and this Kind is called. 


Tympanites. Lympanites. ‘The third is when the Water is lodg’d 


immediately 
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immediately under the Skin, and this Species is, 
called Leucophlegmatia. "Fhe Body is feiz’d with Leucophleg- 
a foft Swelling, particularly the Legs and Feet,™@#4 9 
efpecially towards the Evening, after Exercife, 
and when thefe Parts have been ina depending 
Pofture for a confiderable Time. This ‘Tumor,. 
when prefs’d by the Point of the Finger, leaves a 
Kind of Pit or Cavity, which is flowly filled up. 
This Swelling alfo frequently reaches the Thighs 
and-Scrotum, and though in the Feet and Legs, 
His very great at Night, yet in the Morning it 
is almoft entirely gone. ‘The Abdomen appears: 
coarfe to the Touch, but is generally affetted with 
no greater Tumor than that of the other Parts. 
The Body is equably foft, lax, pale, weak, and 
fatigued by the {malleft Exercife. The Refpiration 
is quick, efpecially after Meals, and forthwith the 
Patient is feiz’d with a flow Fever. In this Cafe, 
the Pulfe is undulating, fmall, frequent and une- 
‘qual ; the Stools are crude, and fometimes, though 
rarely, bloody ; the Urine is white, thin and aque- 
ous. ‘This Species of Dropfy generally fucceeds 
long protracted Fevers, a bad State of the Stomach 
and a Suppreffion, or too copious Difcharge, either 
of the Menfes, or of the Hemorrhoids. To thefe 
Symptoms are added, a long-continued Difficulty 
of Breathing, and immoderate Watchings. This 
Diforder is» more incident to Children than to 
Adults, and only differs from a pituitous Cachexy 
in this, that the Swelling is greater. It generally 
happens, that Perfons labouring under this Difor- 
der, are fometimes better and fometimes worfe, in 
one and the fame Day. If in the Beginning of 
the Difeafe, a {pontaneous Diarrhcea happens, it 
lays a Foundation for the Patient’s Recovery. 
The Marks by which an 4fcites may be known A(citese 
are thefe: The whole Abdomen becomes tumid, 
- with a Senfe of Weight, and when it is ftruck, it

When the Dif-- 
order is virulent and inveterate, the Water alfoo 
penetrates into the Uterus, and the Cavities of the: 
Breaft. When the Tumor is prefs’d, the Refpira-. 


tion becomes difficult. ‘There is generally a vio-- 


lent Thirft; the Pulfe is fmall, frequent, fome-. 
what hard and tenfe; the Urine is {mall in Quan-. 
tity, and generally thick and red, efpecially, iff 
the Diforder arifes from fome Fault of the Liver ;: 
the whole Body, except the Abdomen,: is extenu-- 
ated, and as it were confumed. Sometimes wheni 
the Waters become corrupted, a flight Fever arifes. . 
This Species of Dropfy generally fucceeds old: 
{cirrhous Tumors of the Liver, Spleen, or Mefen-. 
tery, ‘Tumors of the Uterus, ardent Fevers, and a. 
long protra€ted Jaundice, ‘proceeding from fome: 
Fault of the Vifcera. This Diforder is not fo fre- 
quent in Children, asin Adults, and it is generally | 
moft incident to thofe, who, in Confequence of’ 
the Rupture,. or Corrofion of a Vein in fome of 
the Vilcera, frequently difcharge Blood, either by 
Vomit or Stool. | 
‘The laft Species of Dropfy arifing from Flatu- 
lences, and called a Tympany, is known by the fol. 
lowing Marks. Tho’ the Abdomen is lefs bulky 
than in an Afcites, yet it is fo exceflively tenfe, as 
to found like a Drum when ftruck with the Point 
of the Finger. It flu€tuates little, but yields a 


gentle Murmur, and as it were rumbling Noife.. 


The Defire of Eruétation is frequent, and when the 
Flatulence. is difcharged,.the Patient feems to be 
fomewhat reliev’d. The Feet are not fo tumid, as. 
in the other Species of Dropfies.. All the. Parts a

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the Body except the Abdomen are extenuated. 

This Diforder often fucceeds chronical Fevers, and 
Indammations of the Stomach and Colon. It was 
jaftly afirm’d by Hippocrates, that Gripes and 
‘Pains about the Navel, and Loins, which could 
not be removed by any Means, generally termi- 
nated in this dry Kind of Dropfy. An A/cites and 
‘Tympany differ from a Leucophlegmatia thus: In 
this laft, the whole Body is equally tumid, neither 
is the Abdomen larger, in proportion, than the 
other Parts ; whereas in the two firft, the Abdomen 
is diitended, and the Feet become. ac, whilit 
| the relt of the Body is extenuated. In a Leuco- 

phlegmatia, the Pulfe is undulating, foft and broad; 

in an Afcites mall, frequent, fomewhat hard and 
tenfe. Thefe Sym toms are generally common to 
all Dropfies. Dropike ies are to be dreaded, when the 


ufual Evacuations of Nature, efpecially of the men-_ 


ftrual and hemorrhoidal Difcharges are either fup- 
prefs’d, too long continued, or too copious; when 
: {cirrhous Tumors of the Liver and Spleen, a Jaun- 
dice or a Lientery become inveterate, and cannot be 
removed by any Medicines, and when there is ei- 
ther a Cacochymy or a Cachexy. Amidf thefe 
Symptoms, the ‘Tefticles fometimes become tumid, 
‘and the Appetite is fometimes great, and fome- 
times entirely loft. But when the Difeafe feizes 
the Patient, the inferior Parts of the Body, from 
“the Abdomen to the F eet, become tumid, a Difh- 
culty of Breathing arifes, and the Body affumes a 
reenifh pale Colour. To thefe are added, a Loath- 
ing of Food, a Thirft, and a dry Cough, tho’ the 
Thirtt is rather pe eculiar to the Afcites, and the dry 
Cough to the Tympany. It alfo generally happens 
in this Diforder, that the Liver is affeCted, and 
there isa Redundance of Humours, in confequence 
of which, Ulcers of the Body are not eafily heal’d.

But thofe Dropfies are o 
all others the leaft dangerous, which appear with-- 
out any previous Difeafe, when the Vifcera arr 
found, when there is neither Cough, Thirft noo 
Drynefs of the Tongue, efpecially after Sleep, aa 
which Time thefe Symptoms generally happena 
Betides, thofe Dropfies are fafe, in which, there ii 
no Loathing of Food, nor no Uneafinefs. afte:

changed by a Change of Liquors, or by the Ufk 
of Medicines; in which the Patient is free from 
Pain, Heat, and Laffitude, and fuftains the Diff 
order eafily. It isa good Sign, when the Swelling 
only appears in the Extremities, but till better 
when it appearsno where.

which augments it, is prejudicial. Dropfies aree 
Livers are hot and dry. When Dropfies arifee 
from acute Diforders, or fucceed {cirrhous Tumorr 
of the Liver or Spleen, they are rarely or neverr 


cured. But the Danger is ftill increafed, when the

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Difcharge of Blood, or of any other Humour which 
does not relieve the Patient, efpecially if the Re-: 
{piration is difficult, and if the Purging terminates 
in Gripes ; for in this Cafe the Patient generally 
dies in three Days. It is alfo unfafe ; when Drop- 
fies are accompanied with epileptic Diforders, or 
an ill Smell of the Breath, Spit, or whole Body. 
It is alfo bad, when the Patient is feized with a 
Fever, when the Urine is {mall in Quantity, and 
turbid, when the Water has filled the. Cavity of 
the Bc dy; and when Blood is difcharged from 
any of the Superior or inferior Parts. Nor is it 
a lefs terrible Sign, when the Diforder, after it is 
once removed, recurs at {hort Intervals, and efpe- 
cially when it does not remit by proper Remedies, 
but remains obftinate and unalterable. In a Drop- 
fy, the Patient is paft Recovery, when after his 
Strength is exhaufted, he is feized with a Diarrhea, 
and violent Difficulty of Breathing ; when large 
and malignant Ulcers appear in the Mouth, Gums, 
Legs, and other Parts of the Body ; when the 
Stools refemble concreted Blood ; and when the 
Urine is in different Parts of the Chamber-Pot of 
different Colours, red for Inftance, towards the 
Bottom, and livid towards the Surface. Sudden

are known by the following Marks: ‘The Pras. and spleens 
cordia are drawn back to the Spine, and Blood is 
difchargéed by Vomit and Stool. .

An Inflammation of the Kidneys, whichh 
however is not very frequent, is known by the fol-.- 


without any certain Order, feems at fometimess 
to be augmented, and at others to be diminifhed.. 
There is in the Back, a little higher than the {pu-- 
rious Ribs, an heavy Pain accompanied with Pul-- 
fation and an intenfe Heat; this Pain extends tco 
the Liver, ifthe Right Kidney is affeGed.

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_ difcharged with a certain Degree of Heat, being 
at firft thin, aqueous, and without Sediment, but 
afterwards red, and at laft thick and mucous, 
- Frequently the Extremities, and efpecially the Feet, 
are refrigerated. The Leg on the affeéted Side, 
is fometimes feiz’d-with a Stupor, fo that the Pa. 
tient can hardly rife or valle The Patient lies 
more eafily upon the affected Side, and more com. 
modioufly on his Back than on his Breaft. That 
the Difeafe is maturated by a laudable Concoétion, 
and totally cured, is known, when, after the Cef- 
fation of the Pain, the Urine is copious, with a 
thick and laudable Sediment ; but it is a danger- 
ous Sign, when there is a frequent Vomiting of 
Bile, accompanied with a Delirium, efpecially if 
at the fame Time, the Extremities are refrigerated, 
Unavoidable Death enfues, when the Kidney is 
ruptured by the exceflive Tumor. But when the 
Inflammation does not ceafe by the Exhibition of 
Medicines, when the Fever is {0 far from being 
_ diminifhed, that it is rather increafed 3; and when 
there is a frequent Defire of making Water, ac- 
companied with a great Difficulty of difcharging 
it, we may know that a Suppuration is forming 
Internally ; and. when it is totally form’d, the 
Senfe of Weight in the Kidney remains, but the 
Pain and Fever are mitigated: When the Abfcefs 
is about to break, the Patient is feiz’d with an 
Horror, and the Pain and Fever hecome more vio - 
lent: When“it is broken thefe forthwith ceafe, 
after which the Urine is forthwith thick, turbid, 
Bloody, and copious.

At this Junéture © 
it alfo frequently happens, that when the Inflam- 
mation is ill cured, andthe Time of Maturation 
is expired, the Fever and Pain totally ceafe, but 
a {cirrhous Tumor and Senfe of Weight remain in 
the Part.. ThisSymptom may be prognoiticated 
when, without a Refolution of the Matter, or a 
Suppuration, the Pains ceafe ; when the Urine 
continues long aqueous, and ina fmall Quantity ;

Some- 
times the Urine appears with Bubbles, and has an 
ill Smell, at other ‘Times it comes away frequently 
-and in {mall Quantities, attended with a fcalding 
Heat. It often brings along with it fomething 
like Blood, efpecially after hard Labour, or vio- 
Jent Riding. They who are obnoxious to this 
Difeafe, have, for a long Time difcharged a thick 
reddith Urine, cover’d with a denfe and tenacious 
Froth, which fometimes depofites a red fandy, and 
fometimes a vifcid Sediment. Sometimes it con- 
tinues foul, and if ftrain’d through a Woollen 
Cloth, leaves a Subftance like the Sediment before 
mention’d. This Kind of Urine often pafles of 
for many Years together, without any Inconveni- 
ence, Pain of the Kidneys, or other Symptom 
of the Stone, when unexpefedly, and all ona 
fudden, the Kidney is feiz’d with a moft acate Pain, 
‘and at the fame Time the Belly is conftipated, and 
the Leg on the fame Side feiz’d with a Numbnefs. 
‘The Pain often remits and recurs at pretty long 
Intervals, and fometimes, without difcharging any 
Stone, but a thick turbid Urine, and perhaps after 
hard Riding a bloody one.

@hat a fudden Pain of the Kidneys, with a Sup. 
prefion of Urine prognofticated ‘a Difcharge of’ 
Stones, or thick Urine. The Stone is often {> big, 
as not to be expelled from the 5ubftance of the 
Kidneys, in which it was generated, into their 
Cavity, and during that Time, the Patient feels 
little or no Pain, but difcharges a thick, foul and 
redifh Urine; but after violent Exercife, or hard 
Riding, not only fuch Urine, but alfo a bloody 
one, which depofites a pgrumous Concretion, like 
Blood, is frequently difcharged. When the Stone 
4s removed into the Cavity of the Kidney, if it 
be large and tends downwards, it ftops the Ureter, 
and intercepts the Paflage of the Urine, in fuch a 
‘Manner, that but very little, and only fuch as is 
thin and aqueous can be difcharged ; fuch a Stone, 
at the fame Time excites a very violent Pain: But 
when the Stone, though defcended into-the Ureter, 
is too {mall to caufe a confiderable Stoppage of 
the Urine, or when it is large, and newly removed 
from the Subftance into the Cavity of the Kid- 
ney, and has not yet applied itfelf to the Begin- 
ning of the Ureter, there paffes off a thick, foul, 
red, or a dark-colour’d and fomewhat livid Urine. 
Smooth round Stones are not fo difficult to be 
difcharged, as thofe which are oblong and rough, 
But all are not of the fame Bulk, F igure or Rough- 
nefs. Perfons who have been long mane 
ains 
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Pains of the Kidneys, and have their Urinary 
Paffages pretty open, are, for that Reafon, tor- 
mented with large Stones, but not with thofe of a 
moderate Size, whereas thofe, who are but newly 
afflitted with this Diforder, or at leaft have been 
feldom pain’d, fuffer feverely from the fimalleft 
Stone. The Stones of the Kidneys, are almoft 
all of a red Colour, though purulent Kidneys dif- 
charge white ones. Black and pale Stones have 
_alfo been obferved to be fometimes evacuated. In 


_ this Diforder the more aqueous the Urine is, the 


longer it continues fo, and the lefs Sediment it has, 
the harder are the Stones of the Kidneys, the more 
confirm’d and the more obitinate in refifting Re- 
medies. ‘The Urine feldom comes of clear, from 
thofe who are fubjeét to great Pains of the Kidneys. 
Corpulent and old Perfons are moft fubje& to this 
Diftemper, but it feldom or never happens to Chil- 
dren, and verv rarely in young and adult Perfons. 
It alfo rarely afflis thofe who frequently vomit, 
and are not fubje& to be coftive. As all Diforders 
in old Perfons are very difficult to be cured, fo this 
admits of no Cure at all.-. It is alfo hereditary to 
a great Degree, fo that a Perfon whofe Parents 
were afllicted with it, rarely efcapes it. 

As by other Caufes, fo more efpecially by Stones, Exutcerati- 
the Kidneys are moft frequently fubje€ to Exul- ons of the 
cerations, which are known by the following Kidneys. 
Marks: The Urine is thick, turbid, and of an 
- higher Colour, after Exercife. By Reft, a thickith 
Sediment is form’d in it, whilft its other Part be- 
comes almoft clear. If the Ulcer is recent and 
fimple, blood is difcharged with the Urine ; but if 
the Ulcer is fordid and hollow, the Urine is thick, 
white, fetid, purulent, and not unlike Milk; and 
the Pus fubfides in it. When the Ulcer is deep, 
and exceffively fordid, it degenerates into a Fiftula, 
in which Cafe, the Snot of the Nofe, or the

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White of anEge. In this Cafe, the Kidney itfelf, 
is often fo corroded, that nothing but Pus and a. 
large Quantity of {mall Stones are found to be con- 
tain’d in its Membrane. Hence alfo the Pus, con- 
vey’d into the Veins, produces a bad Habit of' 
Body, like that generally obferved to precede a. 
Leucophlegmatia. Sometimes alfo, Pus fluctuates: 
between the Membranes of the Peritonzum : It alfo. 
happens, though rarely, that it fills the whole Re. 
gion of the Loins and Abdomen, in which Cafe: 
it is now and then difcharged unmix’d, either by’ 
Vomit or Stool. In this Cafe, almoft through all. 
the Courfe of the Difeafe, the Urine is fometimes: 
difcharged eafily, and at other Times Drop by 
Drop, fo as to produce a perpetual Inclination . 
of making Water. The Lungs are feized with a. 
Pain, accompanied with a certain Senfe of Weight. 
But if in this Diforder, after a Difcharge of Pus by 
Urine, Blood is evacuated, it is a Sign of a violent : 
Corruption. Ulcers of the Kidneys and Bladder, 
when long-protraéted, which they generally are, 
can never be cured. 

It is alfo neceffary we fhould confider a Difcharge | 
of bloody Urine from the Kidneys... When the» 
Blood therefore flows from the Kidneys. It is fo e- 
qually mix’d with the whole of the Urine, as to make 
it appear like thin and diluted Blood, tho’ it forth- 
with fubfides, and retains its red Colour, but is not 
concreted. I make this Obfervation, becaufe the 
Blood flowing from the Bladder into its Cavity, is 
not equaily mix’d with the Urine, and is form’d 
into Grumes when it fubfides. If a Stone is the 


Caufe of Bloody Urine, (which is generally tke 


Cafe, except when the fame Effe& is produced by 


Blows or Falls) we muft attend to the Marks pe- 
culiar to this Circumftance. A Difcharge of bloody 
Urine alone, without any Pain in the Kidneys, or 
any other Symptom, has often difcover’d the Exi- 
tence of a Stone. If a Vein in the Kidneys is 

ruptur’d, 
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ruptur'd, the Blood is evacuated copioufly, unex: 
pectedly and fuddenly, and this Misfortune is pro- 
duced by Blows, Falls, and the lifting of heavy 
Burdens, or other Caufes of a fimilar Nature. 
That Species of bloody Urine is very rare, which 
proceeds from an Imbecility of the Kidneys, an 
Aperture of their Veins, a Weaknefs of the Liver, 
a Defe&t of ufual Evacuations, exceflive Eafe, or 
the Amputation of any Member. Frequently the 
Blood flows from Erofions and Exulcerations of the 
Kidneys, in which Cafe the Diforder is long pro- 
tracted, and the Blood difcharged by little and 
little, and mixed with fome Pus. When therefore 
an Ab{cefs of the Kidneys breaks, Blood defcends 
together with the Pus, and we may know that it 
does not proceed from an Ulcer in the Kidneys, 
becaufe the Difcharge of it is not long protracted, 
but generally terminates in three Days. Hippecrates 
_was of Opinion, that the frequent Difcharges of 

bloody Urine, accompanied with Fever and Pain, 
were bad, fince they prognofticated a future Dif. 
charge of purulent Urine, on which the Fever 
ceafes. But the fame Author did not think thofe 
Difcharges of bloody Urine univerfally dangerous, 
which did not happen often, and were free from 
Pain and Fever, becaufe they were brought on by 
Fatigue, and forthwith terminated, 
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That Difcharge of Urine, commonly called a pjabetes, 


Diabetes, is when any Liquor, foon after it is 
drank, is immediately, and almoft without under- 


going any Change, evacuated crude ang under ~ 


the Appearance of Water. In this Diforder, the 
Patient is continually aflif&ed with an infatiable 
Thirft, which cannot be removed by drinking the 
moft liberal Draughts. The Liquor drank, is of- 
ten difcharged by Urine, in larger Quantities than 
it was taken into the Stomach. Thus the whole 
Body, is by this Means confumed, and as it were 
ue - diflolved,

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diffolved, though in fome Patients, the Loinsy 
the Thighs, the Tefticles, and efpecially the Feety, 
become a little turgid. In this Diforder, a certaira 
Heat is alfo perceived in the Inteftines. A Dia:- 
betes is a Difeafe of the chronical Kind, and de-- 
pends upon the State of the Kidneys. When re:- 
cent it fometimes admits of a Cure, but when in:- 
veterate and of long ftanding it becomes incurable:, 
gradually diffolving and confuming the Body. Thias 


Diforder never occur’d to me but once in thee 


Courfe of my Pradtice. 

When the Kidneys are wounded, the Pain de-- 
fcends to the Groin and Tefticles. ‘There is .alfco 
a Difficulty in difcharging the Urine, which iss 
bloody and fometimes pure Blood is difcharged. 

' Before we proceed to the Diforders of the Blad-- 
der, we fhall confider, the Difeafe commonly call’dd 
Tabes Dorfalis. "Though modern Phyficians feerm 
not to have: adverted to this Diforder, yet it 1ss 
fully defcrib’d by Hippocrates, and I have frequent-. 
ly met with it in Practice. The Patient’s Headi 
is affifted with a violent and acute Pain, afterr 
which, in fome Patients, as it were Ants, feems too 
defcend from the fuperior Parts. The Neck andi 
Loins, together with their Mufcles, and the Arti-- 
culations of the Legs are fo painful, that they can-- 
not fometimes be bended. ‘The Patient is coftive,, 
and the Urine difcharged with Difficulty. Butt 
when he either goes to Stool, or difcharges hiss 
Urine, alarge Quantity of liquid Semen is evacu-- 
ated, which alfo happens during Sleep, whetherr 
the Patient lies with a Woman or not. In Womem 
the Conception is not retain’d in the Uterus. Byy 
hard Walking, efpecially up fteep Places, the Body, 
is greatly weaken’d, the Breathing becomes diffi-- 
cult, the Head is afflicted with a Senfe of  Weight,, 
and a Ringing of the Ears is produced. ‘The Pa-- 
tient labouring under a Tabes Dorfalis is free from 

a) 
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a Fever, and though he is not affli&ed with 

a Loathing of Food, yet he reaps no Advantage 

from it, but is gradually confumed. In the Be- 
‘ginning of the Difeafe, the Patient is pretty quiet 
and eafy; but as the Diforder proceeds; all the 
Symptoms are encreafed, and the Legs {well as in 
Dropfical Cafes. In fome Perfons Ulcers arife on 

the Loins, fome of whichare healed, whilft others 
appear in their Stead. - At laft a violent Catara& 
arifing, the Patient is render’d totally blind. This 
Diforder is principally incident to new-married ss 
Perfons, and thofe who indulge themfelves in ex- 

ceflive Venery. A Tabes Dorfalis has by fome 

‘been obferv’d to intermit and to recur again. -This 

4s obferved to have happen’d to many Perfons, by 

a Phyfician whofe own Fate I knew it to be, and 

‘who was at lait render’d blind by the Diforder after 

an Intermiffion ef feven Years. 

The Pain arifing from the Stone in the Bladder, Stone in the 

is moft intenfe, becaufe it lafts a long Time, and Bladder. 
makes frequent Returns at certain Intervals. 
~Whilft it continues, there is an uncommon Senfation 

of Weight, if the Stone be large, and efpecially if 

the Body is moved, or there is.a Sort of Titillation 

about the Pubes and Peritonzum. ‘There is a Dif- 

ficulty in difcharging the Urine, with a continual 

Defire of making Water, and a Kind of Strangury, 

fo that the Urine feems hardly capable of being 
retain’d, and yet when it begins to flow, it is ona 
fudden quite flopp’d, fo that it’s Evacuation is 
perform’d with continual Interruptions. During 

this Time a Pain is felt throughout the Urethra, 

but often feizes only the Glans, and is mof tor- 
menting, immediately after the Patient has made 
Water, at which Time, he has alfo a Defire of go- 

ing to Stool. From fome the Urine comes off more 

freely when they ftand upright, than when they 

lie upon their Backs, if the Stone be large. Others

deavour to alleviate their Pain, by handling ana 
extending the Penis.

Many Patients, duar 
ing their Pains, crofs their Feet over each othee 
by Turns. The Urine difcharged is white, thicd

is difcharged with it. This Difeafe is more im 
cident to Children than Adults, to Men than Weo 
men.

‘mus, or a falling down of the Anus, It is certaiit 
from Experience, that many have, for a long timee 
retain’d a Stone in their Bladder, without any

No more terrible Diforder can affli@ the Bladdery 
than an Inflammation, which doesnot {o proper! 
affect the Subftance of this part, which fome arn 
apt to believe, as the Mufcle of its Neck. In thai 
Cafe, an accute Fever, accompanied with a violern 
Heat is excited. The Perineum, Groin and Pubee 


are pain’d, and fometimes a Rednefs, Heat ann 


Diftention appear between the Pubes and Navez! 
‘There is a frequent Defire of going to Steol, ana 
aa 
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at the fame Time a prodigious Difficulty in dif- 
charging the Foeces. The Urine is, with the 
greateft Difficulty evacuated, and often totally re- 
tained for along Time, efpecially whilft the Pa- 
tient keeps his Bed. Sometimes, by violent Efforts, 
it is difcharg’d Drop by Drop. To thefe Symptoms 
are added, Watchings, a Delirium, bilious Vo- 
mitings, and a- Refrigeration of the Extremities, 
Inflammations of the Bladder are very rare, though 
they are more frequent to Children than:to Adults, 
when the Parts are injur’d by a Stone. The Dan- } 
ger is thought to be lefs when the Urine is puru- 
lent, with a white, fmooth Sediment. If in this Dif- 
order, the Pains are not terminated, nor the Blad- 
der render’d foft, the Patient’s Death is to be: 
dreaded in the firft Periods. There are alfo no 
Hopes of Recovery when an acute Fever continues 
long, and the Urine exhibits no Mark of Con- 
coGion, and the Pains daily become more violent. 
Amidit thefe Symptoms a {pontaneous Gangrene 
frequently arifes, from which, hardly any one re- 
covers. When the Diforder begins to fuppurate,: 
which is certainly a terrible. Condition, all the: 
Symptoms become more violent; but if the Ab- 
feefs fhould happen to break before the Patient 
dies, the Pain and other Symptoms are mitigated, 
and the Urine is copioutly difcharged with Pus. 
An Abfcefs of-this Kind has been feen to make its 
Way throngh the Perineum, in which Cafe the

after its Evacuation itis permitted to fubfide, it is

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Now and then, a Portion of this Blood is evacua-: 
ted without the Urine. In this Diforder, however,, 
the Urine is generally difcharged Drop by Drop,, 
and excites a certain burning Pain about the Roott 
of the Penis. But moft violent Symptoms are ge-- 
nerally induced, when the Blood is concreted with. 
in the Bladder; for the Patient is in this Cafe af-- 
lifted with frequent Deliquiums, whilft the Ref-- 
piration becomes fmall, and the Pulfe obfcure, littlee 
and frequent. ‘There alfo arife an excefhive Nau-- 
fea, an Anxiety of Mind, and cold Sweats. Hencee 
the whole of the Patient’s Body is weaken’d, - andi 
_becomes pale, the Extremities at the fame time be-- 
ing refrigerated. But generally before this, the Blad-- 
der has met with fome Misfortune, which is fomee 
time after fucceed by a Difcharge of bloody Urine,, 
which fuddenly ceafes without any evident ‘Caufe-. 
On fuch Occafions, Rigors frequently happen, andi 
are forthwith fucceeded by the other Signs wee 
have now enumerated.

Bladder being empty, is neither pain’d nor tumid, , 
nor difcharges any Urine upon the Ufe of the:

Water is great, when the Neck of the obftru€ed 
Bladder hinders the Evacuation of the Urine, in, 
which Cafe the whole Pubes is tumid, and pain’d, 
and upon introducing a Catheter, a large Quantity 
of Urine is difcharged.

_ with none at all. When this Diforder is free from 
Pain, it partakes of the Nature of an If{chury, but 
when it 1s accompanied with Pain, it approaches 
more to a Dyfury. When the Iliac Pafton is 
added to a Strangury, it proves mortal in feven 
_Days, unlefs by the Intervention of a Fever, the 
Urine begins to be copioufly difcharged. In old 
Perfons this Diforder is long continued, but fhorter 
in fuch as are young, though it is not mortal in 
either, unlefs fome terrible Symptoms appear. If 
it arifes from grumous Coneretions of Blood form’d 
internally, it is generally accompanied with violent 
Symptoms; for the Patient lofes his natural Co- 
Jour; the Pulfe becomes {mall, frequent, languid,, 
and now and then totally ceafes. To thefe are 
added, a Rigor, flight Fever, Naufea, Deliquiums,. 
cold Sweats, and other Symptoms of a fimilar Na- 
ture, which, as we obferved, happen when the 
Blood is form’d into Concretions within the Blad- 
der. Sometimes alfo the Urine is involuntarily 5. owtinence 
difcharged, without any concomitant Acrimony, of Urine.

fively dry and hot ; for in this Cafe, the Semen is 


corrupted for want of Nourifhment. Nor can the 
- Woman conceive, the Mouth of whofe Uterus 


being preternaturally thick is comprefs’d by the 


Omentum. Nor do Women whofe Bodies are 


too flender and extenuated conceive. If after: the 
Ceflation of the Menfes, the Mouth of the Uterus 


is not dry, but remains moift, it is a Sign that there 


is yet no Conception. "The Woman, who thinking 


‘fhe has conceived, but has not, and is for feveral 


Months deceived by the Ceffation of her Menfes, 


and the Increafe of her Belly, is afflicted with a 


Pain of the Head and Pracordia, and has only a 
fmall Quantity of aqueous Milk. 

But the Woman who has conceiv’d, is free from 
thefe Pains, unlefs they were before familiar to her ; 
and has a laudable Milk. A prolific Woman en- 


joys better Health, than one who is curs’d with Ste- 


rility ; but fooner appears old. That a Woman has Marks of 


_conceiv’d, may be known, when at the fame Rcsepeatieg 


Time, with the Man or a little after, fhe with 
great Pleafure emits, and fo retains the Emiffion 
together with the Man's Semen, as not to moiiten // 
the Pudenda. ‘Then the Women is feized with an 
Horror the fame Day, or perceives her Uterus con- 


- traéted with a Kind of T itillation ; after this the 


Mouth of the Uterus is fo fhut up, that it wiil not 
admit the Point of a Probe, and fome Time after 
is fo retracted or drawn ihwards, that it can hardly — 
be felt by the Midwife’s Finger. Amidft thefe | f

moft certain Signs of a Conception of a Foetus, 
which before its Birth may expofe the Mother to 
various Diforders and Calamities 3; for if the Mo- 
ther has been previoufly fubje@ to any Difeafe, or 
peccant State of the Humours, fhe begins to per-. 
ceive the fame to recur about the fecond or third 
Month, at which Time fhe becomes fluggifh, and 
has her Groins, Loins and Thighs afflicted with 
Pain, and a Senfe of Weight. She is alfo feized 
with profound Sleeps during the Day-time. Amidft. 
thefe Symptoms, the lofes her Appetite, and is 
feized with an exceffive Naufea, which. fometimes. 
excites no Vomiting, and at others induces an Eva-; 
cuation of Bile or Phlegm. If fuch a V omiting — 
does not fucceed the Naufea, a difficult Refpiration, - 
a Vertigo, Anxieties, and a gentle Deliquium 
forthwith enfue. Sometimes alfo the is feized with 
an abfurd and accountable Defire of eating im- 
proper and hurtful Subftances, fuch as Earth, 
Chalk, 
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Chalk, Coals, Shells, and other Subftances of a 
fimilar Nature. But all thefe Symptoms generally 
ceafe after the fourth or fifth Month of Impregna- 


tion. If after a Woman begins to grow big, her 


breafts fuddenly fall away, great Danger of an 
Abortion is denoted. If when a Woman 1s with 
Twins, one of her Breafts is extenuated, one of 
the Twins will be an abortive, the Male Child if 


- the Right Brealt is leffen’d, and the Female Foetus 


if the Left collapfes; for ’tis thought that the 
Males rather lie in the Right, and the Females in 
the Left Side. ‘The Danger of Abortion is equally 
great when a pregnant Woman is feized with an 
acute Difeafe, weakened by Venefection, or pure’d 
by draftick Medicines, efpecially if the Foetus: 1s 
by Length of Time, become confiderably large. 
Purging without any Medicines, may alfo procure 
an. Abortion. Anhemorrhoidal Difcharge ts very 
bad for pregnant Women, and an Eryfipelas in the 
Uterus proves fatal. When the Milk flows fpon-; 
taneoufly from the Breafts of pregnant -Women, 
and efpecially when it is aqueous, it denotes that 


the Feetus is weakly. The Hardnefs of the Breafts 


denotes that ‘thé Infant is in a good State, but if 


‘the Menfes flow in their ufual Manner, the Feetus 


cannot poflibly be in a found and healthy Condi- 


ver, or is greatly extenuated without a manifeft 
Caufe, her Labour will either be very difficult, 
or her Life endangered by an Abortion.

; HAT arthritic Diforder under which we Apthriiic 
! comprehend the Gout in the Feet and Hands, Diforders, 
and the ifciadic Pain, is generally long protraéted, 
and returning at Intervals, torments the Patient 
with the moft excruciating Pains; nor is there any 
Difeafe of a more hereditary Nature than this. 
This Diftemper fometimes fuddenly feizes all the 
Joints, but more frequently appears by little and 
little under the Form of a flight Gout in the 
Hands or Feet, efpecially in Men of hot Confti- 
tutions; fo that thofe who have not before felt 
it canhardly believe it to be the Gout. From 
thefe Parts the Pain is alfo conveyed to diftant Ar- 
’ ticue 
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ticulations, to which it is alfo highly offenfivee 
But when the Diforder is become inveterate, tho 
Vertebre of the Back are affected, the Knees arr 
feized with Pain, and fometimes the: Throat, noo 
is there any Joint’ in the Body free from the rack«. 
ing ‘Torment. . The Part affected with the Gow 
is ealily fatigued and equally injured by. Heaa 
and Cold. When this Diforder is protra&ed tec 
old Age, or begins init, as alfo when before thiis 
Period of Life, it contraéts a Ca//us, it can never 
be totally cur’d.

fing Symptoms, when a Callus is not as yet con. 
tracted... Nothing is fo beneficial to Perfons labour-- 
ing under this Diforder, as Fluxes of the Belly,, 
whilft on the contrary, nothing is fo prejudiciall 
to them as Wine and Venery, when they havee 
not the Advantage of fuch Fluxes. Diforders off 
the Joints may be alfo both produced and cured byy 
the Means-of Fevers. In arthritic Diforders, itt 
is a falutary Sign when Varices are form’d orr 
when a large Quantity of thick Urine is difcharg’d,, 
Thefe are the Signs common to all arthritic.

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. The Diforder which the Greeks called Podagra, Gout in the 
feizes the Feet, and affects either the Malleolz, or Fests 
the Soles, but efpecially the Articulation of the 
~great Toe. ‘The fame Symptoms fucceed in this, as 

‘in the preceding Diforder. ‘The Gout in the 
Foot rarely attacks Eunuchs, young Men before 

the Ufe of Venery, or Women whofe menftrual 
Evacuations are obitruéted. ‘The particular Parts 
feiz’d both by this and the preceding Diforder, 
become weaker, and are extenuated. In this 
Species of the Difeafe, the Pains, after the Ceffa- 
tion of the Inflammation, are removed within 
forty Days, but rages moft powerfully in the 
Spring and Autumn. 

The Diforder commonly know by the Name iiielle 
of the U/ctadie Pain, is lodged in the fuperior Part pyins, 
of the Buttock ; but is not fix'd in the large conti- 
guous Articulation. Hence it extends itfelf to the 
Thigh, the Calf of the Leg, and even the Foot: 

It is alfo fometimes lodged about the Groins, and 
by irritating the Bladder, excites a difficult Dif- 
charge of Urine. The Leg on the affeted Side 
is fometimes hot and at others cold. This Diforder 
is rarely accompanied with an evident Tumor, and 
ftill lefs frequently with Heat or Rednefs. This 
is accompanied with a more violent Pain than any 
other Species of Arthritic Diforder, and is gene- 
rally produced after long Difeafes, by a Tranfla- 
tion of Matter to the Buttocks. I{ciadic Pains 
will be long protracted, fo as not to be finifh’d in a 
Year, if they are accompanied with an exceflive 
Torpor, ifthe Thigh, Hip and Loins are extreamly 
cold, if the Body is never foluble, unlefs by Means 
of Medicines, and nothing is evacuated by Stool ex- 
cept a ftercoracious Mucus, if the Penis is incapa- 
ble of EreGtion, and if the Patient is paft the for- 
tieth Year of his Age. Ifciadic Pains are generally 
alleviated by the Approach of the Summer, but 
‘ R little 
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little Benefit is to be expected from the Autumy 
and Winter. "‘Thefe Pains are equa lly intenfe, thco 
not fo long continued in young, as in old Perfones 

fince in the former, they are generally terminates 
before the fortieth Day. ‘The 'Torpors alfo eo 
young Perfons are lefs vehement, and the Coldnett 
of their Loins and Legs lefs intend! When undee 
this Diforder the Pain quits the Loins and Hipes 
and moves to the inferior Parts, a Recovery ii 
to be expected ; but on the contrary, if, witha. 
out deaving the Loins and Buttocks, it afcendi: 
to the fuperior Parts, it denotes the Difficulty 00 
the Cure. If, when this Diforder is inveteratie 
the Head of the Thigh-bone flips out .of its Sockett, 
the Patient halts, unlefs he is cauteriz’d. A Dropfty 
has alfo been frequently obferved to: arife from 
diciadic Pains. The Gout and’ Neiadic Painss, 
when cur’d, are generally very ready to return. ; 
which, however, does not hold true of other Ar-- 
thritie Diforders. When Arthritic Pains feize thee 
Shoulder, they are attended with no evident Tre>.

TH E Skin is fubjeét to various jong! cota 
Diforders, which, though of themfelves freee 
from Danger, are yet highly unfeemly, and forr 
the moft part produced by a bad.Habit of Body.. 
Among thefe the firft-wehall confider is-the lrch,, 
or that hard Afperity of me Skin, attended with ai 

flight: 
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ight Itching, Exulceration, and fometimes with a 
Corrofion. In this Diforder, Ulcers appear, which 
are fometimes moift, and at othersdry. When 
thefe Paftules are broken, an. Ulcer is form’d, 
‘and when the Sanies is duly evacuated from this 
Ulcer, it is cover’d with a Kind of hard Craft. 
This Difeafe is the more violent, the rougher it 
renders the Skin ; the greater Itching it produces, 
the more Parts it affects, and the more it deprives 
the Patient of Sleep. Such an Itch is produced by 
“an highly peccant Matter, and is not to be removed 
without the createft Difficulty. Itches of all Kinds 
tetally ceafe in fome Patients, and in others recur 
at certain Seafons of the Year. ‘This Diforder is 
not without the greateft Difficulty cured in old 
Perfons, and is. generally moft obftinate when it 
feizesthe Head. 
The Itch is ftilla milder Diforder than an fm- 
petigo, which is an hard and dry Afperity of the 
“Skin, which proves troublefome to the Patient by 
its excefiive Itching. This Diforder generally at- 
feéts the Hands or Feet, and is of four different 
Species. [he moft favourable cf thefe, is that 
which refembles the Itch, and in which the Afpe- 
rities of the Skin are redifh, fomewhat hard, and 
accompanied with a Kind of corrofive itching ; 
and this Species is commonly called Prurigo. A 
worfe Species of Impetigo is that in which the Skin 
is rougher, redder, and cover’d with larger Puftules. 
This Kind is generally called Lichex, which is ac- 
companied with various Deformities of the Skin, 
and amore violent Erofion, whilft at the fame 
Time many Scales fall off. The Difeafe alfo dif- 
fufes itfelf farther, fpreads more quickly, and both 
appears and terminates at more flated'Times.. T’he 
third Species is far more violent than this laft 
mention’d, fince it either begins, or in Procefs of 
‘Time appears about the Lepeles 5 neither does it 
2 cem 
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feem poffible, ever totally to remove it. In thiss 
Kind of Impetigo, the Skin is very thick, hard, tumidi 
and chop’d, in Confequence of its exceflive Drynefs:. 
It is alfo more violently corroded, and throws offf 
blackith Seales, like Bran. This Species of thee 
Diforder is called Pfora. The fourth Speciess 
of Impetigo, called the Leprofy, is of all others: 
the moft terrible, becaufe it is incurable. In thisy, 
the Erofion is more violent, the whole Surface off 
the Body, with the fubjacent Humours, is whitith,, 
and refembles a recent Cicatrix. The Skin is alfoo 


' fiffured, extreamly hard, and upon the falling of the: 


Scales, which are white or pale, aifcharges Biood. Ai 
Lichen, when negle&ted, eafily degenerates into ai 
Pfora, and this into a Leprofy. Perfons feiz’d either: 
With a Pfora ora Leproty, are generally emaciated, , 
and wafted away by little and little. The Impe-.- 
tigo differs from the Itch in this, that the Puftules; 
of the former are always dry, and contain neither’ 
Sanies nor Humour, whereas it is otherwife with | 
the Puftules of the Itch. | 
__We now proceed to treat of the Vitiligo, in. 
which the Skin is render’d unfeemly, not by con- 
tinued, but by feparate and irregular Spots. In 
this Diforder the Senfation of the affeéted Part 
either becomes torpid, or is totally loft. A Viti- 
ligo is of two Kinds, one called Alphus, and the 
other Leuce. ‘The former affeéts only the Surface 
of the Skin, which is, | by Means of fome Spots, 
darken’d as it were by a Shade, fo that an Alphus 
may be either of the white or black Kind, accord. 
ing to the Colour of the Spots. A Lezce, on the 
contrary affects the whole Subftance of the Skin, 
which in this Cafe is whiter than in the Alphus. 
‘The Hairs fall from every Part of the Skin, and 
in their ftead, others arife, which are flender, 
white, and in every Refpe& refembling Down, 
The Alphus, except when inveterate, hardly ever 
penetrates 
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penetrates the Skin, whereas the Leuce affects not 

only this, but alfo the whole Flefh to the very Bone. 

The Cure of the former is not very difficult, but 

the latter is hardly ever removed by Medicines, or 

if it is, it always leaves a bad Colour in the Parts 

affetted. In a Leuce, the Hairs become white, 

whereas, in an Alphus they retain their natural 

Colour. In an Alphus, when the Part affected is 

prick’d with a Needle, Blood is difcharged ; where. 

as, when the fame Experiment is made in a Leuce 

‘an aqueous Sanies is evacuated, but both Diforders. 
{pread, tho’ in fome fooner, and in others later. 

Whether an Alphus is curable may be known, by 

making an Incifion, or Punéture with a Needle in 

the Skin; for if in this Cafe, Blood is difcharg’d, 

which generally happens in both Species of the Al- 

phus, a Cure may be hoped for, but if a thin whi- 

tifh Sanies is evacuated, no Recovery is to be ex- 

pected. The Force and Energy of Medicines are 

no leis fruftrated, when the Diforder is inveterate, 

when it pofleffes a large Space, or many Parts of 
the Body, when it has penetrated deep into the 

Fleth, when the Part affected has totally loft its Co- 

Jour, and efpeciaily its Rednefs, and when the 

_ Skin, if rubbed with a rough Cloth does not 

change its Colour. Every Vitiligo is accompanied 

with a bad Habit of Body, fo that the Perfon who 

labours under the latter, is for that very Reafon 
alfo fubje& to the former. 

We next come to treat of Exanthematous Difor- Exanthema- 
ders. When therefore the Matter of thefe is re- tos Dijo~ 
tain’d in the Body, without appearing externally, the” 
following Symptoms happen: The whole Body 
becomes heavy, and perceives a Kind of PunQures 
all over it; there is a violent Pain in the Head, 
as alfo fome Degree of Pain in the Breaft, Fauces 
and Back; the Mouth is dry, and the Spit fo 
thick, that it can hardly be eliminated ; the Eyes 
Bs become 
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become tumid, and the Noftrils are aflifted with 
an itching; the Voice is render’d hoarfe, and thee 
Refpiration difficult and freqaent; the wholee 
Countenance becomes hot, red, and florid. Amidftt 
thefe Symptoms, there is an exceflive Defire off 
fleeping, and a Fever not unlike to the Synochuss 
arifes.

| creafed, efpecially the Head-Ach and Difficulty off

It is alfo a fatal 
Sign when a bloody Urine begins to be difcharged 
black. Nothing ought to be fo attentively obferv’d 
as the Voice and Refpiration; for fo long as thefe 
remain in their natural State, there are fome es 
of Recovery, but when they are injured or alter’d, 
the Cafe is dubious. Thofe cut off by this Difor- 
_ der, generally die as if they were {uffocated by a 
- Quinfey, or by a Dyfentery or Flux, are gradu- 
ally weaken’d ’till Death puts an End to their Ter- 
ments. Exanthematous Diforders often rage epi- 
eesnicaily without any Danger to Life, or any Signs 
of the Plague, in Confequence of fome faulty State 
and Contftitution of the Air, They alfo frequently 
accompany the Plague, and fanguineous Fevers 
terminated by bad Crifes.. Patients rarely die of 
high EfMiorefcences, whereas thofe of the broad 
Kind put an End to the Lives of many. 
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Ujeful Obfervations in thofe Diforder: 
which are not confined to particulasr 
Places, but affect various Parts of thee 
human Body.

& Marks. ‘The Part affected is tumid, refiftts 
the Preflure of the Finger, becomes hot aned 
red, and is afflicted with a pulfatory Pain. hii: 
Diforder is terminated, either by a latent Refolu:- 
tion of the Matter, which is a happy Circumftance:, 
or if this does not happen, it fometimes begins tco 
affume a malignant Nature, which is of all others 
the worft Sign. By a prepofterous Method otf 
Cure, Inflammations are alfo frequently convertedd 
into fcirrhous Tumors. 

Violent Inflammations are fometimes fucceededi 
by a Gangrene and a Sphacelus. In the formerr 
Cafe, the Part affected begins tq mortify, and iss 
difpofed to an Extinétion of its innate Heat, ona 
which Occafion, the florid Colour of the Inflamma - 
tion, together with the Pain and Pulfation, ares 
gradually remov’d. But in a Sphacelus the wholee 
Part aftected lofes its Senfation, Motion and Prin-- 
ciple of Life, and becomes abfolutely black, foft,, 
putrid, foetid and cadaverous. In this Cafe the: 
Patient is foon cut off, unlefs the corrupted Mem-. 
ber is feafonably removed by a proper Ampu-- 
tation. 

It is alfo expedient to make fome Obfervations: 
concerning Carbuncles. In this Diforder, then, , 
the Part affected, is firft feiz’d with an Itching, after: 
which, it afflumes a fplendid eflorefcent Colour, , 
like that of Pitch or Bitumen, being at the fame: 
Time afflited with the moft intenfe Pain. Imme-. 

diately 
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diately after this, one or more fhining Pnitules ap- 
pear, which are not very prominent, but black, 
and fometimes lucid or pale. When this Puftule 
_is broken an Ulcer is form’d with a Cruft or Efchar, 
refembling that generally produced by a red hot 
Tron. ‘This Cruit is furrounded with an Inflam- 
mation, and as it were fcorch’d by the Violence of 
the Heat. Hence the Skin is, in the affected Part, 
fo fix’d to the fubjacent Fleth, that the former muit 
be feparated from the latter, and all the adjacent 
Parts, by Means of a certain Confent, become 
Sharers in the Heat and Pain. Befides, the Patient 
is fometimes feiz’d with an Horror and a Fever, 
accompanied with an exceflive Naufea, Drowfinefs 
and ‘Tremors of the Heart. The Tumor itfelf 
never comes to Suppuration ; but at laft, when the 
Portion of Flefh, corrupted by the intenfe Heat, 
fails out, a hollow and fordid Ulcer is form’d. 
This Diforder is acute, and even abfolutely mortal, 
efpecially if it excites a Fever, or has its Seat near 
any of the principal Vifcera, in the Groins, for In- 
flance, or the Arm-pits ; for in this Cafe, the Re- 
turn of the Diforder to the internal Parts is jaftly 
to be dreaded, and when this happens, the Death 
of the Patient is certain, efpecially if his Diforder 
is accompanied with other bad Signs. Carbuncles 
alfo, arifing about the Stomach, or Fauces, fre- 
quently prove mortal, by deftroying Refpiration. 
The leaft fatal Species of Carbuncle, is that which 
is red, and the next, with refpect to its Safety, is 
that of a pale Colour. That ofa black Colour 
is abfolutely peftilential and mortal. Violent Pe- 
ftilences are generally preceded and accompanied 
by Carbuncles, of all Kinds, which on fuch Occa- 
fions prove abfolutely mortal. But. though Car- 
buncles appearing at other Times, and with other 
Symptoms, may feem formidable on Account of the 
excruciating Pain with which they are accompanied, 

yes 
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yet their Cure is not fo difficult as is commonly 

imagined. 1G : aig 7 
We now proceed to lay down fome Obfervationss 
relating.to an Ery/ipelas, both of the fimple andi 
exulcerated Kind. It is common to both. thofee 
Species of Eryfipelas, in their Beginning, to excitee 
an Horror and Fever,. to be lefs painful and tumidi 
than Inflammations, to be diffufed» over a largee 
Portion of the Surface of the Body, to be of a yel-- 
lowifh red Colour, which is deftroy’d by the Pref-- 
fure of the Finger, but reftored foon after the Re-- 
moval of the Preflure, not to be accompanied witha 
Pelfation, and much lefs with ‘Tenfion, to moves 
from one Seat to another, and as it were to pinch 
and burn ‘the Part affeGed. . A fimple Eryfipelass 
is attended with a Heat or certain Kind of Burning,, 
and a Rednefs without any Exulceration. Hzppo-- 
crates, in his Aphorifms, called this Diforder Zp7-- 
phlogifma, and our Countrymen, from its Simili-- 
tude of Colour, have. given it the Appellation off 
the Rofe. This Diforder was by the lait quotedi 
Author pronounced mortal, by inducing a Quinfey,, 
if, after its Appearance on the Breaft, it fuddenly, 
return’d to the internal Parts. But when an Eryf-- 

pelas is exulcerated, which is by us called St. 4a 
thony’s Fire, the Surface of the Skin is fometimess 
affected, and furfuracious Crufts arife on it, where-- 
as at other Times the whole Skin is exulcerated,, 
and after a Rupture of the Puftules difcharges a pu-- 
rulent Sanies. An Eryfipelas moft commonly ap-- 
pears in. the Face, and, by {preading, frequently 
affe&ts the whole of it, by which Means it is ren-- 
der’d greatly tumid and expanded, fo that unlefss 
proper Remedies are feafonably called in to the: 
Patient’s Affiftance, he may be fpeedily. fuffocated. 
‘That Species of the Eryfipelas 1s alfo bad, whichi 
arifes from the Fratture or Denudation of ai 
Bone. It is always a laudable and falutary Sign: 
when 
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when an Eryfipelas is expelled from the internal ‘to 
the external Parts, but-always a fatal Omen, when 
_ it returns from the latter to the former. A Putre> 
-faGion or Suppuration arifing from an Eryfipelas 
are very bad Signs, but they rarely or never hap- 
pen to a fimple Eryfipelas, which is generally 
diffipated by an imperceptible cutaneous Perfpi- 
ration. 
_ As there is a great Affinity between the Caufe Papule, or 
of an Eryfipelas, and that of a Papulz, generally Herpes. 
known by the Name of the Herpes, fo we now 
proceed to confider the latter. ‘There are there- 
fore two Kinds of Herpes, the one fimple and mild, 
and the other corroding and violent. In the former, 
fmall: Puftules. render the Surface of the Skin 
rough, gently corrode it, and induce Rednefs and 
Itching. This Diforder generally {preads in a cir- 
cular Form, and for the moft part is cured in the 
‘Center,. whilft the Extremities fpread further. 
This is called a Miliary Herpes, becaufe the Pu- Miljary 
ftules appearing in it refemble Millet Grains. But Fe pes. 
where there is an Herpes Exedens, or where the Herpes Exe. 
Papule are of a corroding Nature, the whole deus. 
of the Skin is exulcerated, and more corroded 
and red, whilft at the fame Time the ruptured 
Paftules become {mall dry Ulcers, without either 
Sanies or Pus, in which Refpect this Diforder dif- 
fers from St. Axthouy’s Fire, though in all others 
they exaGtly refemble each other; for, in St. dz- 
thony’s Fire the Puftules are large, exulcerated, 
moift, and difcharge a fanious Pus. All Papule 
are the leaft dangerous of the feveral Kinds. of 
{preading Ulcers, but cannot be cured without 
Difficulty and length of Time, efpecially if they 
are not round; for fuch, when removed, degene- 
rate into an Impetigo. 

An Ocdema is a lax, foft, and white Tumor, Oedemai 
without Pain or Heat, and which, when pte 
a wit 
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with theFinger, retains a Kind of Deprefiion or {mall} 
Pit. This Diforder is frequent in the Feet, andi 
fometimes in the whole Bodies of fuch /atients ass 
are wafted by a Dropfy, a Confumption, or a Ca 
chexy. It is often terminated by Refolution, andi 
frequently degenerates into fungous Excrefcences., 
Tn the Winter-Seafon it is very cident to old Per-. 
fons and fuch as indulge themfelves to Excefs im 
eating and drinking. 

Scirvbus, A Scirrhbus is an hard refifting Tumor, and uf 
perfect, entirely void of Senfation, and of an in-- 
termediate Colour between red and black. In thee 
Beginning it is fmall, but gradually affumes aa 
greater Bulk. In this Diforder, the Liver is oftenn 
affected, and ftill more frequently the Spleen, nott 
without the moft imminent Danger of terrible andi 
even mortal Difeafes. It alfo fometimes affectss 
other Parts, when an Inflammation or an Eryfipelass 
has been prepofteroufly cured inthem. A recentt 
Scirrhus, when prefs’d, perceives fome Senfe off 
Pain, and may be cured by proper Medicines, butt 
a thorough and inveterate Scirrhus is totally: de-- 
priv’d of ‘Senfation, and can never be remov'dl. 
In fome Patients a Scirrhus is repell’d, in otherss 
remains perpetually hard, and in others degenerates 
into a Cancer. 

Ki ng There is an Analogy between this laft Diforderr 
jand the King’s Evil, which confifts of hard Swel.. 

} lings of the Glands, efpecially in the Neck, wheree 
/ they are difpofed in a long Series, and whence theyy 
' fometimes reach to the Arm-pits, the Breaft; andi 
/ Women’s Breafts. Thefe Tumors alfo frequently; 
| feize the Groins of fome Patients. This Diforderr 
' is fometimes mild, in which Cafe the Tumor iss 
equal, round, circumfcrib’d, not very hard, freee 
from Inflammation and Pain, and in every Refpeci 
refembling a Scirrhus. But when the Diforder iss 


violent and jnveterate, it degenerates into a malig-- 
| s. nantt 
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nant, fpreading and corroding Ulcer, by which not 
Only the Part primarily affected, but alfo thofe con- 
tiguous to it are corroded and deftroyed. This Dif- 
order is fometimes fo violently malignant, as hardly 
_ to differ in its Nature from a Cancer  tiwhich Cafe, 
as a Fever is excited, the Tumor is unequal, and tor- 
‘mented with pulfatory Pains, and the Veins become 
tumid and prominent. The Tumor becomes worfe 
by being handled, and becaufe it cannot be brought 
to Maturation, laits during the whole of the Patient’s 
_ Life. Whether thefe ftramous Swellings are cured, 
either by Incifions_or Medicines, they generally 
appear again near the former Cicatrixes. All ftru- 
mous Swellings are not to be removed without the 
greatet Dificalty, and are moft generally incident 
to Children (to whom they are alfo leaft Prejudi- 
cial) efpecially fuch as have fhort Necks, flat Tem- 
ples, and large Jaws. Strumous Swellings rarely 
happen to Adults and old Perfons, but are moit 
obitinate and troublefome when they feize them. 
‘Thole ftrumous Swellings are alfo thought to be of 
-abad Kind which are free from Pain. 
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A Gancer is a Diforder no lefs terrible for its Cancer; 


Danger, than for its long Duration. Itisa hard, 
round, unequal and unfeemly Tumor, blacker than 
an Inflammation, but not fo intenfely hot. It ex- 
cites a Pain for a large Space round it, and tho’ 
to the Sight it appears to be foft, yet by the Touch 
at is felt to be very hard... Round about it the Veins 
being fometimes full, or pale, or livid, become 
tenfe, and are incurvated fo as to refemble the 
Claws of a Crab when fpread. When a Cancer 
begins, it is fmall, and in Form refembling a Chich, 
hard, round, of an obfcure Colour, fometiiés ac . 
companied with a certain Degree of Pain and Heat, 
and at other Times free from thefe Symptoms ; but 
in Procefs of Time it grows as large asa Bean, and 
- then aflumes the Bulk of an Acorn,. or fome other 
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Body a little larger. ‘This Tumor is fometimess 
without, and forsetimes with an Ulcer; when thee 
fatter happens, befides the Symptoms already men-- 
tioned, the Part afretedis daily corroded, and itss 
Root fo contaminated by the Erofion, as to refem-- 
ble corrupted Flefh. After this there is a Difcharges 
of a highly peflilential, thin, black, or yellow Sa-- 
nies, no lefs difagreeable on account of its exceflivee 
Quantity, than its fetid Smell. The Ulcer itfelf iss 


unequal, and has its Lips tumid, ards inverted, 


_and highly unfeemly, by the Adhefion of the con-- 


creted Sordes. ‘The Patient conftantly labours un-- 


) der a flow Fever, and is frequently afflited with 


{ Deliquiums, efpecially if the Seat of the Diforderr 


ne 


' is near the Heart. Sometimes a large Quantity off 


Blood is difcharged from the Ulcer, in Confequencee 
of the Erofion of a Vein, and the Cancer alwayss 
fpreads, ‘till it puts a happy Period to the miferablee 
Life of the Patient. It is to be obferv’d, that as aa 
Cancer may feize all the Parts of the Body, fo itt 
moft frequently happens in the Breafts of Women,, 
the Mouth, the Eyes, the Pudenda of Women, thee 
Penis or the Anus, efpecially if the Menfes havee 
been long fupprefs’d, if habitual hemorrhoidal 
Difcharges have been cur’d, or if the Patient hags 
laboured under a long protracted Quartan Fever.. 
When a Cancer is recent, and has not by its long: 
flanding affeed the whole of any Member, itt 
may poflibly be cur’d by proper Medicines and aa 
due Treatment ; but when it has becomé inveterates 
and deep rooted, it is too obftinate to yield to thes 
Force and Energy of the moft powerful Remedies, , 
efpecially if it is accompanied with an Ulcer,. 
Cancers are more exafperated than alleviated 


“by all Attempts towards a Cure; for if the: 


actuabCautery 1s us'd> they “are by its Means ren-- 
der’d worfe, and infallibly prove mortal: If, on the: 


contrary, they are extirpated by the Knife, they; 
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return after the Cicatrix is form’d, and increafe 


till they put an End to thePatient’s Life. 


We now proceed to lay down fome Obfervations 


relating to Wounds and Ulcers. Thofe Wounds. 


then are moft fafe, which are re¢tilineal or ftrait, 


and made in the mufculous Parts by Incifion, and 
without any Contufion ; for it is far better to be

are inflicted in the Heart, Brain, Stomach, Liver, 
fpinal Marrow, Lungs, {mall Inteftines, and the 
large Veins and Arteries about the Fauces. ‘The 
Danger is equally certain, tho’ not fo fpeedy in 


Wounds of the Meninges, thick Part of the Liver, 


Kidneys, Spleen, Pudenda of Women, Bladder or 
Septum 'Tranverfum. It is alfo a dubious and dan- 


gerous Cafe, when Wounds are inflifted in the 


large and deep feated Veins lodg’d in the Arm- 


pits and Hams, as alfo thofe diftributed to the Anus” 


and Tefticles ; fince on fuch Occafions, violent He- 
morrhages are to be dreaded: Nor are thofe 
Wounds fafe, which penetrate into the Cavities 
of the Body, or are made in the Joints, the In- 


-terftices of the Fingers, the Arm-pits, the O- 
rigine of the Mufcles, the Nerves, the Arteries, 


~ the Membranes, the Bones and the Cartilages. All 


excefiively large Wounds are alfo, juftly accounted 
dangerous. Wounds of every Kind are more eafily 
eur’d in Children and young Perfons, than in fuch 
as are old, in robuft than in. weak Patients, in 
thofe who-are neither too lean nor corpulent, than 
in fuch as are either extenuated or plethoric, and 


im thofe who are temperate, than in fuch as are 
addicted to Wine and Venery.. Wounds are cur’d. 


fooneft in the Spring, later in the Summer and 
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Winter, and of all other Seafons moft flowly in the 
Autumn. Convulfions arifing from Wounds prove 
mortal, and Hippocrates pronounced it a bad Sign 
for wounded Patients to be coftive. 

Some Obfervations may be alfo made with Re- 
fpe& to Ulcers in general, fince thefe are not al- 
ways fimple, but fometimes manifefily attended 
with Tumor and a Kind of Contufion ; fometimes. 
they abound with luxuriant and fungous Flefh, at 
others they are fill’d.with Varices, and at others,.. 
have their Lips callous and ill-coloured. It alfo 


' frequently happens, that fome Time after the For- 


mation of a Cicatrix, they are feized with an 
Inflammation and break out afrefh, efpecially 
when the fubjacent Bone is corrupted, which be- 
comes firft pinguious, and then black or carious: 
On fuch Occafions Ulcers are generally malignant, 
and with great Difficulty admit of a Cure. Ulcers 
of this Kind are found to proceed moft generally 
from a bad Habit of Body, or from Diforders of 
the Liver and Spleen. In Ulcers of this Kind, the 
Lips are either callous, or Varices are form’d in: 
them, and the Patient’s Colour is extremely bad. 
and unfeemly. Ulcers alfo fometimes become eating 
and depafcent, becaufe they confume and prey. 
not only upon the corrupted, but alfo the adjacent 
found Fleth: But thefe moft generally happen after 
Wounds imprudently treated with acrid and cauftie 
Remedies, or after St. Anthony's Fire, or thofe Pu- 
ftules which are excited by an acrid Bile; ayd ac- 
companied with a violent Itching. Of this Kind 
are thofe phagedenic Ulcers, which {preading far 
corrupt the Skin and fuperior Parts of the Mufcles,, 
Sometimes alfo, Ulcers become hollow, with narrow 


‘Mouths, and having theirBottoms deep, and running 


into various Sinufes like Rabbet Holes; and thele 
Sinufes are fometimes callous and fometimes not ; 
when they are callous, they are called Fiada’s, 

concerning 
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concerning which, various important Obfervations 
are to be made ;. for of thefe fome are cur’d eafily, 
and fome with Difficulty, whilft- others are abfo- 
kutely incurable. Fiftula’s, are foon cur’d when they 
are fimple, recent, and confin’d to the Mufcles, ef- 
pecially ifthe Patient is young, and of a good Ha- 
bit of Body: But thofe Fiftula’s are with great 
Difficu'ty cur’d, which affeé the Bones, Cartilages, 
Nerves and Articulations ; as alfo thofe which pe- 
netrate to the Bladder, Lungs, Uterus, large Veins 
and Arteries, or the Cavities of the Body, fuch as 
the Throat, Stomach, Breaft and Inteftines ; for on 
fuch Occafions the Danger is fometimes dubious, 
_ and at others, Death abfolutely certain ; efpecially 
if the Patient is old,. infirm, or of a bad Habit of 
Body. When from an Ulcer, a greater Quantity: 
of Matter is difcharged than is thought to bear a’ 
Proportion to its Bulk, we may conclude that there 
are feveral Sinufes within it, and in this Cafe, if 
the Flefh only is eroded,” the Pus evacuated is 
{mooth, white and copious; if a nervous Part is 
eroded, the Pus is of the fame Colour with the 
former, but thinner and lefs in Quantity.. The Pus 
difcharg’d from a Nerve is pinguious and refem- 
bling Oil, and this Cafe is accompanied with in- 
tenfe Pains. Ifa Vein is affected, Blood is fre- 
quently mix’d with the Pus, and if the Bone, a 
thin Liquor is difcharg’d: But as generally every 
Ulcer, fo alfo that which is deep, narrow and cal- 
lous, affects the Bone if it continues longer than 
2 Year. That the Bone is afieCted is known, if the 
Point of the Probe does not flip from one Part of 
' the Bone to another, but feems to remain fix’d as 
on a Plane, for in this Cafe there is a gentle Caries; 
but if the Bone is felt unequal and rough, it in- 
dicates a more violent Erofion. All Fiftula’s are 
difficultly cur’d, efpecially fuch as are inveterate, 
or are deep and have many Sinufes. All Ulcers. 
S 3 which 
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which being once eur’d by the Formation of a Ci 
catrix, break out again, incline to degenerate into) 
Fiftula’s. Ulcers fometimes become fo malignant 
and virulent, as to putrify the Part affeéted, and| 
the Ulcers of this Kind have a vifcid Subftance,, 
or a foft Flefh within them, or are cover’d with ani 
il-{melled Cruft, from which exhales a noxious: 
Vapour, like that arifing from Carcaffes or cor-- 
rupted Flefh. Such Ulcers may either prove mor-- 
tal, or when very violent, terminate in a cor:. 
roding Sphacelus. °Tis alfo to be obferv’d, that: 
thofe Ulcers are bad which laf long, which fuc- 
eeced other Difeafes, and which are {mooth about: 
their Edges. It is a falutary Sign, when the Hairs, 
Which before were wanting, begin to grow. An 
Hemorrhage from U!cers produced by their Pulfa- 
tion,. is accounted a bad Sign. If Tumors accom- 
panying Ulcers of the anterior Parts of the Body 
fuddenly difappear, either an acute Pain of the 
Side, er Madnefs is to bedreaded. When the like 
Symptom happens in the pofterior Parts of the 
Body, Convulfions or a Rigor are to be expefted ;. 
but it is a good Sign, when amidit thefeSymptoms,. 
the Patient has a Solubility of Body. It is alfo a 
bad Sign, when Patients affli@ed with Ulcers, la- 
bour under obftinate Watchings, a Difficulty of 
Refpiration, Thirft, loathing of Aliments, and ai 
Fever; as alfo when the Pus difcharg’d is black, 
feculent and fcetid; but Deliquiums are of ail other 
Signs the wortft. et 

We now proceed to fay fomething Scerraet! 
the Blood, Sanies, and Pus, common toWounds and 
Ulcers : Blood itfelf is fufficiently known to every 


one; Sanies is not only thiner than this, but the 


thineft of all the Humours difcharg’d from the 
Body. It is by no Means glutinous, but of a whi- 
tith or redifh Colour, and by fome Authors called. 
Lekar. The Liquor, which is thicker and more 

| glutinous 
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-glutinous than this, is called Virus, and the Ulcer 
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‘from which it flows, “a virulent Ulcer. Pus is of Pus. 


‘all the others the thickeft, and whiteft, but not fo 


-glutinous as the Sordes which ftrongly adhere to  Sordes, 


‘Ulcers, and gives them the Denomination of fordid 
Ulcers. . The bei Blood is that which is warm,. 
ued, moderately thick, and tiot vifcid. That Blood, 
-on the contrary,. is bad,. which is too thin or thick, 


-‘Hivid, black, mixed with Phlegm, or of various 


Colours. That Sanies is bad, which is copious, 


too thin, livid, pale, black, glutinous, foetid, hot 
and corroding. But that is better which is not 
aqueous, but 1s moderately thick, redith or whitith. 


. A copious and very thick Virus is bad, but that 


which is contrary to this better. Amongtt all thefe 
Humours Pus is the beft, and the better the Pus is 
accounted, the thicker, the whiter, and the fmaller 


in Quantity it is. That Pus is alfo efteem’d good, 


which is fmooth, equal,; all of one Colour, with- 


out any .Smell,. and which is proportion’d both to” 


the Bulk and Time of the Wound ; fora greater 
Quantity is difcharged when the Wound is large, 
and when the Inflammation is not as yet refolved : 
But that Pus is bad, which is thin, diluted, and of 
the Colour of Whey, efpecially if it is fuch from 
the Beginning: No lefs bad is that which is pale, 
livid, feculent or feetid. It is alfo to be obferved,. 
that Blood is’ difcharged from a Wound which is. 
either recent or healing; but Pus is evacuated 
from an Ulcer difpofed to heal, Sanies from a be- 
ginning and crude Ulcer, and Virus from one of 
the malignant Kind. 

We now proceed to confider the Dilatation of 
Veins and Arteries, the latter of which is called, 
Aneuryfm, and the former Varix. In both, the

Thus a Diary Fever may degenerate Poe 
into one of the he&ic or patrid Kind. An erratic 
Fever, and fuch as arifes from various Humours, 
is often changed into a Quartan, and this is fome- 
times transform’d into a Quotidian. Any other 
Fever may alfo terminate in Arthritic Diforders, 
Convulfions or Abfceffes.

If therefore aPerfon dreams that he fees Houfes 
burning, it denotes a Luxuriance of yellow Bile: 
But if he imagines that he fees Smoke, or. is. in 
Darknefs, there is a Redundance ef black Bile in 
the Body. If he fanciesthat he fees Showers, Ice, © 
Snow, or Hail, his Body abounds with Phlegm: - 
The Perfon who dreams that he is in a naity Place, _ 
has a putrid Humour lodg’d in his Body : Whereas. 
the Perfon who dreams that he fees red Objects, ‘or. 
fancies that he has Cocks-Combs, labours under a: 
Plethora, or too-large a-Quantity of Blood: The 
erp Reeser te) ee Moon 
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Moon appearing to Perfons in Dreams, denotes: 
principally thofe Diforders which are feated in the: 
Cavities of the Body. If the Sun appears, it de-- 
notes Diforders in the Center of the Body ; but if aa 
Patient thinks he fees any of the Stars, thefe denote: 
the Diforders under their particular Influence: Lfany; 
of thefe feem to be darken’d, or ftopt in their Courfe,, 
they denote Diforders in the particular Parts top 
which their refpective Influence extends; and thefes 
Diforders are flight, if either the Air or a Cloud] 
feems to flop thefe Bodies, but more violent if they’ 
appear to be ftop’d by Water. If thefe celeftiall 


Bodies, feem by the Interpofition of others, to be foo 


darken’d as totally to difappear, the Patient’s deatha 
is to be dreaded; but if the Darknefs being re-- 
mov’d, they become clear and fplendid, there are: 
great Hopes to be entertained of the Patient’s Re-- 
covery. When they feem to perform their Courfess 
with an highly rapid Motion, Madnefs is to bee 
dreaded ; they alfo prognofticate the Approach off 
Difeafes, when they feem to defcend to the Weit,, 
to be precipitated into the Sea, or to fall upon thee 


Earth. When a Perfon dreams that he fees a tur-- 


bulent raging Ocean, it denotes a Diforder of thee 
Eelly ; neither is it a good Siga when a Perfon fan-- 
cies that he fees an Inundation, fince it denotes aa 
mout Difeafe, efpeciaily if he fancies that ‘he iss 
drowning in Ponds or Rivers. It is ftill a worfe: 
Sign, when a Perfon fees the Earth dry and parched! 
by the Sun, fince this evinces a great Drynefs im 
the Body. If any one dreams that he is greedilyy 
drinking or eating, this denotes a Penury either off 
Alments or Drink. It is a good Sign to dreangs 
that a Perfon drinks pure Water, but bad to dreann 
that he is drinking any other Liquor: But when as 
Perfon dreams that he fees Moniters, or armed E-- 
nemies, foas greatly to frighten him, Diteafes and! 
Madnels are to be dreaded. When-a bie | oe 
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that he is falling from a Precipice, or any high 
Place, it denotes a Vertigo, an Epilepfy, or an A- 
poplexy ; for on fuch Occafions the Head is over- 
loaded by a Redundance of Humours. 

Having thus confider’d the State of the Mind, Prefages 
we now proceed to confider the external Parts of from toe Pa- 
the Patient, among which the Countenance feems aes : deus 
to be none of the leaft confiderable ; fince by evi- “""""” 
dent, and by no Means dubious Signs, it indicates 
the Diforders of the principal Parts. In every Di- 
feafe, therefore it is a laudable Sign, when the 
Patient’s Countenance is not very unlike that of a 
found Perfon : In violent Difeafes, the good State 
_ of the Countenance leffens the Danger, whereas in 
mild Difeafes, a bad Condition of the Countenance 
augments it. ‘There is the greateft Danger, when 
by the Force of the Difeafe, the Eyes become hol-* 
low, the Temples collapfed, the Noftrils fharp, 
cold and inverted, the Ears and Skin about the 
Forehead hard, tenfe, livid, or black, or the Eye- 
lids, Lips or Noftrils pale and difcoloured. If a 
Countenance of this Kind fucceeds the Foree of the 
Difeafe, and not an immoderate Purging, it prog- 
noftieates that the Patient will die in three Days, 
efpecially if pinguious Excrements and Urine 
are evacuated ; a Countenance of this Kind very 
frequently happens when a violent Fever {corches 
and colliquates the Body, efpeciaily if the Patient 
is young, and has been accuftom’d to an active 
Life. But whether an acute or a chronical and 
violent Difeafe, fuch as a Confumption, has in- 
duced fuch a State of the Countenance either 
in the Beginning or latter Periods of the Diforder, 
it always prognofticates certain and infallible 
Death, which in fome happens fooner, and in 
others later. | 

Many ufeful Obfervations may be alfo: drawn Prefages 
from the Precordia during Difeafes; for it is a from thePra-

Ditfeafes. 

The Faculties of the Patient’s Body are alfo to Prefages 
be confider’d, in order to draw Prognoftics from fro Kepi- 
them: A free Re/piration then, both in long, and "***°* 
efpecially in acute Diforders, which are accompa- 
nied with a Fever, and terminate within forty 
Days, generally lays a Foundation for hoping a 
Recovery ; whereas a difficult. Refpiration gene- 
rally threatens Danger. But that Refpiration is of / 
all others the moft terrible, which is.perform’d un- / 
equally and interruptedly, fo that there feems to / 
be a double Infpiration. ‘That Refpiration is alfo' 
bad and fuffocating, which does not allow the Pa- 
tient to lie at Eafe, but forces him to get out of 
Bed; as alfo that in which the Thorax and Sca.- 
pule are greatly elevated. This Species of Refpi- 
ration accompanies violent Defluxions, Quinfeys, 
Suppurations or crude ‘Tubercles of the Lungs. A. 
large and frequent Refpiration, in which an hot 
Vapour is difcharged from the Mouth and Noftrils 
is a Sign of a violent Heat without any Obftrusti- 
on, fo that fuch a Refpiration principally happens 
in ardent Fevers. A frequent and {mall Refpiration 
denotes either the Weaknefs of Nature, or Ob- 
flructions of the Lungs. Such a Refpiration alfo 
frequently attends Inflammations of the Lungs, 
Sides, Septum Tranverfum, Liver or Spleen; but a

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large Refpiration, and fuch as is rare at long Inter- 
vals, prognofticates Madnefs: But that Refpiration 
threatens Death, in which the Breath is difcharg’d

Sign tHat the Strength is exhaufted and over- 
power’d, when the Breath is hardly difchare’d 
from the Mouth, but almoft wholly from the No- 
ftrils, efpecially if thefe are obferv’d to be ftrongly 
contracted and dilated. When during Fevers 
Death isat Hand, the Refpiration is high, frequent 
and difficult. 

We now proceed to confider the Pulfation of 
the Arteries, which, as it gives the beft Informa-. 
tion with Refpe& to the State of the Heart and 
Life, is therefore of the greateft Importance to the 
Formation of juft Prognoftics. When therefore in 
Difeales, the Pulfe does not recede much from its 
proper Nature, and continues in that State, it de-. 
notes the Strength of the Body, and lays a Foun- 
dation for expedling a Recovery. That Pulfe is 
thought beft which is in an intermediate Degree 
between the large and final], the quick and flow, 
the ‘frequent and rare, the vehement and languid, 
the foft and hard, the full and low; and which ob- 
ferves a due Proportion, Equality and Order a- 
mong its Strokes. ‘This Pulfe recedes from its own 
Nature, according to the Strength of the Patient, 
the State of the Circulation, and the Condition of 
the Artery. A Jarge Pulfe fucceeds an Increafe of 
the Circulation and Strength of Nature, but before 
it recedés from its natural Scate and becomes large, 
it is firft of afl frequent, in which Cafe it is moft 
agreeable to Nature; but, afterwards by an ang-° 


“mented Circulation becomes quick. If the Patient 


on thefe Occafions is weak, the Pulfes ceafes to be 
darge, and become frequent, {mall and languid.

cates the Recovery of the Patient ; whereas, one Janguia 


of the languid Kind prognofticates the Danger of #“J 
his Death: But it is to be obferv’d, that there is 
not fo great Danger in the largeft, quickeft, moit 
frequent, moft violent and foft, as in the fmalleft, - 
floweft, moftrare, languid and hard Pulfe; for 
thefe laft never appear without great Danger: Of 
the former Clafs, the beft is the moft vehement, 
next to this the greateft, and the fmallett the worft. 
Of the latter Clafs, the worft is the moft. languid, 
the next worft the floweft, the next the rareft, and 
the wo:ft of all the fmalleft. Every languid Pulfe 
denotes the Weaknefs of Nature, and this Weak- 
nefs, if contrafted by the Length of Ditcafes, 
-renders the faid Pulfe {mall, rare and flow, if there 
is no Fever, but frequent and {wift if there is one. 
If the Weaknefs is brougat on by exceflive Pains, 
Watchings or fudden Evacuations, the Pulve is not 
only languid, but alfo {malJ, quick and frequent: 
But if Nature is not weak in herfelf, but only op- . 
prefled by fome foreign Subftance, as it happens.in 
violent ObftraGtions of the larger Veflels, in fud- 
den Congeftions of Humours in the Precordia, and 
in peftilential Fevers, the Pulfe is not only greatly 
and continually unequal, but alfo languid, fmall, 
flow and rare ;. tho’ for a few Strokes it now and 
2 ~ then 
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then appears vehement, or large, or quick, or fre- 
quent, by which Means its greateft Inequality is 
difcovered. But there is always a great Weaknefs 
when the Pulfe intermits, and efpecially when it 
proves dehcient.” “IF this laft Species does not re. 
turn .but totally ceafes, it is of all other Pulfes the 
mot terrible, fince it is a‘ certain and infallible 
Prognoftic of Death. This Species of Pulfe ap- 
pears m moft Patients immediately before their 
Death, in fome.a few Hours, and whichis furpri- 
fing, in others a few Days before it. There is lefs 
Danger imthat Species of Pulfe, which is diminifh- 
ed by becoming gradually fmaller, for which Rea- 


ton the Greek Phyficians have chofento call it Mrx- 


ror, or the Moufe’s Tail: This is fometimes recipro- 
cal, and at others not, tho’ in both Cafes it is an. 
Indication of Danger ; and even where it is not re- 
ciprocal, it is thoaght worfe than the deficient re- 
ciprocal Pulfe. ‘There is alfo confiderable Danger: 
in the iutermittenr Pulfe, which is alfo the more 
dangerous, the longer it remains in a State of Reft, 
and when it intermits for the Space of two Pulfati- 
ons, it prognofticates Death, unlefs when fuch a 
Pulfe happens to be natural to particular Perfons. 
But it has fometimes been obferved, that after the 
intermittent Pulfe, old Perfons, afligted with chro- 
nical Fevers and Difficulties of bzeathing, as alfo. 
Children, have liv’d ; but it is by no Means credi- 
ble that fuch an Accident fhould happen to young 
Perfons. The Pulfe which intermits for one Stroke 
is ftill more formidable, and a more certain Prog- 
nofti¢ of Death. But the zxtercurrent Pulfe pro- 
mufes a laudable Crifis of Difeafes, and lays a 
Foundation for expeéing a Recovery, provided it 
is accompanied with other laudable Signs. The. 
twice flriking or intercepted Pulfe, accompanies an 
hot and high y putrid State of the Humours, and 
denotes that the vital Faculty is not totally 
: weaken'd.. 
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weaken’d. An undulating Pulfe is a Prognoftic of 
thofe Difeafes, which arife from a Redundance of 
Humours, fuch as quotidian and continual Fevers, 
which weaken the Patients by profufe Sweats. It 
is alfo a Prognoftic of that Species of Dropty, 
which is commonly called a Leucophlegmatia. Not 
only in thefe, but alfo in other Fevers, the undulat-

expecting a Recovery, unlefs the Pofterior Part of 
the Diftention is languid, in which Cafe it indicates 
a Struggle between Nature and the Difeafe. The 
He&ie Pulfe is of along Duration, denotes chroni- 
cal, dry, and difficultly cured Difeafes, and is pe- 
culiar to.confumptive Patients, or thofe emaciated 
by any Caufe whatever .The ferrated Pulfe fac- 
ceeds Inflammations, efpecially of the nervous Parts, 
for which Reafon it is familiar to Infammations of 
the Side. This Pulfe is fo much the worfe, the 
more manifeft it is, which is occafion’d by its too 
great ‘l'enfion and Hardnefs. The ferrated Pulfe 
accompanies crude ‘Tubercles in the internal Parts,. 
which, when the Patient’s Strength is not very 
confiderable, generally prove mortal unlefs they — 
are {peedily brought to a Suppuration. An highly — 
convulfive Pulfe rarely happens, and is accompa- 
nied with the fame Danger, efpecially if it appears 
after copious Evacuations, ‘Purges, ardent Fevers, 
and other Diforders of a fimilar Nature. That 
Species is fafer which happens faddenly in the Be< 
ginning of Difeafes, This Pulfe alfo. accompanies 
inflammatory Diforders of the Brain, efpecially. 
that Species of Madnefs commonly called a Phre- 
nitis, as alfo the Epilepfy, in which alfo the Pa. - 
tients die under a preternatural Heat, the con- 
trary of which happens in a Syncope. The /7- 
brating ox Turbulent Pulfe, happening in Patients.

Ord-r 
in good Pulfes is a laudable Sign,. but in thofe of a 
bad Kind it is an unlucky Omen though Phyficians 
of very confiderable Note are of a contrary Opi- 
nion; and the Order is ftill f much the worfe, the 
worfe the Pulfes are: It is to be obferved in ge- 
neral, that the Pulfe is not the fame in all dying 
Perfons, fince in fome it totally ceafes before their 
Death, in others it remains deficient almoft to the 


: laft Moment of Life, in others it is highly frequent, 


fmall and languid, in others it is intermittent, in 
ethers formicating, and in others vermiculating, 
whilft others have that Species of Pulfe which the 
Greeks called Myuros. 

We now proceed to confider Appetite, Loathing 
of Aliments, and, ina Word, every Kind of Re- 
gimen or Method of Living, in order to deduce 
from them the Prefages and Prognoftics of Difeafes. 
In all Difeafes, therefore, it is a good Sign when 
the Patient likes what is ofter’d him for Aliments 
or Drink, whereas it is a dangerous Sign when he 
diflikes and naufeates them. When the Patient 
takes improper Aliments without being render’d 
worfe, it is a Sign that the Difeafe is moderate ; 
but if when proper Aliments and Medicines are

Ifa Patient loaths 
Food in the Beginning of the Difeafe, or even near 
its State, whilft the Strength is fufficient, we are 
not to be terrified at this Circumiftance,. but a Loath- 
ing of Food appearing in the Decline of Dileates,

exhaufted, is not free from Danger. A Loathing: 
of Food is wortt of all in long Difeafes, and in re-. 
covering Perfons threatens a Relapfe, efpecially: 
when. accompanied with Acid Eruétations. | Iff 
Aliments are coveted and eaten after Difeafes,, 
without augmenting the Flefh and Strength of the: 
Patient, it is a bad Sign, fince it indicates that: 
more is eaten than is expedient. When the lke: 
happens to a Perfon who eats moderately,. it is a, 
Sign that he ftands in need of Evacuation, by 
which, if he is not relieved, a Relapfe is to be: 
dreaded ; for there is always a Propenfity to a, 


{ Relapfe, when any peccant Matter is left in the 
' Body after the Crifis. ‘The Patient who eats con- 


fiderably in the Beginning of a Difeafe, without 
growing better, is at lait feiz’d with a Loathing of © 
Food, whereas the Perfon, who at firft ufing great 
Abftinence, afterwards has an Appetite, is more 
eafily freed from his Difeafe. 
We now proceed to confider the various Excre- 
tions of the Body, fuch as the Spit, the Excrements, 


_ the Urine and Sweat, all of which are bad when

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evacuated weakly, or in too fmall a Quantity, and 
efpecially when they are eliminated mixed with 
each other; for in thefe Cafes they indicate Dan- 
ger, if accompanied with bad Signs, and if other- 
wife the Length of the Difeafe.

promife Recovery, if they are made after the Signs

“Signs.. Spit, and Matter thrown up by Vomit, 


we have confider’d in the preceding Book, fo that 
we are only here to treat of Stools, Urine, and 
Sweat beginning with the firft of thefe.

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'Thofe Stools are therefore beft which are foft, Prefages 
coherent, compact, of a redifh Colour, ofthe fame from Stools. 
Smell with thofe of a found Perfon, of a Quantity

_at the fame Time the Patient ufed to do when in-—— 

Health. But thofe are bad, which are either too 
hard, liquid, foon difipated, or of an unequal 
Confiftence. Neither are thefe good, which are ei- 
ther extreamly red or white, fince the latter denotes 
Crudity, and the former a bilious Diforder; tho’ 
ted Stools, in the Decline of fuch Diforders, are not 
bad,. fince by their Means the peccant Matter pro- 
ducing them is eliminated. Green Stools are bad,. 

. and proceed from an eruginous Bile. Black Stools. - 
denote black Bile, and thofe of a livid Colour, a 
preternatural Coldnefs in the internal Parts. Pin- 
guious Stools are not fafe, nor fuch as are vifcid 
and tenacious; for under thefe two laft,. unlefs 
Aliments of fimilar Qualities have been eaten, the 
Body is colliquated. Ill-fmell’d Stools are bad, 
becaufe they denote intenfe Heat and Putrefaction ; 
nor are thofe good which are frothy, {mooth, or 
full of flatulences, like Oxes Dung. Frothy Stools 
alfo indicate a great Heat in the internal Parts. 

-Thofe are alfo bad which are too.fcanty or copious. 
Various Stools, fuch as that mix’d with Strigments, 
the bilious, the purulent, the bloody, and the 
black, are alfo bad. Thofe Stools are full worle,, 
whofé Smell refembles that of Infants Excrements. 
Tn every Difeafe, if blackBile is either-dleharged —___- 
from the Anus or the Mouth, it isa mortal Sign. 

In acute Difeafes frothy and_ highly bilious Stools 
aré extréamly bad~Signs. When florid Blood is 
diicharsedby~Srool, it is a bad Sign, efpecially 
when the Patient is before afli€ted with any Pains 

of the Inteitines or Vifcera. Liquid Stools, whe- 
ther copious or fcanty, are hurtful; for the for- 
mer renders the Patient weak, and the latter fub- 

' ject. 
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jects him to Watchings. In acute Difeafes aqueous 
Stools are bad, efpecially if the Patient has no 
Thirft ; but thofe aqueous Stools are worf of all 
in labouring People, and thofe aflifted with 
‘Torpors; as alfo in thofe whofe Abdomens are 
tumid. It is a bad Sign, when a Refrigeration, 
accompanied with Sweat, happens after liquid 
Stools. - Thofe Stools, which in Colour refemble 

Bees Blood, whether with or without a Fever, are 
extreamly bad. Thofe Stools are alfo generally 
bad, which are difcharg’d without the Patient’s 
Knowledge, or which are copioufly evacuated by 
Perfons weaken’d by long Difeafes. As for Flatu- 
Jencies, ’tis beft they fhould be difcharg’d without 
Noife ; for when in acute Difeafes they are elimi- 
nated with Noife, it either denotes violent Pain, or 
a Delirium. It is alfo bad, when the Flatulencies 

’ about to break forth are interrupted, and fill worfe 
when they return to the fuperior Parts. 


Profages We now proceed to confider the Prefages of the 
jromth: Urine.

_and Increafe of Fevers, denotes a Redundance of 

utrid Humours, and the Oppreffion of Nature. 

if Urine of this Kind is long difcharged, it prog- 
nofticates long and cold Diforders. ‘Thin, diluted 

and aqueous Urine, denotes the Length of the 
Diforder ; 
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Diforder ; and if, during the Difeafe, fuch an 
Urine is long difcharged, together with falutary 
Signs, it indicates an approaching Pain and Abicefs

coétion, and therefore, of all others, the beft. Red 
and yellow Urine denote an Increafe of Heat in the 
Body. A deep red, or Flame colour’d Urine, de- poy red 
notes an ardent Fever, and an immoderate Heat in Urine, 
the Liver; and if it has neither Sediment nor 
Clouds, it indicates the Beginning of a Fever, and 
the Crudity of the Humours. If in acute Fevers 
fuch an Urine is long difcharged, it threatens the 
Death of the Patient before it can be maturated. 
A red, thick and obfcure Urine, like that dif- poz png 
charged in Obfiructions and Diforders of the Liver, ibick Urines 
or when the Acceffions of Fevers are going off, 
denotes a Redundance of fuch Bile as is yellow, red, 
or of the Colour of the Yolk of an Ege, for which 
Reafon fuch an Urine is almoft never difcharged 
in a putrid Synochus. A Wine coloured Urine yy, 0. 
denotes an exceffive hot and parched State of the Jou ’g Urine, 
Blood; and a pafleous Urine, the fame Condition pajfroys 
of the Bile, ‘both having acquir’d the Colour of a Urine.

If the Urine is thin it denotes 
Crudities and violent Obftructions, efpecially if it 

is at the fame Time diluted, like that obferved in 

Quartans and violent nephritic Pains : But when 

in long, erratic, and not very violent Fevers, a 

thin Urine is long difcharged, it denotes that the 

ThickU vine Spleen is affected. A thick Urine indicates a Re- 
_dundance of crude Humours, which, for the mot 

part, are lodged in the Cavity of the Liver, the 

Stomach and Inteftines. ‘The moft crude Urine of 

all is the thin and aqueous, which remains long 

in that State. A lefs crude Urine is that which is 

thin, but afterwards becomes thick. The next. to 

this, is that whichis difcharg’d and remains thick, 

which, when the Patient’s Strength remains, de- 

notes the Length of the Difeafe, and, when it is 
exhaufted, Death. A lefs crude Urine is. thought 

to be that which, being difcharged thick, after- 

wards. depofites a Sediment, fince Urine of this 

Kind denotes the greater Shortnefs of the Difeafe. 

But all thefe Kinds of Urine indicate Crudity and the 
‘Beginning of a Difeafe, which, if they continue for 

a confiderable Time, will prove long, and have a 

difficult Crifis. If, upon the firft Approach of a 

fever, a thick Urine is difcharged, it prognofti-

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cates a Redandance of peccant Matter, the Weak- 

nef{s of the Patient; and the Danger of the Difeafe. 

A thick and white Urine proceeds from a crude }Vhite and 
Phlegm. If this Species is copioufly difcharged in thick Urine. 
long and violent Fevers, which would have termi- 

nated in Abfceffes, it frees the Patient from thefe 

Abfceffes, and from Pain. A thick and redifh Thick and 
Urine, efpecially if it has a Sediment of the fame ’ edifh Urine. 
Kind, prognofticates and denotes the Safety, but at 

the fame Time the Length of the Difeafe; buta 

thick and very red Urine, like that difcharg’d Thick and 
in continent Fevers, is a Proof of the Redundance red Urines 
of the Blood, though this Circumftance is not uni- 

verfally to be depended upon ; for frequently when 

there is no Redundance of Blood, fucha Urine is 
evacuated, not only in Intermittents of the Tertian 

and Quartan Kind, but alfo in the Jaundice. But 

if in other Diforders than thefe, the Urine is thick 

and red to the fortieth Day, the Diforder cannot 

be terminated before the fixtieth. A thick and Thick and 
black Urine is a fatal Sign, and the more fo, the black Urine, 
{maller it is in Quantity. Urine of this Kind isin- 

deed fometimes falutary, as before obferved; when 

difcharg’d in the Decline of Diforders arifing from 

black Bile, the noxious Humour is expelled by the 

Force of Nature. In all acute Difeafes the thicker 

the Urine is the worfe itis. ‘The Marks of Crudity 

are alfo more to be dreaded in the Confiftence than in 
~ the Colour of the Urine. ‘That Urine which even o,,,,; 
when fhaken, in Thicknefs and Lentor refembles a aaa 
Oil, indicates that the Body is colliquated either 

by a Confumption, an Heétic Fever, or a — 
Dropfy. If an Urine, which being at firft thin © 

and clear, becomes thick by the external Air, 

and covers the Chamber-pot with a white 
and vifcid Sordes, but again refumes its Co- 
lour by being refolved over the Fire, fuch an 

Urine in acute Difeafes denotes a begun Concoc- 

x tlon, 
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tion, but in other Diforders indicates nothing par- 
ticular. But if the Urine, being thick and turbid 
like that of Mares, is not refolved by the Fire, 
but has floating in it many Corpufcles, compofed 
of Pus or Mucus, which by Reft fubfide in Form 
of a thick Sediment, the reft of the Urine then 


becoming clear, we may conclude, that there is an 


Ulcer in the Kidneys or Bladder, for the moft part 
produced by the Stone, or at leaft that thefe Parts 


are obftru€ted by a crude Humour; but if when 


thefe Parts are found, the Urine is thus turbid, 
it denotes a Redundance of thick Humours in 
all the Veins, prognofticates the Length and Dif- 
fculty of Difeafes, and, according to Hippocrates, 


in a particular Manner, indicates the Prefence or 
Speedy Approach of Head-Achs ; and thefe may, 


fome Time after, be fucceeded by either a Lethargy 


or a profound Drowfinefs. A turbid Urine is often 


fuddenly difcharged, when Quartan Fevers, or Dif- 
orders of the Liver and Spleen are terminated, as 


alfo when an Abfcefs breaks internally. 


If the Urine is fo turbid and thick as neither to 


be refolved by Fire nor Reft, and feems neither to

have a Sediment, nor any Matter fufpended in it, 
it denotes continual Fevers of a dangerous and 
highly malignant Nature. It is alfo of great Im- 
portance to obferve the Quantity of the Urine; for 
a large Quantity of Urine may either indicate a 
Redundance of ferous Humours, as in a Dropf 
and Diabetes; or a waiting away of the Body, asin 
colliquative evers, or a icanty and defeétive Dif- 
charge of the Excrements; for Hippocrates jaftly 
obferves, that a copious Difcharge of Urine during 
the Night, is fucceeded by a fcanty Evacuation of 


the Excrements. A fmall Quantity of Urine is 


difcharged’ by thofe who drink little, who have 

large Evacuations of another Kind, or who are. 

exhaufted and dried: by exceflive Heatand Labour. 
“. = A 
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A {mall Quantity of Urine alfo frequently indicates 
that the Urinary Duéts are obftructed either by a 
- Stone, or by a grofs and vifcid Humour. In acute 
Fevers a {mall Quantity of Urine, arifing either 
- from the Force of the Difeafe, the Defect of 
Moifture, or the Weaknefs of the expulfive Fa- 
culty, is an infallible Prefage of Death. When in 
acute Difeafes the Urine is fometimes fcantily, fome- 
times copioufly difcharged, and at others totally 
fapprefs’d, it isavery terrible Sign; but when 
this happens in chronical Diforders, it denotes their 
Length and Duration. It is alfo of great Importance 
to confider the Smell of the Urine; for that which is 
feetid, thick and white, with a purulent Sediment, Fetid Y- 
denotes an Ulcer of the Kindneys and Pudenda ; rine. 
and if this Species of Urine, by Reft, depofites a 
Mucus, and.is evacuated with great Pain, it indi- 
cates a Stone in the Bladder. ‘The Foetor, which 
does not proceed from thefe, but fuperior Parts of | 
the Body, whether in red and turbid Urine, or 
which more rarely happens, in that which is thin 
and clear, is always a Sign of a violent Putre- 
faction. . 

We now proceed to confider the Contents of Sediment of 
the Urine, which are not all of the fame Kind ; he Urine. 
the Sediment which the Greeks called Hypo/fafs, 
fhews that the native Heat is fafe, and that fo 
much the more, the fooner it is difcern’d in the 
Urine. It is not difficult to diftinguifh the Sedi- 
ment from that Sordes which, defcending from the 
Kidneys or Bladder, renders the Urine turbid, and 
afterwards fubfides in it like a Kind of Craffamen- 
tum. What is fofpended in the Middle of the 
Urine, and was by the Greeks called Ezeorema, Eneoremas 
denotes that the Strength of Nature is weak, and 
the Clouds in the Urine, that it is fill weaker. It Chyyg,. 

- is alfo denoted to be weakeft of all when the Urine 
has neither Sediment, .Eneorema, nor Clouds, and 
pi fee this 
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this is a terrible Sign in fick Perfons, but may 
fometimes happen to thofe in Health, without any 
great Difadvantage. 

The beft Sediment is that which in a moderate 
Quantity fubfides to the Bottom of the Chamber- 
pot, is white, f{mooth, equal, broad at Bottom, 
and acuminated towards the Top. The beft En- 
€orema and Clouds are alfo thofe which are white, 
{mooth, and equal. ‘The Eneorema is lefs good 
than the Sediment, and both of thefe better than 
the Clouds. Thin Contents in the Urine denote 
Crudity and Beginning Difeafes. Thick Con- 
tents in the Urine denote a large Quantity of 
unconcocted Matter; though this Sign alfo fre- 
quently accompanies the Crifis of long Difeafes. 
Red Contents in the Urine proceed from Bile and 
Heat. Cogper-colour’d, livid, and efpecially black 
Contents in the Urine, indicate that the native 


‘Heat is opprefs’d. The farther laudable Contents 


fubfide, though without touching the Bottom of 
the Chamber-pot, the better they are. Thofe 
Patients, in whofe Urine good Signs are foon dif- 
cern’d, have alfo their Difeafes foon terminated. 
All the inferior Contents. are better than fuch as 
are fuperior. ‘The Urine, which in Fevers has a 
redifth Cloud on the fourth Day, terminates thefe 
Fevers on the feventh, provided the other Signs 
are laudable. A thin and bilious Urine, which is 
fometimes better and fometimes worfe, is the Sign 
of a long-protracted Diforder, and if it continues 
Jong in this Condition is not without great Danger, 
An Urine which in Colour, Subftance and Contents 
is preternaturally concoéted, is always to be fu- 
{pected in Difeafes, efpecially thole of the acute 
Kind. If a good Sediment appears in the Urine, 
and if foon after no fuch Sign follows, it denotes 
Pains and Alterations. In erratic Fevers, black 
Clouds in the Urine prognofticate a Quartan. a 
€ 
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We now proceed to confider thofe Subftances 
which are mixed with the Urine. If there is Se-Semen tn 
men in the Urine, it is:thin, light, and always the ae 
fwims above it. But Phlegm in the Urine is thick, Phlegm tn 
tenacious and coherent. Pus,. when the Urine ia’ Unter, 
ftirr’d, is diffolved and convey’d every Way thro’ Heae we 
it, Both of thefe fubfide by Reft.. IfcertainShreds 
or Strigments appear in the Urine, it denotes that ms ia La 
the Juices are parch’d in the Veins. If Subitances Bedi ty 
like Hairs appear in the Urine, they denote an IN- Trine with 
- tenfe Heat in the Kidneys, and a vifcid State of Hairs. 
the Humours ; :though Filaments refembling white 
Hairs are frequently obferved in the Urine of 
Perfons labouring under Venereal Diforders, or 
the Fluor Albus. If {mall Caruncles begin to {wim Urine with 
in a thick Urine, they indicate an Exulceration Caruncles, 
of the Kidneys. An itchy State of the Bladder p,,fyacious 
is indicated, when, with a thick Urine, fome Sub- Uyine. 
fiances, not unlike Bran, are difcharg’d ; but when 
thefe Subfances appear in a thin Urine, they denote 
the colliquative Heat ofa Fever. The Difcharge 
of Sand with the Urine, denotes the Stone, either Sandy Urine 
in the Kidneys or Bladder. If in a fcetid Urine 
Pus or {mall Scales appear, the Bladder is exul- 
cerated ; but if not, the Scales denote a violently Urine with 
hot Fever. But the Scales are fafer becaufe they Scales 
are {maller than the furfuracious Subftances. If 
on the Surface of the Urine there appears a pingui- Pinguious 
ous Subftance, or fomething like a Spider’s Web, Urine. 
or Points like thofe produced by pouring Oil into 
it, we may conclude, that the Body is colliquated 
by an highly ardent Fever, one of the heCtic Kind, 
or a Confumption. If thefe Subftances are dif- 
charged copioufly, and at fhort Intervals, whilft | 
there is an Heat in the Kidneys, we may conclude 
that there is a Colliquation of them. An oleous 
Urine is of all others the worit before a Rigor, 
The Crown of the Urine is alfo to ‘be carefully Crows or 
a3 obferved ; a of the

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obferved ; for if this is of a better Colour than the 
reft of the Urine it prognofticates Recovery, but 
if worfe, Danger. A thin and white Crown de- 


notes a pituitous Habit of Body, a redifh Crown

Crown a bilious and extremely hot Habit, anda 
livid and black Crown a melancholic Habit ; for 
which Reafon thefe two laft are peculiar to the 
Epilepfy and Melancholly. If there are many un- 
divided Bubbles in the Crown, they denote a Pain 
of the Head, and that the more, the deeper colour’d 
they are, fince white Bubbles, {catter’d through 
the Surface of the Urine, indicate nothing con- 
cerning the Head, but only denote Obftrudtions, 
Crudity, and the Weaknefs of the native Heat, 
Thofe who difcharge a thin Urine, without Sedi- 
ment, but with Bubbles, are generally affected 
with a long and violent Obftruétion of the Kidneys. 
In this Cafe it is a better Sign when thefe Bubbles 
begin to appear in a thick Urine. Large Bubbles, 
widely dittufed through the Crown of the Urine, 
indicate that previous Pains are abated. A De- 
Huxion is to be fufpected, if {mall Bubbles, like 
Grains, upon the Agitation of the Urine, firft fub- 
fide, and then rife to the Crown. It is to be ob- 
ferv’d in general, that Intemperature is denoted by 
the Colour of the Urine, by its thick and turbid 
State, the Peccancy of the Humours, by its Confu- 
fion, Putrefaction, the Admixture of other Bodies 
with it, and a certain Knowledge of the affected 
Part. | 
As for Sweats, thofe are beft, which, after the 
Marks of Concoétion, appear all over the Body, 


which during the Decline of Intérmittents, or the 


Crifes of continual Fevers, flow copioufly, and. 
either terminate or alleviate the Diforder. Thofe 
are alfo good which appear as it were in Drops, 
and axe foon evaporated, as alfo thofe which fucceed 
: Purgings, 
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Purgings, and fuch as after the grofler Matter of a 
Difeafe is removed, evacuate the thiner Part which 
remains. But the Sweats contrary to thefe are 
bad, efpecially when they appear only on the 
- Head, Forehead and Neck: But thefe Sweats are 
of all others thé worlt, if at the fame Time they 
are cold, for then, in acute Fevers they are Prog- 
nofticks of Death, and in thofe of a milder Kind, 
of the long Duration of the Difeafe. Thofe Sw®hts 
are alfo thought bad, which are not continued, but 
interrupted, which are too profufe, and which do 
not alleviate the Difeafe, which in this Cafe will 
certainly be long protracted. orrors_ happenin 
after Sweats are dangerous, It aoe Sign, when. 
during a Syncope, or a great Lofs of Strength, the 
Forehead is cover’d with a {mall and vifcid Sweat, 
which, when the Pulfe fails, is a Prognottic of fud- 
den Death. Copious cold Sweats, which flow with- 
out Interruption, denote a violent Difeafe, where- 
as copious hot Sweats, which flow in the fame 
Manner, indicate a milder Diforder. When Sweats 
are about to break out, they generally begin to flow 
from the Head, and then gradually from the reft 
of the Members. For the moft part, the Sweats | 
of the pofterior are more copious than thofe of the 
anterior Parts of the Body, and thofe on the fupe- 
rior more profufe than thofe on the inferior Parts. | 
Sleep has alfo a greater Tendency to promote’ 
Sweats than Watching.
